HIS TESTIMONY AGAINST HATTIE ADAMS 


Sent to Editors and Olergymen 


Throughout the State—No Ex- 
planation—Dr. Parkhurst 
Not Disturbed. 


This State within the last few days has 
been flooded with a pamphlet, evidently 
sent out with the intention of annoying 
the Rev. Dr. Charles H. Parkhurst, and, if 
possible, turning the country people and 
politicians from supporting him. 

It contains, without any comment what- 


ever, a printed copy of the testimony which 
Dr. Parkhurst gave before Judge Fitzger- 
ald and a jury, in the trial of Hattie 
Adams. 

It starts with the story which made such 
@ sensation when published in the news- 
papers of Dr. Parkhurst’s visit, with two 
of his agents, to Hattie Adams’s disorderly 
house, and its first pages contain his direct 
testimony as to the scenes he witnessed 
there. 

A copy of this pamphlet was shown to a 
reporter for The New-York Times yester- 
day by a man who said it was given to 
him in Albany. It was said that a copy 
had been received by nearly every member 
of the Legislature during the last two or 
three days, and that they had been mailed 
to the editors of many country news- 
papers. 

It was also said that its typographical 
appearance was such as to indicate that it 
had come from the same publication office 
as had another pamphlet which is made up 
of newspaper comments on the good work 
of ex-Senator Thomas C. Platt. It looked 
as if it were a part of the literature of the 
Platt literary bureau. 

The copy which was shown to the report- 
er for The New-York Times is a pamphlet 


of seventeen pages. It is printed in clear 
sype. On the outside of the cover are the 
following words: 
Stenographer’s Minutes. 
Cougt of General Sessions.

The People vs. Hattie Adams. 
Before Hon. James Fitzgerald and a Jury.

Copies of this document have been heard 
from in many parts of the State. Various 
comments were made with reference to it. 
Some clergymen who might possibly be ex- 
pected to say something on the subject 
which would influence their hearers have 
been supplied with them. Some have fallen 
into the hands of friends and admirers of 
Dr. Parkhurst, and within a few days these 
friends and admirers have been writing to 
Dr. Parkhurst asking why the document. is 
being distributed. Several have mailed their 
copies to Dr. Parknurst, that he might not 
be lacking in evidence of the existence of 
the literature. 

Of ‘course, there is no means of knowing 
how many copies have been scattered over 
the State. The printers of the pamphlet 
might know, but they saw fit not to put 
the name of the firm’ which did the work in 
-the ‘customary place on the title page, 
There is a blank at this’ place. . There is no 
copyright, and the identity of whoever is 
responsible for it is not revealed. : 

The document furnishes sensational read- 
ing from the nature of the case, and the 
stenographer’s minutes, of course, give. no 
explanatory introduction. They are simply 
the sworn statements of the distinguished 
reformer as to what took place in his pres- 
ence in the disreputable house. There is, 
of course, no statement of any sort that this 
was in the beginning of his crusade against 
the vices of the ‘“‘ Tenderloin,” of which all 
the world has since heard. 

Dr. Parkhurst regards the publication and 
distribution of the pamphlet as the work 
of an enemy. At the same time, he is not 
much disturbed over it. 

‘“*T have seen a copy of it,’’ he said, last 
hight, when a reporter spoke to him on,the 
subject *T have received several copies 
from friends up the State, who have written 
me about it. 

‘“‘I cannot conceive of its being sent out 
with any purpose kindly to myself. 

“But I do not think it will hurt me. 
Any ‘attack which may be made on me 
now, because I Went to houses like Hattie 
Adams’s and others, was discounted three 
years ago. Any attempt to attack me on 
this ground now will simply have a re- 
actionary effect. 

“TIT prefer to make no guesses as to who 
is responsible for this pamphlet.” 


PLATT LOSING HIS’ GRIP. 


Mr. Brookfield May Control the Coun- 
ty Committee. 


The prophecies made a month ago that 
ex-Senator Platt could not hold his grip on 
the machine in this city when once it was 
known that he was not to control the pat- 
ronage are coming true. There are de- 
sertions from the Platt camp. 

The drastic course of treatment which 
Mayor Strong began to administer to the 
Tioga statesman when he appointed Will- 
iam Brookfield Commissioner of Public 
Works has produced results such as were 
anticipated by those who took an impartial 
view of the situation. 

It is said by Republicans that whenever 
the first opportunity comes in the County 
Committee for a show of hands the com- 
mittee will divide on considerably different 
lines from those at the January meeting, 
when Edward Lauterbach was made Presi- 
dent of the organization, thereby compass- 
ing the defeat of Mr. Brookfield. Many of 
the members would not be surprised if Mr. 
Brookfield’s followers outnumbered those of 
Mr. Platt. 

Friends of George Hilliard, the leader in 
the Sixth Assembly District, were appointed 
to two minor positions in the Department of 
Public Works some days ago. Since that 
time Mr. Hilliard, who was one of Mr.

A CRITICISM OF RECORDER GOFF 


The Rev. T. H. Malone Charges Him with 
Making Use of Anarchistic Language 
with Respect to Ireland. 


OTTAWA, Ill, March 17.—The Rev. T. 
H. Malone, editor of The Colorado Catholic, 
to-night addressed a large audience in the 
Opera House. He spoke on Irish home 
rule, and the main feature of his discourse 
was a criticism of Recorder Goff of New- 
York. 

He referred to the banquet of the Irish 
Revolutionary Brotherhood held in New- 
York March 5, at which Recorder Goff was 
reported as saying that “the time has 
come for Ireland to use force if she wishes 
to be free; nothing ever will .be accom- 
plished through that acme of foolishness, 
home rule.”’ 

“Conservative Catholics,”” Mr. Malone 
said, ‘‘ will not indorse such inflammable ut- 
terances, and they will be surprised and 
pained to hear that the man recently 
elected to the office of Recorder of New- 
York should appeal to the prejudices and 
combative spirit of the Irish race, rather 
than to their wisdom and sober judgment. 

‘* Never can Recorder Goff reconcile his 
position as a lawgiver with his intemper- 
ate speech, which more caustic criticism 
might well call Anarchistic. 

‘The freedom of Ireland will be attained 
more quickly through the intelligence of the 
world than in unequal] conflict of arms, and 
that man who preaches armed rebellion for 
Ireland is the enemy of Ireland and not its 
friend. Ireland will be free, but the Goffs 
will not be her emancipators.”’ 


A CAUTIOUS INDIANA EDITOR 


He Exacted an Indemnifying Bond Before 
He Printed an Article Which He 
Considered Libelous. 


ELKHART, Ind., March 17.—Some re- 
markable testimony was given yesterday 
in the libel case of Judge Blake against 
the publishers of The Goshen Daily Times. 

Col. R. M. Johnson, a wealthy attorney 
of this city, was recently a defendant in 
Judge Blake’s court, and after a bitter fight 
a judgment was taken against him. The 
Times the following day denounced the 
Judge for his rulings in the case, and held 
him up to ridicule. The Judge immediate- 
ly began libel proceedings, placing the dam- 
ages at $20,000. 

Evidence was produced that Col. John- 
son personally procured the publication of 
the matter alleged to be libelous, and fur- 
nished the publishers a bond indemnifying 
them against all damages that might accrue 
from libel suits resulting from the pub- 
lication, and also for the attorney’s fees 
and all other expenses that might be con- 
nected with a libel suit. 

Col. Johnson is a leading Democratic 
politician of Northern Indiana, and was a

Gustav Y. McClure, originally, he says, 
from Alabama, but recently from San Fran- 
cisco, was fined $5 yesterday by Justice 
Simms, in the Jefferson Market Police 
Cout, for intoxication.

There were 
diamond rings galore on his fingers, and 
across his corduroy vest was slung a gold 
chain studded with diamonds. is ex- 
pansive shirt bosom was studded with 
twinkling precious stones. 

Mr. McClure was arrested Saturday night 
in a Broadway restaurant. He was thrist- 
ing for a fight, and the police, seeing his 
revolver, his hairless dog, and his gems, 
locked him up for safe keeping. 

In court yesterday Mr. McClure was apol- 
ogetic. He spoke with a strong Southern 
accent. He admitted he had been drinking. 
He was pt under $100 bonds for carrying 
concealed weapons. Seth B. Howes of 57 
West Sixteenth Street furnished bail. 


Young Smith Will Now Go to School. 


PORT WASHINGTON, L. IL., March 17.— 
Robert P. Smith has a son eleven years 
old, who did not attend school. The 
Truant Officer called Smith’s attention to 
the compulsory education law. Smith said 
he did not care a cent for the law. The 
officer arrested Smith. He was tried. The 
jury disagreed. The boy did not attend 
school, and the father was arrested a sec- 
ond time. A jury again failed to agree. 

He continued to keep the boy away from 
school, and was arrested a third time. Be- 
lieving that it was impossible to get a jury 
here that would convict Smith, the coun- 
sel for the Board of Education got a jury 
form the other villages. 

The case was tried yesterday, and Smith 
was found guilty. 

As it was the first conviction here under 
the new law, Justice Allen fined him $1.

Services Delnyed by an Autopsy. 


The funeral services of James H. Kidder, 
which were to have taken place at 2 o’clock 
Saturday afternoon, from his home, 64 Liv- 
ingston Street, Brooklyn, were postponed 
for over two hours, owing to Coroner Kene’s 
ordering an autopsy at the last minute. 

The funeral was to have been held at 2 
o’clock so that the body could be placed 
on the 5 o’clock train for Boston. But it 
did not leave until midnight. 

The cause of the delay was that Dr. Will- 
fam Gilfillan of 98 Remsen Street recorded 
in the death certificate that death was due 
to shock caused by an accident on the 
Montague Street cable road last December. 
The autopsy showed that the causes as- 
signed by Dr. Gilfillan were correct. The 
services were conducted by the Rev.’ Dr. 
John W. Chadwick at 4:30 o’clock. Coroner 
Kene gets $8.50 for his services in the case.

While there has been 
some effort on the part of the police to keep 
Sunday liquor traffic under restrictions in 
New-Brighton, Port Richmond, Stapleton, 


and Clifton, the saloons have done business 
on Sunday almost as openly as on week 
days. Even front doors have been open, 
and in scores of places any one Sones on 
the sidewalk could see liquor freely sold. 

Word was circulated among the saloon 
and hotel keepers yesterday that the Sun- 
day closing law was to be enforced. In 
many cases saloon keepers stopped business. 
Only two arrests were made.

| A BAD FIREIN TOLEDO, OHT0 


Three Men Lose Their Lives and 
Nine Are Injured. 


WALL OF A ROUNDHOUSE FALLS 


Many Firemen Buried in the Smok- 
ing Debris—The Wabash Rail- 
road Loses from $75,000 


to $100,000. 


TOLEDO, Ohio, March 17.—The round- 
house of the Wabash Railroad in this city 
was burned this morning. The fire caused 
the loss of three lives and injuries to nine 
persons, of whom one probably is fatally 
hurt. The property damage is between 
$75,000 and $100,000.

All of the dead except John Bowen were 
employes of the Wabash Railway. They 
constituted the company’s fire department 
for the protection ofthe shops, and were 
engaged in fighting the flames when the ac- 
cident occurred that resulted so disas- 
trously to them. 

The roundhouse was located at the foot 
of South Street. It was a substantial brick 
structure, with a capacity of twenty en- 
gines, and contained six locomotives when 
the fire broke out. The flames were first 
seen in the cupola that surmounted the 
roof, soon after 10 o’clock. An alarm was 
telephoned to the city fire department, and, 
in the meantime, the yard company got 
one stream playing’ on the blaze, which 
soon made its way to the roof. 

The walls of the building were considered 
to be secure, and the brave fire fighters 
pressed close in towards the building, the 
more effectively to combat the spreading 
flames. It was seen that the roof would 
fall soon, but no danger was apprehended, 
from that source. Suddenly the southeast 
wall, weakened by the destruction of the 
frame supports that connected it with the 
roof, fell out and buried a number of fire- 
men under a heap of smoking debris. 

All but.Bowen, Preston, and Bohulman 
were taken out quickly. Of those three only 
Bohlman was taken out alive, and he died 
soon after being taken home. 

When the first of the city firemen an- 
swered the alarm they saw that there was 
imminent danger of the fire spreading to the 
Wabash elevator and the repair shops, 
which stood close by. The oilhouse was 
also menaced, but luckily the flames were 
held in check at this point. A general 
alarm was sent in, and by dint of 
numbers the firemen finally succeeded in 
saving the surrounding property. The round- 
house was completely wrecked, and the six 
engines stored there were rendered prac- 
tically useless. 

The loss is estimated at from $75,000 to 
$100,000, and it is believed to be fully cov- 
ered by insurance.

The village is not incorporated, and 
the town. authorities are the only ones 
that can consider the offer. They meét on 
Tuesday, and it is expected will take ac- 
tion. Residents of the village will make 


every effort to induce the Town Board to 
accept it. The memorial will cost $5,000. 


Schooner Burned at Sea. 


LEWES, Del., March 17.—The schooner 
Zimri S. Wallingford, from Georgetown, §. 
C., for Boston, with lumber, caught fire this 
morning off Metomkin Inlet and was burned 
to the water’s edge. The crew was rescued 
by life savers and transferred to the tug 
Sampson and brought here. The Walling- 
ford was a three-masted schooner of 281 
tons and was built at Bath, Me., in 1882. 
She was 127 feet long, 30 feet beam, and 9 
feet csengat. George Harris, Jr., & Co. of 
Philadelphia were her owners. The cargo 
was insured for $12,000.

THE PRESIDENT IS PLEASED 


Gov. .McIntire’s Prompt Action Regarding 
the Italian Murders Commended 
by Secretary Greshain. 


DENVER, Col., March 17.—Gov. McIntire

Washington:

Washington, D. C., March 16, 1895. 
His Excellency, the Governor of Colorado, 
Denver: 

Your telegrams with regard to the re- 
ported killing of certain Italians at Walsen- 
burg have been received, and I have com- 
municated their purport to the Italian Am- 
bassador, from whom I have a note express- 
ing his belief that the Federal Government 
will advise the proper authorities of the 
State of Colorado to cause the persons 
guilty of the murders to be brought. before 
the courts. 

Our treaty of 1871 with Italy guarantees 
to Italian subjects in the United States the 
most constant protection and security. for 
their persons and property, and that they 
shall enjoy in this respect the same rights 
and privileges as are, and shall be, granted 
to the natives, on their submitting them- 
selves to the conditions imposed upon the 
natives. Your dispatches show your ap- 
preciation of the duty incumbent on the 
jurisdictional authorities to use every effort 
to secure to Italians and all others menaced 
by unlawful force full protection of life 
and property, and, in case of wrongdoing 
against them, that the guilty parties will 
be apprehended, brought to trial, and, upon 
conviction, duly punished. The assurance 
is gratifying to the President that in the 
line of your responsible duty every legiti- 
mate means at your command will be em- 
ployed to protect the imperiled subjects of 
a friendly power, that justice will be visited 
upon all who violate the law to their injury.

WALSENBURG, Col., March 17.—Dr. 
Cunol, Acting Consul for the Italian Gov- 
ernment, has been here since Thursday, 
preparing and forwarding to the Italian 
Ambassador at Washington reports and 
testimony in connection with the tragedy 
enacted here the past week in which three 
of his countrymen were killed by mob 
violence and two are missing. The prin- 
cipal facts have been sent to Washington, 
but the Acting Consul will remain here a 
few days longer. He states that there will 
be no haste displayed in the affair, and 
that his Government will go slow. He has 
no communication with his own country- 
men, and refuses to see them when they 
call, saying that he only recognizes and 
will communicate with the proper authori- 
ties. He condemns the exaggerated reports 
— out concerning the people of Walsen- 

urg. 

Nothing as yet has been found of An- 
tonio Gobatto or Pietro Gioccabino,. the two 
killed at Bear Creek. Lorenzo Danieno, 
Francisco Ronchetto, and Stanislas Vit- 
tone were buried this afternoon. Joe Welby 
was buried Saturday afternoon. 


ROME, March 17.—The semi-official news- 
papers contain very flattering comments 
upon the promptitude with which President 
Cleveland and Secretary Gresham have 
taken steps to bring to justice the murder- 
ers of the Italians in Walsenburg, Col. 

After comparing the present Government’s 
order to the Governor of Colorado with the 


irresolute negotiations concerning the New- 
Orleans massacre, they say that America’s 
conduct in this case has been as honorable 
to her as it is flattering to Italian national 
sentiment. 


TWO VALUABLE DOGS POISONED 


Dr. Blackburne’s Jack and Major Had a 
Run in the Yard and: Then Died.— 
Worth $100 Each. 


Dr. W. Biackburne of 158 East One Hun- 
dred and Seventeenth Street lost two valua- 
ble dogs yesterday morning by poison. He 
does not know who poisoned them. 

The two dogs were an imported English 
retriever, named Jack, black, without a 
spot of white, and an imported Mexican 
dog, which answered to the name of Major. 
They were valued at $106 apiece. 

Dr. Blackburne has about twenty dogs, 
all his own stock, which he keeps in kennels 
in the yard back of his house. All are 


blooded dogs, and many have won prizes in 
dog shows. 

ach morning they are taken out to race 
in relays about the yard. “Jack” and 
‘* Major ’”’ were let out in the yard at about 
8:30 o’clock yesterday morning.

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A MESSAGE FROM MADRID 


Mr. Gresham Receives a Dispatch 
About the Allianca. 


IT IS SAID TO BE SATISFACTORY 


Believed that Spain Has Agreed to 


Instruct Her Commanders 


to Respect the Amer- 

ican Flag. 
WASHINGTON, March 
Gresham has received information from 
Minister Taylor at Madrid, but he is not 


yet prepared to communicate the dispatch 
to the press.

that it is of a satisfactory character, and 


is therefore assumed to be responsive to 
the request that ‘immediate and positive 
orders be given to Spanish naval com- 
manders not to interfere with legitimate 
American commerce passing through that 
(windward) channel, and prohibiting all 
acts wantonly imperilling life and property 
lawfully under the flag of the United 
States.” 

It was not expected that there would be 
an immediate disavowal of the firing upon 
the Allianca. The request was for 
“ prompt ” disavowal, and that assumes 
the Mberty of the Spanish Government to 
make some inquiry to satisfy itself that 
there has been unwarranted firing upon a 
vessel of a@ well-known mail line following 
& customary channel in a time of peace. 
Spain undoubtedly will offer again its con- 
tention, which it has made before, but 
which this country has not admitted, of 
jurisdiction over six miles of distance from 
the coast of Spain, and its dependences. Its 
last assertion of this right was disputed 
by Mr. Evarts, when Spain responded, in 
the course of a protracted correspondence, 
that it assumed that the right was ‘es- 
tablished because it had not been disputed. 

The attitude of Secretary Gresham is 
sustained without reserve by the Presi- 
dent. That was to be expected, and the 
Secretary was assured of it as soon as he 
had laid the correspondence and the report 
of his action before Mr. Cleveland soon after 
the President’s return from the South. The 
President comprehended at once the an- 
noying circumstances of the case, and ap- 
preciated as fully as the Secretary of State 
had done the necessity for a prompt noti- 
fication to Spain of our disapproval of the 
act of her naval officers. The duty of the 
Administration was so clear, according to 
international law and a host of precedents, 
that anything less decisive than a-demand 
for disavowal and for an immediate cessa- 
tion of the annoyances would have been a 
temptation to Spain to indulge in more ag- 
gravated seizures. 

It. is. not at all likely that this Govern- 
ment will permit an argument by Spain 
for recognition of the six-mile limit of juris- 
diction to be offered as satisfaction for the 
unwarranted exercise of that right in stop- 
ping a well-known mail vessel proceeding 
on. her course four miles from the coast. 
Secretary Gresham its prepared, evidently, 
to assert that the right to seize such ves- 
sels, even within “the three-mile limit, in 
time of peace, does not exist. The conduct 
of such’ a vessel would not be such as to 
invite search, while the actions of a vessel 
similar in appearance, carrying the United 
States flag, if the vessel had been de- 
scribed to Spain as a filibuster and it was 
deemed important to be satisfied of her 
character, would justify Spain in visiting 
her even beyond the three-mile limit. _That 
there was no reason to suspect the Al- 
lianca of hostile intentions was apparent 
from the fact that the Spaniard hailed her, 
received her salute and returned it, and did 
not attempt to overhaul her until the salute 
had been repeated and the Allianca had 
gone on her way. 

While the Administration is quite clear 
as to the soundness of its position in this 
matter, and the books justify the confidence 
manifested by Mr. Gresham, there are evi- 
dences of a desire among some would-be 
critics of the’ Administration to find argu- 
ments at the Spanish Legation in support 
of Spain rather than the United States, and 
silly Mr. Muruaga, who has done little since 
the report came out about the firing upon 
the Allianca but commit improprieties, ob- 
tains encouragement from persons who 
criticise Capt. Crossman’s chart with rule 
and compass and endeavor to prove that he 
is quite as thorough a liar as Muruaga has 
said he is. The advocates for Spain over- 
look the broad principle asserted and main- 
tained by this Government, that American 
merchant vessels must be free from search 


in times of peace when upon the high seas, 
and thumb over a rude chart to prove that 
an Ameritan under oath is less to be be- 
lieved than an ignorant Spaniard who feels 
compelled to defend an act that his Govern- 
ment may apologize for to-morrow. 

Spain will not regard as new the remon- 
strance made at Madrid by Secretary 
Gresham. That Government knows thet 
the United States does not sanction the 
Spanish demand to be permitted to search 
vessels six miles from Spain’s coast and 
those of her dependencies. The United 
States has gone so far in asserting the con- 
trary that a Secretary of State once told 
our Minister to Spain that if the Madrid 
Government could not assure the United 
States that it could and would protect 
American ships from such interference the 
United States would do it, and would use 
its entire available force to do it. 

Spain may exercise the right to search 
merchant vessels making for Cuban ports, 
just as any nation may visit and inspect 
merchant vessels entering their harbors, 
but on the high seas never, except in time 
of war. The sympathizers with Spain may 
enjoy the unusual luxury of justifying that 
nation, but the Administration ought to be 
able to get along very comfortably with the 
support of the poo who will see in this 
stand against Spanish arrogance and indif- 
ference to international law an indication 
of patriotic resolution. 


THE FOREIGN MINISYVTER’S SPEECH 


What Was Said in the Spanish Con- 
gress About the Allianca Affair, 


LONDON, March 17.—The Standard has 
a dispatch from Madrid giving this version 
of the Foreign Minister’s speech in Con- 
gress yesterday on the Allianca incident: 

“It is true that Mr. Taylor, the American 
Minister, has claimed reparation from Spain 
on account of the firing on the Allianca,”’ 
he said. 

“The United States at the same time 
presented a demand that American trade 
with Cuba should not be interfered with, 
and expressed the hope that the Allianca 
affair would be equitably settled, since 
they considered the action of our cruiser a 
violation of international law. 

“The Government has asked for full in- 
formation on this subject, and is willing to 
make a just settlement without infring- 
ment on international law or prejudice . 
the dignity of the Nation.”

NOBLE THREATENS TO KILL 


THE BURGLAR RELEASED FROM AN 
ENGLISH PRISON YESTERDAY. 


Those to Whom He Intrusted His Share 
from the Northampton Robbery 
Will Not Give It Back, He Says. 


“Dan” Noble, who was one of the most 
notorious bank burglars of this country 
twenty-five years ago, will soon be on his 
way back to this city after having served 
twenty years in an English prison. 

Noble was released yesterday. When he 
arrives in New-York there may be blood- 
shed, for he has declared he will kill the 
person to whom he intrusted his share in 
the proceeds of the Northampton and other 
bank robberies. 

Noble’s career as a criminal is one of the 
most varied of the great “ gang” that was 
active in the early seventies. He was con- 
nected with many of the most daring 
robberies ever committed tn this country. 

The greatest robbery that his name was 
coupled with was the successful burglary 
of the Northampton (Mass.) Bank, when 
a gang of seven carried off about $720,000, 
although at the time it was reported to be 
more than $3,000,000, 

This robbery was committed on the night 
of Jan. 26, 1876, and within twenty-four 
hours.an army of detectives was at work 
on the case. A reward of $25,000 was 
offered for the arrest of the robbers, but it 
was not until Feb. 14, 1877, that any ar- 
rests were made. On that day three men 
were arrested, two in Philadelphia and one 
in’ this city. They were “Jim” Dunlop, 
“Bob” Scott, and William Connors. They 
were all convicted. It was rumored after 
the trial that the holders of the booty had 


effected a compromise and returned securi- 
ties for a large sum. 

It was at this time that. “ Dan” Noble, 
or ‘‘ Gentleman Dan,” as he was known, ‘be- 
came known as having been’ connected with 
the affair. It was asserted that he had the 
booty safely secreted, and that he had left 
it in trusted hands, while he fled to Eng- 
land. Some time after he landed in. London 
he was convicted of forgery and sentenced 
to twenty_years’ imprisonment. This sen- 
tence expired yesterday, and he is once more 
a free man. 

As the time of his liberation approached, 
he sent representatives to those whom he 
alleged had the money in their possession 
and were to hold it for him until he gained 
his freedom. But his agents failed to re- 
ceive any encouragement as to his ever re- 
ceiving any money from those he claimed 
were the custodians. 

After futile efforts to get any money from 
the persons he made ee to, he 
made a vow that he would come to Amer- 
ica after the expiration of his sentence and 
kill his. faithless custodian unless he gave 
him his share. The last message he sent 
was that he would take the first steamer 
after his liberation and that on his arrival 
here there would be “ bloodshed.” 

With the money he received from the Eng- 
lish, authorities and a sum that was collect- 
ed from a few friends in this city, he has 
purchased passage for America and is ex- 
pected to arrive within the next ten days. 


NEVER RECOVERED HIS SENSES 


Coachman Dempsey Accidentally Shot 
by Harry Taylor. 


ORANGE, N. J., March 17.—Harry Tay- 
lor, the young son of Thomas H. Taylor of 
Highland Avenue, accidentally shot John 
Dempsey, a coachman, yesterday afternoon, 
and in consequence Dempsey died at the 
Memorial Hospital at a late hour last night. 

Young Taylor and Richard Dana had been 
out shooting all the afternoon with a rifle, 
and on their way home stopped at the place 
of Mrs. E. M. Simmons, 113 Highland Ave- 
nue, where Dempsey was employed. The 
boys began fooling in the barn with the 
gun, which they thought was unloaded, and 
in some way it was discharged while in 
Taylor’s hands. Dempsey threw up his 
hands and sank to the floor. The bullet 


had struck him just above the nose, and had 
penetrated his brain. ‘ 

The boys were horrified by what they 
had done, but gave an alarm, and Dempsey 
was taken to the hospital, where he re- 
mained unconscious until death. Mr. Tay- 
lor offered to give his boy up or furnish 
bail for him, but it was not deemed neces- 
sary. Dempsey was thirty years old, un- 
married, sober, and industrious, 


Killed Him in Self Defense.

Some Clergymen Are Shocked by His 
Advocacy of Sunday Opening. 


HIS “CONTEMPT FOR THE HAYSEEDS” © 


The Rev. Dr. 
“ Plan for the Cure of Drunken-

Banks Discusses His 


tunity to Drink.” 


At the Hanson Place Methodist Episco« 
pal Church, Brooklyn, on Sunday evening, 
the Rev. Dr. Louis Albert Banks spoke, by 
way of prelude, on “ Dr. Rainsford’s Plan 
for the Cure of Drunkenness by Unlimited 
Opportunity to Drink.” He said, in patt: 


“In Cooper Union, New-York, last Thurse 
day evening, there was a remarkable sight. 
The great hall was crowded with men, 
more than three-fourths of whom, accord- 
ing to the testimony of the policemen whe 
were on hand to keep order, being either sa- 
loon keepers or their bartenders. This great 
crowd of liquor sellers and their friends 
gathered in mass meeting to appeal to the 
Legislature to grant a law opening the 
liquor saloons on Sunday. The wonder is 
not that these people should have gathered 
in such a mass meeting, but that two Chris- 
tian ministers, representing the historic, 
Protestant Episcopal Church, should have 
been presnt to unite their voices with this 
drunkard-making mob. 

“This was a sight to make all good men 
and women hang their heads in shame. Na 
wonder that ex-Mayor Oakey Hall exe 
claimed in wondering delight: ‘If any one 
had told me in 1856, when Fernando Wood 
was Mayor and I, as District Attorney, 
went to Albany to urge such legislation, 
that the time would come when I would 
stand on this platform in company with 
two distinguished clergymen, I would not 
have believed him.’ 

“And how the cheeks of these two Epis« 
copal rectors must have reddened with 
shame at the sewer into which they had 
dragged the good name of their churches, 
as this irreverent ex-Mayor continueds. 
‘Now, by St. George, the work goes brave= 
ly on, and, by St. Mark’s, the work will be 
carried on to the end.’ 

“The leading speaker of the evening was 
Dr. Rainsford, and to him and his speech I 
wish to call your attention. Let it be dis- 
tinctly understood that I make no personal 
attack on Dr. Rainsford. But his attitude 
and words on this subject are, of course, 
public property, and he has put them by 
his own act into the forum of discussion. 
Dr. Rainsford has a peculiar history on thie 
subject. 

“He has attained great notoriety throughe 
out the country by fighting the best moral 
sense of the Christian civilization of Amere 
ica on this subject. Only two or three years 
ago he startled the country with the strange 
idea of curing drunkenness by turning our; 
churches into liquor saloons. Every city, 
church was to have its own liquor saloon, 
and deacons, and elders, and stewards, and 
class leaders and church officers generally, 
were to become bartenders. He now seems 
to have changed-his base- —He is not going 
to reform the world by opening liquor sa- 
loons in his church, and cure the drunkard 
by having the liquor sold to him by holy 
men in a holy place, but by opening the 
common, ordinary rumshop and having it 
sold on a holy day. 

“It is worth while, in wetghing the worth 
of Dr. Rainsford’s words on this subject, to 
note clearly what his attitude toward the 
liquor traffic is. A little ower two years 
ago, he was reported by the public press 
as saying in his own pulpi on a Sunday 
morning: ‘Many people want their drink 
on Sunday. They must and should have 
it. I.agree with R. Fulton Cutting when 
he said that if by holding up his little 
finger he could close all the saloons, he 
would not do it.’ Of course, a man wh@ 
thinks like that, finds a very congenial ate 
mosphere in the meeting he addressed at 
Cooper Union the other night. 

“But how ridiculous for Dr. Rainsford 
to say that he advocates the opening of 
the saloons on Sunday in order that there 
may be less drunkenness! Does it not stand 
to reason that the easier it is to get drunk 
the more will be drunk? Whoever heard 
of keeping people from any crime or any 
vice or sin or evil by giving them unlimited 
epportunity to indulge in it? 

“Dr. Rainsford says he does not want ta 
encourage law breaking; that the law 
against the Sunday saloon causes bribery 
and hypocrisy, and the corruption of the 
police force. 

* Well, let us apply it to other things ang 
see how it will work. During the recent 
Lexow investigation it was very clearly; 
shown that disorderly houses which were 
run in defiance of law caused bribery, hy- 
pocrisy, and corruption of the police. What 
will our preacher say? Shall we legalize ime 
morality? 

“ Again, Dr. Rainsford seems to have a 
great contempt for the ‘ hayseeds.’ He sayg 
he does not want to be governed by the 
moral sense of the State of New-York, but 
by the moral sense of the Uity of New-York. 
Very well. There are two types of moral 
sense in the City of New-York. One is a 
moral sense which is cultivated by church- 
es, schools, libraries, art galleries, and by 
all good and clean institutions. The other 
is a moral sense which is educated in liquor 
saloons, gambling hells, and disorderly 
houses. The first type of moral sense is in 
favor of a clean Sunday and closed liquor 
saloons on that day. The second moral 
sense was represented at Cooper Union. 
And, strange to say, this latter moral sense, 
which represents the worst and not the 
best, is the one which Dr. Rainsford and 
his clerical colleagues desire to see have 
mastery in the City of New-York. 

“ Another word about the ‘hayseed.’ [ 
don’t like the contemptuous sneer of this 
apostle of the Contiental Sunday, which 
is flung at the moral sense of farming com-~ 
munities. Go through the business life of 


the City of New-York to-day, and you will 
find that its strongest, brainiest men, the 
men who are the very stamina and back.~ 
bone, and muscle of the very best business 
life of the city, were country boys, who 
were the cream skimmed off the country 
homes, who were brought up at the family 
altar, taught to honor the Lord’s Day, and 
who, in an overwhelming majority, stand 
in the City of New-York to-day against 
the desecration of the Sunday by the open 
liquor saloon. 

“Out on all this foolish trash about the 
Saviour’s words, ‘the Sabbath was made 
for man,’ being applicable to the opening 
of the liquor saloon on Sunday! Of course 
the Sabbath was made for man; but for 
the best that is in man, and not the worst; 
for the resting of his body, for the uplift- 
ing of his mental, moral, and spiritual 
nature, not for his degradation. 

“Tt is not the poor people, but the greedy 
saloon keepers, who are the bone an sinew 
of this clamor for Sunday saloons; not the 
men who want to buy liquor, but the men 
who want to sell it. 

“Let us have all good things open on 
Sunday. Let the parks, and the libraries, 
and the art galleries, and the quiet street 
free from the drunkenness staggering forth 
from open saloon doors; the churches, @ 
“the Sunday schools, and all the institutio 
which we may further invent that’ sham 
help men to goodness, maki it easy fou 
@ man to be good and harder yy x 
bad—let all these be open. But let 
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chance turn from his evil way.” 
HIS PRESCRIPTIONS ALL WRONG. 


Dr. Newton Says Dr. Rainsford’s Prin- 
ciples Are Dangerous, 


The Rev, Dr. A. F. Newton of the Roch- 
ester Avenue Congregational Church, Brook- 
lyn, yesterday morning criticised the Rev. 
Dr. Rainsford for his remarks at Cooper 
Union on Thursday night in favorof having 
the saloons open on Sundays after midday. 

There was a large attendance, and the 
congregation applauded once when he re- 
ferred to the Stars and Stripes, and again 
when he said that the remedies proposed by 
the Rev. Dr. Rainsford were absurd. 

The subject of his sermon was “ Liberty 
under Law.” In the course of his remarks 
he said: 

“‘In this Republic the laws are supposed 
to be made for the public good, protection, 
and defense. LAberty without law is bar- 
barism; under law, civilization. If the laws 
are good, obey them, and if they are bad, 
also obey them untilthey have been changed, 
amended, or repealed. 

** Obedience to law, whether it is good or 
bad, is the cardinal principle of every 

.Christian man. Willful disobedience of law 
would result in a return to anarchy and 
barbarism, Absolute monarchy would be 
preferable to absolute anarchy. Bad laws 
are better than no laws, and if any man is 
& law unto himself, he is an Anarchist, 
pure and simple. 

“The most serious questions are involved 
in the measures before the Legislature 
providing for the opening of the saloons on 
Sunday. The declaration that ‘you can’t 
enforce the law’ is one of the most danger- 
ous that could be made in any Government. 
It is nothing less than an attack on the 
sovereignty of the State. 

“Even in the Assembly Chamber at Al- 
bany this very language was used in an ar- 
gument in support of the opening of the sa- 
loons on Sunday: ‘ Because you can’t en- 
force laws requiring them to be closed.’ 

“The Rev. Dr. Rainsford promulgated 
the same pernicious doctrine a few nights 
ago in the Cooper Union, ‘ You can’t en- 


force the laws.’ This is the most un-Amer- 
ican doctrine that ever fell from human lips. 

_‘ It_is nothing short of teaching anarchy. 
New-York is not an African, Asiatic, or 
European city, but an American city—the 
utterances at Albany and at the Cooper 
Union to the contrary. It is an American 
city, because it is under the American Con- 
stitution and the Stars and Stripes, and 
there is not mob law enough in the city to 
one down the power of the State and Na- 
jon, 

‘Let it be echoed and re-echoed that 
New-York is an American city, and that 
men who enjoy the privileges of American 
liberty must be loyal to American law. I 
was amazed to hear a man stand up in the 
Assembly and utter such a sentiment as I 
have referred to, and I was still more 
amazed to hear it cheered. 

“And yet a minister stands up in New- 
York City and reiterates it. Dr. Rains- 
ford’s comical pan*of doing away with law- 
breaking is to abolish the laws. Remove 
the law against stealing, and there will be 
no more stealing, would be his argument, 
carried to a ligitimate conclusion. 

“This is one of the most un-American 
and dangerous principles ever enunciated. 
This very Sunday law which is now so as- 
sailed is the keystone in the arch of Amer- 
ican liberty. The people should be taught 
that the laws are right, and that if they 
break them they do so at their peril. 

‘“‘A Government is no Government which 
has not a sword ready to be drawn in an 
emergency. The lesson of the Homestead, 
Chicago, and Brooklyn strikes is the same. 
It is that if the local police authorities 
cannot maintain order the State can and 
must, Liberty under the law must be 
maintained at any price when mobs invade 
our streets. 

“The Rev. Dr. Rainsford’s prescription 
for improving the condition of the congested 
districts in New-York are all wrong, and 
perfectly absurd. These people are poor 
enough and needy enough without having 
these so-called clubs opened for them on 
Sunday on every corner. Dr. Rainsford 
himself must admit that most of the pov- 
erty is caused by drunkenness, and yet.he 
proposes to put these people still deeper in 
the mire of poverty by increasing their op- 
portunities to get drunk. 

“These people are not in need of saloons 
on Sunday or any other day. They need 
homes. ‘Give them a_chance to develop 
the social life,’ says Dr. Rainsford. He 
would be much better employed if he told 
them to go to their homes on Sunday and 
watch their wives and children. 

“Better for him to say to these men: 
*Go home and hold the babies for a few 
hours on the Sabbath day, and let the 
poor mothers who have to toil all the 
week get a little rest.’ ”’ 


SUNDAY (CLOSING ADVOCATED., 


Ex-Judge Davis Says Eight-Tenths of 


All Crime Is Due to Saloons. 


The Rev. John Hall, ex-Judge Noah Da- 
vis, Dr. James King, A. J. Palmer, and the 
Rev. Ferdinand C. Iglehart, pastor of the 
Eighty-sixth Street Presbyterian Church, 
participated last evening in a meeting at 
that church in the interests of Sunday clos- 
ing. The church was packed. 

Dr. Hall said, among other things: 


“Intelligence is greater in the rural dis- 
tricts than in the cities. You can get more 
work out of man and beast by working 
six than by working seven days. It is bet- 
ter for the physical as well as the mental 
health to observe the Sabbath day. The 
most Intelligent people are those who keep 
this day holy. The proper observance of 
= day strengthens and enlightens a peo- 
ple. 
“As to the saloons being opened in the 
interests of the working people, I cannot 
bring my mind to believe that this would 
be an advantage. 

Referring to the charge that the present 
excise laws kept poor people from enjoying 
the advantages accorded to the rich, Dr. 
Hall said: 

“Suppose that $40,000,000 or $50,000,000 
used in building saloons and consumed in 
the saloons.) were used in building homes, 
would it not prove more of an advantage 
to the poor?” 

Ex-Judge Davis said: “I felt that the last 
election was a great triumph for virtue, 
justice, and truth. I then ‘felt that the 
people had a chance to set foot firmly down 
upon the saloon. 

“From my thirty years of judicial expe- 
rience, I pronounce that eight-tenths of all 
crime are due to the saloon. The saloon is 
something on which virtue must make eter- 
nal warfare. What was my astonishment 
to find the liquor men, immediately after 
election, demanding more liberal excise 
laws. What right have the liquor inter- 
ests to ask the right to do business on Sun- 
day? 

‘*T read of a mass meeting “he other day 
advocating Sunday opening. addressed by 
two clergymen. What reason can these peo- 
ple give for advocating open saloons on 
Sunday?”

Does Not Think Utterances of Drs. 


Rainsford and Rylance were Chris- 
tian, 


The Sunday question was the topic for 
discussion last evening at the Church of 
the Divine Paternity, Forty-fifth Street 
and Fifth Avenue. The speakers were 
John E. Parsons and the Rey. Dr. Atter- 
bury, Secretary of the Sabbath Commission 
of New-York. 

Mr. Parsons declared the seventh day 
was essentially a day for rest. The persons 
who come to church are not the ones who 
fill the prisons or almshouses, he said, and 
therefore their wishes in the community 
should have respect. If such were the case, 
that the majority of the citizens were not 
of a good moral character, and desired to 
do away with certain laws that protected 
those who were, would it be right, he asked, 
for those who were morally right quietly to 
submit to them and let them have their 
way? 

Dr. Atterbury scored the Rev. Dr. Rains- 
ford and the Rev. Dr. Rylance for the 


statements made by them at the meeting in 
Cooper Union last Tuesday night. He said 
they had not lived up to their early teach- 
ings. He was. surprised to think that a 
minister of the Gospel would be guilty of 
such remarks. How they could stand and 
support the saloon men was more than he 
could fathom. He did not think it either 
manly or showing a true Christian spirit, 
for they sought to tear down the very 
strong masonry that Christianity hoped 
and was striving to build firm and erect. 

It was all inconsistent, he declared. They 
could not be both, they must be one thing 
or another. He desired to know which. In 
conclusion, he called upon those present to 
make a firm stand for the good American 
Sabbath. He was certain if all put their 
shoulder to the wheel and shoved away 
with yigor, it was bound to move, and it 
was only thus that the opposition could be 
crushed. 


Condemned Thursday’s Meeting. 


“The Latest Bid for Sunday Saloon Pat- 
ronage,”’ was the title which the Rev. J. V. 
Saunders of the Seventh Street Methodist 
Episcopal Church gave to his sermon of last 
night at that church. He expressed his sur- 
prise and condemnation of Thursday night’s 
Cooper Union meeting, when Sunday open- 
ing was favored, of the appearance there 
and speeches of two clergymen. He was 
present, and he repeated what had been said 
there. 


CITIZENS OF ORANGE AROUSED 


The Greater Newark Scheme, Exposed in 
The New-York Times, Creates Much 
Warm Discussion. 


ORANGE, N. J., March 17.—The publica- 
tion in The New-York Times of to-day of 
the apparently authentic news to the effect 
that the Greater Newark bill is not dead, 
but merely sleeping, has caused another stir 
in the Greater Orange agitation, and, in 
spite of the fact that to-day was Sunday 
many public-spirited citizens could not re- 
frain from expressing themselves strongly 
on the subject, and declaring that drastic 
measures should be taken to prevent the 
contemplated absorption of the Oranges by 
Newark. 

“If that is really the case,” said one gen- 
tleman, ‘‘I think it is an outrageous pro- 
ceeding on the part of Newark politicians, 
to try and gobble us up in that fashion in 
spite of ourselves. I am sure a great ma- 
jority of the people of the Oranges would 
not go to Newark under any circumstances. 
They had rather move out of town. While 
I am not at all anxious to see the Oranges 
united in one large city at the present time, 
if these rumors prove to be true I should 
say consolidate the Oranges at once by all 
means, if that will prevent our being tacked 
on to Newark. I think The New-York 
Times is doing a good thing for this com- 
munity in giving this subject such promi- 
nence, whatever the result may be. For 
one, I would not be surprised to find that 
every word of the proposed scheme, as laid 
pase & to-day’s New-York Times, is Gospel 
truth.” 

One of the most zealous of the Greater 
Orange advocates said he thought that this 
Greater Newark agitation would greatly aid 
the cause of consolidation of the Oranges, 
which would now be favored by even its 
opponents as a lesser of two evils. He 
added, however, that the exposé of the 
matter in The New-York Times might frus- 
trate the — of the promoters of the 
bill, and thus allow the indifferent, luke- 
warm advocates of consolidation to sink 
back into their former lethargy. He said he 
knew a number of wealthy men who would, 
he was positive, move out of the Oranges 
if they are made a part of Newark.

Lieut, Gov. Saxton Says that the’ Bi- 
Partisan Measure Will Pass. 


GOV. MORTON WILL PROBABLY SIGN IT 


Mayor Strong Has Expressed No Ob- 


jections to It, and Is Making 
His Plans to Act Un- 
der the Bill. 


ALBANY, March 17.—Lieut. Gov. Saxton 
said to-night: 

“In the first place, I do not believe that 
Gov. Morton entertains sufficiently strong 
objections to the bi-partisan system to 
antagonize the bill for the reorganization of 
the New-York Police Department, unless 
Mayor Strong should take the initiative. I 


believe he is willing to leave the matter to 
the decision of the municipal authorities, 
and, unless Mayor Strong should express 
himself as decidedely opposed to a bi- 
partisan commission, I do not believe that 
the Governor, although he has never ex- 
pressed to me his opinion upon the matter, 
would undertake to veto the Dill. 

“TI think it is conceded on all hands that 
a bill in that form will pass the Legislature 
at an early date. That is a matter of com- 
mon acceptance among men who keep them- 
selves posted upon legislative affairs, and it 
is probable that if the Governor entertained 
any very decided objection to the bi-parti- 
san police system on its own account, he 
would have allowed an intimation to that 
effect to escape him. As it is, I believe that 
when the bill reaches him he will sign it. 
I base this conclusion upon the supposition 
that in the meantime Mayor Strong will 
not announce himself as opposed to the 
bills. This I do not think at all likely. I 
believe that he is fully persuaded that a 
bi-partisan bill is about to pass the Legis- 
lature, and that he is making his plans ac- 
cordingly. Of course, if he should denounce 
the bill, it is probable that the Governor 
would feel called upon to listen to his re- 
monstrances, but I think he is fully recon- 
ciled to the principles contained in it. 

“As to whether or not he approves of the 
single-headed commission bill prepared by 
the Committee of Ten, which will be sub- 
mitted to the Legislature within the next 
few days, I don’t think that anybody has 
ever heard the Mayor express his views on 
the subject. I can only judge by externals. 
He has been extremely conservative about 
expressing any opinion, and there was 


nothing in our interview at the time that I: 


saw him that would enable me to say 
whether he favors the single-headed idea 
or not. I repeat, however, that he appears 
to be making his plans with reference to 
the probable passage of a bi-partisan bill, 
and that with the knowledge that a re- 
monstrance from him would undoubtedly 
have the weight that such appeals from the 
officers of the municipality have carried 
heretofore. 

“As to the fate of the bills in the Leg- 
islature, there is no doubt in my mind that 
they will go through with as little delay as 
is possible. It is high time that something 
should be done, as the present uncertain 
condition of affairs cannot but work an 
injury to the Police Department. Unless 
a remonstrance is received from Mayor 
Strong in the meantime, which is a very 
unlikely contingency, in my estimation, it 
appears to be tolerably certain that the 
bills will pass the Legislature and will be 
signed by the Governor. 

“I don’t believe that Mr. Strong will in- 
terpose any objection. It is well known 
that he does not take the extreme view of 
the bi-partisan system held by Dr. Park- 
hurst and some other gentlemen in New- 
York, and in that case there is no reason 
why the bills should not promptly be en- 
acted into law.” 

Lieut Gov. Saxton then ke of the 
probable future of ballot reform at this 
session: ‘I think there is no doubt,” said 
he, ‘‘ that the bill which we have been try- 
| to pass for years, and which, in fact, 
did pass the Legislature last year, but 
which was vetoed by the Governor, will be 
enacted this year with some modifications. 
It will be still in the form of a blanket 
paster, however, with party columns and 
with symbols. f have not yet had an op- 
portunity to examine the bill presented by 
Senator Raines the other day, but to my 
mind, from a cursory survey, there is one 
feature of it which is objectionable, and 
that is the provision that any lame or dis- 
abled person may take a man into the booth 
with him in order to help him prepare his 
ballot. This appears to me to be a vicious 
departure, but as I have not yet had time 
to look into the matter with care, I prefer 
not ‘to express any positive opinion. There 
is no doubt that some legislation decidedly 
for the purification of elections will be 
passed at this session.” , 


WORK FOR THE LEGISLATURE. 


Important New-York Measures to be 
Acted on This Week. 


ALBANY, N. Y., March 17.—The Legis- 
lature has much important work to con- 
sider this week. Probably the most im- 
portant are the two Police Reorganization 
bills for New-York City, which were re- 
ported on Friday from the Lexow commit- 
tee. These bills are a special order in the 
Senate for Thursday. At that time Sena- 
tor Lexow will call up his resolution ex- 
tending the life of the Lexow investigating 
committee, and providing that upon the 
written request of Mayor Strong the com- 
mittee shall investigate any of the New- 
York City departments, in addition to the 
Police Department. No sooner had the 
resolution and bills been made a special 
order in the Senate than Assemblyman 
Niles introduced a bill approved by Mayor 
Strong which places at the immediate dis- 
posal of the Commissioners of Accounts of 
New-York City $100,000 to conduct an ex- 
amination into the administration of the 
affairs of the New-York City departments. 
This would replace the labors of the Lexow 
committee, should the bill pass. 

A bill the passage of which it is expected 
will add several hundred thousand dollars 
to the State’s revenue will come up on 
second reading in the Assembly this week. 
It is Senator Higgins’s bill, imposing a 
license fee of one-eighth of 1 per cent. on 
the amount of business transacted in this 
State by foreign corporations. State Con- 
troller Roberts is much interested.in the 
success of the measure. 

Assemblyman Thompson’s bill providing 
for the placing of rope fire-escapes, where 
none are now provided, in every room’ of 
every hotel, boarding school, and seminary 
in the State, will come up on final passage 
in the Assembly this week. The bill is so 
worded in the description of the kind of 
rope fire escape that shall be provided that 
Edward L. Tierney of Binghamton, Presi- 
dent of the Hotel Men’s Association of the 
State of New-York. and the representa- 
tives of the leading hotels in New-York 
City were moved to suggest at the hear- 
ing on the bill last week that it was un- 
doubtedly imtended to favof a_ certain 
patented fire escape which would give a 
remunerative monopoly to the owner of the 

tent. ; 
Par. Nixon of Chautauqua will introduce 
during the week a bill to more clearly de- 
fine the duties of the Capitol Commission- 
er. It will prevent the Commissioner from 
accepting a percentage on the cost of the 
pullding r acting as State Architect. 

There will be a hearing before the Senate 
Cities Committee on Tuesday afternoon on 
the bills affecting the City of Brooklyn now 
before that committee. The hearing is 

iven at the request of the Mayor of Brook- 
yn. The same afternoon before the same 
committee there will be a hearing on the 
Telephone bill. 

Before the General Laws Committee of 
the two houses on Wednesday .afternoon 
there will be a hearing on bills prohibiting 
barbering on Sunday. On the same after- 
noon there will be a joint hearing before 
the Senate Finance and Assembly Ways 
and Means Committees on the p i- 
tions to bring; New-York and Kings Coun- 
ties within the provisions of the State Care 
act, and to turn the insane asylums of 
those counties into State hospitals. 

There will be a hearing before the Gen- 
eral Laws Committee of the Assembly, on

Wednesday afternoon on the bill to repeal 
the law making the vaccination of school 
children compulsory. Thousands of peti- 
tions have reached the Legislature in favor 
of this repeal. 

The fish and game law amendments will 
have a final hearing before the Senate 
Committee on Fish and Game on Wednes- 
day afternoon. 

The Railroads Committees of the two 
houses will give a joint hearing on Wednes- 
day afternoon on the General Grade Cross- 
ing bill prepared by the State Railroad 
Commission. This bill provides that where 
changes in grade are made the city shall 
bear 25 per cent. of the expense, the State 
12 per cent., and the railroads the remainder.

DIXON'S CHURCH THE PEOPLE'S 


HE WIth PREACH IN THE ACAD- 
EMY OF MUSIC SUNDAY MORNINGS, 


Denies that He Was Forced to Resign 
and Reads Two Letters—The 
Motto of His New Church, 


The Rev. Thomas Dixon, Jr., announced 
yesterday morning that he had engaged the 
Academy of Music and that his new church, 
the Church of the People, would be formally 
started the first Sunday in April. Services 
will be held every Sunday morning, and a 
marked innovation will be that half the 
members of the Board of Deacons would 
be women. This statement was loudly ap- 
plauded by the women present. Mr. Dixon 
did not complete arrangements for the 
Academy until late Saturday, and the first 
news the members of the new congregation 
had of where their church was to be located 
came yesterday. 

Mr. Dixon prefaced his sermon yesterday 
on “Some Results of Sensationalism” by 
straightening out the misunderstanding that 
his congregation entertained with regard to 
his resignation, how it was brought about, 
and when it went into effect. He denied em- 
phatically that he had been coerced into 
resigning, and in support of the statement 
read a letter from the President of the 
Board of Trustees. He said the Trustees 
wanted him to remain until May 1, but 
he would not do so. He read his letter of 
resignation to the congregation before read- 
ing it to the Board of Trustees, and de- 
sired to explain that he had done so only 


after the Board of Trustees, at a meeting 
at which he offered to read it, had not ac- 
cepted the offer. Here is the letter from 
President Bennett: 

The Rev. Thomas, Dixon, Jr.: 

“‘I have your of the 11th inst. calling my 
attention to the published statements re- 
ported to have been made by some of the 
Trustees. The very brief and only state- 
ment prepared by the President of the 
Board of Trustees and approved by the 
board contained no errors, and while the 
board cannot hold itself responsible for all 
that gets into the papers, yet justice to 
you and to ourselves requires that the mat- 
ter referred to by you should be correctly 
stated. The church under a’ administra- 
tion has not increased its indebtedness. It 
has met all its obligations and paid off the 
floating debt it had when you became pas- 
tor. The statement of finances given you 
by the Treasurer and the church clerk 
was, we understood, a compilation from the 
church record. There has never been any 
threat or coercion made by the _ board to 
bring about your resignatiOn. The board 
and yourself had independently decided upon 
the action which was taken. 

‘You on your part had determined to re- 
sign, and the board on its part were in fa- 
vor of surrendering the hall, and only 
awaited a conference with youbefore taking 
definite action. The conference was held 
March 2, and was frank and cordial in its 
character, and you then announced your in- 
tention to ‘resign, and the board voted to 
surrender the hall May 1. 

At that meeting you voluntarily offered 
to submit your resignation to the board be- 
fore presenting it, but I am not conscious 
of having said anything that waived your 
offer to first submit the letter of resignation 
to the board. I regret as. sincerely as you 
do these misunderstandings, for it was my 
hope and yours also, as frequently ex- 
presses. that our parting should be in the 

indliest ae and certainly that desire 
still prevails with members of the Board of 
Trustees.

DR, ABBOTT’S THEME THE PRODIGAL SON 


Christ Left No Creed, Says Dr. New- 


ton—Dr. Parkhurst on Church 


and Social Humbug. 


“ Wholesale Divorces” was yesterday se- 
lected by the Rev. T. De Witt Talmage as 
the subject of his sermon in the Academy 
of Music. Dr. Talmage chose as his text 
Matthew, xix., 6: ‘What therefore God 
hath joined together, let not man put 


asunder,” and preached to a congregation 
that filled every available seat in the Acad- 
emy. He said: 

“That there are hundreds and thousands 
of infelicitous homes in America no one 
will doubt. If there were only one skeleton 
in the closet, that might be locked up and 
abandoned; but, in many a home, there is 
a skeleton in the hallway, and a skeleton in 
all the apartments. 

‘““* Unhappily Married’ are two words 
descriptive of many a homestead. It needs 
no orthodox minister to prove to a badly- 
mated pair that there is a hell; they are 
there now. Sometimes a grand and gra- 
cious woman will thus be incarcerated, and 
her life will be a crucifixion, as was the 
case with Mrs. Sigourney, the great poetess 
and the great soul. Sometimes a consecrat- 
ed man will be united to a fury, as was 
John Wesley, or umited to a vixen, as was 
John Milton. Sometimes, and generally, 
both parties are to blame, and Thomas Car- 
lyle was an intolerable scold, and his wife 
smoked and swore; and Froude, the his- 
torian, pulled aside the curtain from the 
lifelong squabble at Craigemputtock and 5 
Cheyne Row. 

““Some say that for the alleviation of all 
these domestic disorders of which we hear, 
easy divorce is a good prescription. God 
sometimes authorizes divorce as certainly 
as he authorizes marriage. I have just 
as much regard for one lawfully divorced 
as I have for one lawfully married. But 
you know, and I know, that wholesale di- 
vorce is one of our national scourges. I 
am not surprised at this when I think of 
the influences which have been abroad 
militating against the marriage relation. 

“For many years the platforms of the 
country rang with talk about a free-love 
millennium. There were meetings of this 
kind held in the Cooper Institute, New- 
York; Tremont Temple, Boston, and all 
over the land. Popular themes for such 
occasions were the tyranny of man, the 
oppression of the marriage relation, wo- 
men’s rights, and the affinities. 

“Prominent speakers were women with 
long tongues everlastingly at war with God 
because they were created women; while 
on the platform sat meek men with soft 
accent and cowed demeanor, apologetic for 
masculinity, and holding the parasols while 
the termagant orators went on preaching 
‘the doctrine of free love. 


Devils in the 


“That campaign of twenty years ago 
sent more devils into the marriage rela- 
tion than will be exorcised in the next 
fifty. Men and women went home from 
such meetings so permanently confused as 
to who were their wives and husbands that 
they never got out of their perplexity, and 
the criminal and civil courts tried to dis- 


entangle the Iliad of woes, and this one got 
alimony, and that one got a limited di- 
vorce, and this mother kept the children on 
condition that the father could sometimes 
come and look at them, and these went into 
poorhouses, and those went into an insane 
asylum, and those went into dissolute public 
life, and all went to destruction. The 
mightiest war ever made against the mar- 
riage institution was that free love com- 
paign, sometimes under one name and some- 
times under another. 

* Another influence that has warred upon 
the marriage relation has been polygamy 
in Utah. hat has a stereotyped carica- 
ture of the marriage relation, and has 
poisoned the whole land. You might as 
well think that you can have an arm in a 
state of mortification, and yet. the whole 
body not to be sickened, as to have any 
Territory polygamized and yet the body of 
the Nation not feel the putrefaction. Hear 
it, good men and women of America, that 
so long ago as 1802 a law was passed by 
Congress forbidding polygamy in the Terri- 
tories and in all the places where they had 
jurisdiction. Twenty-four years passed 
along and five Administrations before the 
first brick was knocked from that fortress 
of libertinism, 

“ Bvery new President in his inaugural 
libeled that monster with the straw of con- 
demnation, and every Congress stultified 
itself in proposing some plan that would 
not work. Polygamy stood more intrenched 
and more brazen, and more puissant, and 
more braggart, and more infernal. 

‘‘James Buchanan, a much abused man 
of hig day, did more for the extirpation of 
this villainy than most of the subsequent 
Administrations. Mr. Buchanan sent out an 
army, and although it was halted in its 
work, still he accomplished more than some 
of the Administration which did nothing 
but talk, talk, talk! At last, but not until 
it had poisoned generations, polygamy has 
received its death_blow. 

“Polygamy in Utah warred against the 
marriage relation throughout -the land. 
It was impossible to have such an awful 
sewer of iniquity semding up its miasma, 
which was wafted by the winds north, 
south, east, and west, without the whole 
land being affected by it. 

“Another influence that has warred 
against the marriage relation in this coun- 
try has been a ——— literature, with 
{ts millions of sheets every week choked 
with stories of domestic wrongs and in- 
fidelities and massacres and outrages, until 
it is a wonder to me that there are any 
decencies or any common sense left on the 
subject of marriage. One-half of the news 
stands of all our cities are reeking with 
the filth. 

Divorce Should Be Diflicalt. 


“*Now,’ say some, ‘we admit all these 
evils, and the only way to clear them out 
or correct them is by easy divorce.’ Well, 
before we yield to that cry let us find out 


how easy it is now, 
“Tt have looked over the laws of all the 
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States, and I find that while in some States 
it is easier than in others, in every State 
it is easy. The State of Illinois, through 
its Legislature, recites a long list of proper 
causes for divorce, and then closes up 


by givimg to the courts the right to make 
a decree of divorce in any case where they 
deem it expedient. After that you are not 
surprised at the announcement that in one 
county of the State of Illinois in one year 
there were, 833 divorces. 

“If you 'want to know how easy it is 
you have only to look over the records of 
the States. In the City of San sco 
333 divorces were granted in one year. And 
in twenty years in New-England 20,000. Is 
that not easy enough? 

“If the same ratio continue—the ratio of 
multiplied divorce and multiplied causes of 
divorce—we are not far from the time when 
our courts will have to set apart whole 
days for applications, and all you will have 
to prove against a man will be that he left 
his newspaper in the middle of the floor, 
and all you will have to prove against a 
woman will be that her husband’s overcoat 
is buttonless. Causes of divorce double'in a 
few years—doubled in France, doubled in 
England, and doubled in the United States. 
To show how very easy it is, I have to tell 
you that in the estern Reserve, Ohio, the 
proportion of divorces to marriages cele- 
brated is one to eleven, in Rhode Island is 
one to thirteen, in Vermont one to fourteen. 
Is not that easy enough? 

‘I want you to _notice that frequency of 
divorce always goes along with a dissolute- 
ness of society. Rome for 500 years had 
not one case of divorce. Those were her 
days of glory and virtue. Then the reign of 
vice began, and divorce became epidemic. 
If you want to know how rapidly the empire 
went down, ask Gibbon. 


How Easy Is Divorce, 


“What we want in this country and in all 
lands is that divorce be made more and 
more and more difficult. Then people, be- 
fore they enter that relation, will be per- 
suaded that there will probably be no escape 
from it except through the door of the sep- 


ulchre. Then they will pause on the verge 
of that relation, until they are fully satis- 
fied that it is best, and that it is right, and 
that it is happiest. Then we shall have no 
more marriage in fear. Then men and 
women will not enter the relation with the 
idea that it is only a trial trip, and that if 
they do not like it they can get out at the 
first landing. Then this whole question will 
be taken out of the frivolous into the tre- 
mendous, and there will be no more joking 
about the blossoms in a bride’s hair than 
upon the cypress on a coffin, 

“What we want is that the Congress of 
the United States change the National Con- 
stitution so that a law can be passed which 
shall be uniform all over the country, and 
what shall be right in one State shall be 
right in all the States, and what is wrong 
in one State will be wrong in all the States, 

‘How is it now? If a party in the mar- 
riage relation gets dissatisfied, it is only 
necessary to move to another State to 
achieve liberation from the domestic tie, 
and divorce is effected so easily that the 
first one party hears of it is by seeing in 
the newspapers that the Rev. Dr. Some- 
body, on March 17, 1895, introduced in a 
new marriage relation a member of the 
household who went off on a pleasure ex- 
cursion to Newport, or a business excursion 
to Chicago. Married at the bride’s house. 
No cards. There are States of the Union 
which practically put a premium upon the 
disintegration of the marriage relation, 
while there are other States, like our own 
New-York State, that had for a long time 
the pre-eminent idiocy of making marriage 
lawful at twelve and fourteen years of age. 


Congress Needs to Move. 


“The Congress of the United States needs 
to move for a change of the National Con- 
stitution, and then to appoint a committee 
—not made up of single gentlemen, but of 
men of families, and their families in 
Washington—who shall prepare a good, hon- 


est, righteous, comprehensive, uniform law 
that will control everything from Sandy 
Hook to the Golden Gate. That will put an 
end to brokerage in marriage. That will set 
people agitated for many years on the ques- 
tion of how shall’ they get away from each 
other to planning how they can adjust 
themselves to the more or less unfavorable 
circumstances, 

“Rigorous divorce laws will also hinder 
women from the fatal mistake of marrying 
men to reform them. If a young man of 
twenty-five years of age or thirty years of 
age have the habit of strong drink fixed on 
him he is as certainly bound for a drunk- 
ard’s grave as that a train starting out 
from Grand Central Station at 8 o’clock 
to-morrow morning is bound for Albany. 
The train may not reach Albany, for it 
may be thrown from the track. The young 
man may not reach a drunkard’s grave, for 
something may throw him off the iron 
track of the evil habit, but the probablity is 
that the train that starts to-morrow morn- 
ing at 8 o’clock for Albany will get there, 
and the probability is that the young man 
who has the habit of strong drink fixed 
upon him before twenty-five or thirty years 
of age will arrive at a drunkard’s grave. She 
knows he drinks, although he tries to hide 
it by chewing cloves. Everybody knows 
he drinks. Parents warn, neighbors and 
friends warn. She will marry him, she will 
reform him. 


When Experiment Fails, Divorce. 


“If she is unsuccessful in the experiment 
why then the divorce law will emanci- 
pate her, because habitual drunkenness is a 
cause for divorce in Indiana, Kentucky, 
Florida, Connecticut, and nearly all the 


States. So the poor thing goes to the altar 
of sacrifice. If you will show me the pov- 
erty-struck streets in any city, I will show 
you the homes of the women who married 
men to reform them. In one case out of 
10,000 it may be a successful experiment. 
I never saw the successful experiment. But 
have a rigorous divorce law, and that wo- 
men will say: ‘If I am affianced to that 
man, it is for life.’ , 

“A rigorous divorce law will also do 
much to hinder hasty and inconsiderate 
marriages. Under the impression that one 
can be easily released, people enter the re- 
lation without inquiry, and without re- 
flection. Romance and impulse rule the 
day. Perhaps the only ground for the mar- 
= compact is that she likes his looks, 
and he admires the graceful way she crosses 
the floor. It is all they know about ea¢h 
other. 
woman that could not make a loaf of bread 
to save her life will swear to cherish and 
obey. A Christian will marry an atheist, 
and that always makes conjoined wretched- 
ness; for if a man does not believe there is 
a God he ts neither to be trusted with a 
dollar or with your life-long happiness. 
Having read much about love in a cottage, 

eople brought up in ease will go and starve 
n a hovel. 


Appeal for a Uniform Law. 


“By the wreck of 10,000 homes, by the 
holocaust of 10,000 sacrificed men and wo- 
men, by the hearth stone of the family, 
which is the cornerstone of the State, and 
in the name of that God who hath set up 


the family institution, and who hath made 
the breaking of the marital oath the most 
appalling of all poe, I implore the com- 
ing Congress of the United States to make 
some righteous uniform law for all of the 
States, and from ocean to ocean, on this 
subject of marriage and divorce. 

“Let me say to the hundreds of young 
people in this house this afternoon, before 

ou give your heart and hand in holy al- 
lance, use all caution; inquire outside as to 
habits,, explore the disposition, scrutinize 
the taste, question the ancestry, and find 
out the ambitions. Do not take the heroes 
and.the heroines of cheap novels for a 
model. Do not put your lifetime happiness 
in the keeping of a man who has the repu- 
tation for being a little loose in morals, or 
in the keeping of a woman who dresses 
fast. Remember that while good looks are 
a kindly gift of God, wrinkles or accident 
may despoil them. Remember that Byron 
was no more celebrated for his beauty than 
for his depravity. Remember that Ab- 
solom’s hair was not more splendid than 
his habits were despicable. Hear it, hear 
it! The only foundation for happy marriage 
that has ever been or ever will be is good 
character. 

“ Ask God whom you shall marry, if you 
marry at all. A union formed in prayer 
will be a happy union, though sickness pale 
the cheek, and poverty empty the bread 
tray, and death the small graves, and 
all the path of life be strewn with thorns, 
from the marriage altar, with its wedding 
march and orange blossoms, clear on down 
to the last farewell at that gate where Isaac 
and Rebecca, Abraham and Sarah, Adam 
and Eve parted.

*“ Remember that the worst domestic mise 
fortunes and most scandalous divorce cases 
started from little infelicities. The whole 
piled-up train of ten-rail cars telescoped 


and smashed at the foot of an embankment 
one hundred feet down came to that catas- 
trophe by getting two or three inches off 
the track. Some of the greatest domestic 
misfortunes and the wide-resounding di- 
vorce cases have started from little misun- 
derstandings that were allowed to go on 
and go on until home and respectability 
and religion and immortai soul went down 
in the crash, crash! 

“And, fellow-citizens, as well as fellow- 
Christians, let us have a Divine rage 
against anything that wars on the mar- 
riage state. Blessed institution! Instead of 
two arms to fight the battle of life, four. 
Instead of two eyes to scrutinize the path 
of life, four. Instead of two shoulders to 
lift the burden of life, four. 
energy, twice the courage, twice the holy 
ambition, twice the probability of worldly 
success, twice the prospects of heaven.

LESSON OF THE PRODIGAL SON, 


Dr. Abbott’s Argument Against Ececle- 
siasts, Dogmatists, and Agnosties. 


The story of the prodigal son as related 
in the New Testament was the subject of 
the Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott’s sermon in 
Plymouth Church, Brooklyn, yesterday 
morning. The text was a verse plucked 
from the middle of the story: “I will arise 
and go to my father.” From these words 
Dr. Abbott drew forth arguments against 
ecclesiasticism, dogmatism, and agnosticism. 

“It is hardly necessary,” he said, “‘ for 
me to rehearse the story of the prodigal 
son—how this younger son grew weary of 
the companionship of home, how he de 
manded, without law, his share of the 
estate, and, having received it, went into a 
far country and there squandered his sub- 
stance in riotous living; how, when he had 
spent all, he began to be in want and hired 
himself to be a feeder of swine, eating the 
husks the swine fed upon; how he became 
dissatisfied and returned home, where he 
knew there was an abundance for the sup- 
port of him and his father’s family. 

“This story is told in St. Luke in bare 
outlines, but we may fill up the details a 
little without committing any impropriety. 

“How long it took this prodigal son to 
make up his resolution to return home to 
his father’s house, we do not know. But we 
know how the modern prodigal son does, 
we know how long he often cogitates, and 
how many hinderances stand in the way of 
his going to his father. 

“The mbddern prodigal son is in a far 
country. He has lived his little life of 
prodigality; he has squandered his sub- 
Stance in bad living, and finally he has be- 
come dissatisfied with his manner of living 
and longs to return to his father, 

“Then comes a friend to him and says: 
*Yes, you are in a far country, but you 
need not go back home. You have lived im- 
properly, you have consorted with bad wo- 
men, you have squandered your substance, 
But what you want now to do is to reform 
—become temperate, frugal, andhonest. Then 
you will feel all right. I know you have 
been eating the husks. But husks are not 
bad. eating, after all, if you know how to 
eat them. You don’t need religion; all you 
need is to become a reformed citizen.’ 

“ Still, the young man is not satisfied, 
He wants to leave the far-away country. 
He goes for advice to the academician, clad 
in long robes, and tells him his story and 
how anxious he is to go to his father, who 
has a good home, abundantly furnished. 

“The academician says to the young man; 
"Your story of your father in a distant 
country is very fine, very interesting, but 
it is without any foundation of fact. It is 
all a dream, born of a champagne supper. I 
have been on the housetop scanning the 
horizon with a powerful glass, and I have 
seen nothing of the country you describe or 
of your father’s house. Don’t be_ rash. 
Don’t go on a wild chase for your father. 
You would stand small chance of ever find- 
ing the housc, and, even if you did, the 
probability is your father is dead. Stay 
where you are.’ 

“Next comes the dogmatist to the young 
man, his Creed in one hand, his Bible in the 
other. He says to the prodigal son: ‘ These 
men from whom you have sought advice 
are all wrong. You need the care of a 
father, and it is a fact he lived in the coun- 
try from which you came, but you are mis- 
taken in thinking you can go back and see 
and talk with him now. You must wait 
until you die to see your father. I can give 

ou a definition of him. He lived once, but 

as. gone. Here, however, is a book that 
will tell you all aa ee he said 

d did when he was alive.’ 
one Still the young man is not satisfied, and 
he seeks further for a way to reach his 
father. He meets an old man, in a long 
white robe, with a white cross on his breast, 
who says to him: ‘ They are all mistaken. 
Your father lives in your own country, and 
vou won't have to wait until you die to see 
him. Your father, however, has put the 
Church here in this far-off country to take 
his place. The Church is the Vice Regent 
of your father. The Church will stand in 
the place of a father to you, will tell you 
what to do, more or less fallaciously, and 
will be a guide and comfort to you.’ 

“Those are the four counselors standing 

to-day in the way of the modern prodigal 
son. 
“Over against them all, young man, f 
want to put before you to-day the simple 
truth, which . that you can go to your 
father here and now. 

“The ecclesiastic, the dogmatist, the man 
of the world, the agnostic, are all wrong. 

“In the first place, young man, the far 
country won't satisfy you, no matter under 
what conditions you remain in it. There 
are witnesses all along the centuries who 
have given us their testimony that the cup 
of life sparkles only at the brim. Man goes 
hungry on husks. You are immortal, and 
this world is transient. You would surround 
yourself with books? You get a library to- 
gether. You would have money? You work 
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and acquire a fortune. You think you are 
settled ae i but in twenty, thirty, 
forty, fifty years—in a ttle while—the ship 
comes that never fails to come to any living 
man, and you must g0 on board and leave 
behind you all your books, your money, your 
bonds. What now becomes of you, when 
God thunders out of heaven: ‘hou fool, 
this night thy life shall be required of 
smear A picture will not satisfy the stom- 

“Oh, no! You are more than a machine, 
more than an animal, more than a mere 
earthly resident. You have the Divine and 
spiritual in you. You are dissatisfied by the 
calls from within you. The man who says 
to you, ‘Be good, and you will be better 
than you were,’ tells you the truth, but if 


a Says that is enough, he is telling you a 


*““And then there is that other counselor * 


who says you have no father. And yet he 
himself bears witness at times that there 
is a father, and that you can know him, 1 
Suppose in popular thought Tyndall would 
be taken for the representative agnostic. 
Yet in his celebrated Belfast lecture Prof. 
Tyndall said the atheistic doctrine appealed 
to his mind least when the mind was clear 
and unclouded. 

“You have eyes to see, ears to hear, and 
Senses that deal with this outer world. Fol- 
low up these senses, study them, but,do not 
think they are all. 

““You have powers that deal with eternity. 
Perhaps the spiritual eye is dimmed and the 
still, small voice within is not heard, but 
they are still there... Study the men of 
out-sight, who study the phenomena of the 
material world. Recognize their valuable 
contributions to the world, but do not think 
they are the only witnesses. 

*“ Men of in-sight there are and have been 
from the earliest times to the present. These 
men, many of them poets, have seen the in- 
visible. These are the men who have made 
us see the invisible world. If you have no 
ears to hear from the invisible, listen to the 
interpretation of those who have the ears. 
If you have no eyes to see the invisible, look 
on the picture painted by one who can see 
the invisible. 

“God is not a dream, and the home of the 
prodigal son is not a vision. The home and 
the plenty there to spare is not a picture 
which poets have painted out of their imag- 
ination. It is a reality. 

“ Dogmati$m comes to you with a Creed 
in one hand and the Bible in the other, and 
tells you not to hope to see and know God 
here and now. Meanwhile, take what the 
Bible tells you—and the Creed. 

“What the Bible tells you is this: God 
is a living God, brooding and talking with 
men, inspiring them. If to-day any man 
in the Chirstian Church was to say God 
did not answer prayer, the whole Church 
would look askance at him. Yet the doc- 
trine that God communes directly with men 
is more frequently taught in the Bible than 
the doctrine that He answers prayer. 

*“*Go into a college museum, and you will 
see a collection of arrowheads. They are 
the signs that the Indians were once in 
our country. So of the Bible; they say 
to the prodigal that it is the evidence that 

d was once here, but now He has gone. 
He once lived, but He is not here now in 
New-York. 

“*I don’t wonder they don’t think New- 
York is the Holy Land, but, on the whole, 
it is not much worse than was Jerusalem. 

“God spoke as truly to the heart of 
John G. Whittier, the poet, as to Isaiah. 
In the same way, do you ask? I answer 
that I don’t know how God spoke to Isajah 
or to Whittier. I don’t know exactly how 
He speaks to me. But God reveals Him- 
self continually to man. 

“It is not ‘God was in the world,’ but 
*God is in the world.’ If any man, there- 
fore, holds up the Creed to you he is offer- 
ing you hardtack for bread. Don’t take it. 
If he holds out the Bible to you, he is 
misinterpreting the Bible. It is a heresy, 
though it is not labeled as such. His Creed 
is the guide book to the Bible. Never take 
a creed or the Bible in place of God. 

“You could not have anything more ex- 
plicitly explained in the Bible than the fact 
that God is now constantly in communion 
with man. Men say inspiration ended with 
the canons of the Old Testament. That 
is expressly repudiated by the New Tes- 
tament. Enoch walks the world to-day, and 
God is with him. I call you to God, and 
hot to a creed. 

“And, finally, the ecclesiastic stands by 
the prodigal son, and points him to the 
Church as the substitute for the Father. 
Of course, I do not object to the Church, or 
I would not be a member of it. What I do 
object to is the doctrine that the Church 
is the representative of God in the world. 

“What is the Church? As I understand 
it, the Church is the great unorganized, un- 
defined body of men that have God in their 
hearts. The Christian Church consists of’ 
the men who have Christ as revealed in 
their hearts. That is the best Church, be- 
Cause it is the truest. 

“If the Church has not God in its midst 
it is worse than useless. The Church is 
not a witness of an absentee God, but the 

witness of a God present, here and now. 

“So I call you to arise and go to your 
Father. I call the little children here to 
arise and go to their Father. They cannot 
comprehend the Creed. They cannot under- 
stand the Bible—they need not. They under- 
stand better than us that God is in the 
conscience. I call you, little children, to 
go to your Father. ‘ 

“T like to see you flock to this church, 
but I don’t call you to the church. I call 
you to your Father. 

“The mount of God is not Sinai, but the 
Beatitudes. You and I may go up there, 
and stand face to face with doa and talk 
to him. 

“Mothers, with your children, I call you 
to come to your Father. How can you, 
with these little souls in your care, fail to 
heed the call. 

. “OM pom. that draw 

nes o eternity, come, come to our 
Father. If the Book will help you, coke 
the Book, but come to your Father. You 
know the far country is not satisfying. 
Come, come. All the aspirations in your 
soul summon you with whisperings to come. 
Come. Don’t wait for death. Don’t think 
back across the centuries to Christ. He is 
here, now. The far country, says Augus- 
tine, is the forgetfulness of God.” 
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CHRIST LEFT NO CREED. 


Dr. Newton Deplores the Complexity 
of Our Modern Beliefs. 


The Rev. Dr. R. Heber Newton, rector of 
All Souls’ Protestant Episcopal Church, 
Madison Avenue and Sixty-sixth Street, in 
his sermon yesterday morning deplored the 
complexity of modern religious creeds. He 
compared the simplicity of Christ’s faith 
with the religious dogmas by which men 
strive to fix and explain matters that are 
wholly beyond them. 

“Christ’s creed,”” Dr. Newton said, “ can 
be summed up in two words, ‘ Our Father,’ 
whereas Thirty-nine Articles are used in an 
attempt to explain our faith.” 

Dr. Newton, before beginning his sermon, 
announced that the morning collection 
would be for the Summer Home. “It is 


never my custom,” he said, “‘ to plead with 
ou about giving for any charitable object. 
his charity certainly needs no appeal 
whatever. Every father and mother must 
be necessarily in full sympathy with any- 
thing that is going to benefit sick and 
helpless children. The cause is one that 
touches the heart of every man who loves 
his fellow-men. The home needs at least 
$5,000 for carrying on its worthy mission 
on oes “my wenn 
ere was a large congregation 
and its contribution to no taate payed 
Summer Home was a generous one, 

Dr. Newton chose for his text the two 
first words of the Lord’s Prayer, “Our 
Father,’’ Matthew vi., 9. 

“The creea of Jesus, strictly speaking, is 
no creed at all,””» Dr. Newton. gaid. 
“Throughout His entire ministry you do 
not find Jesus anywhere formulating a 
creed. He made no attempt to formulate 
a creed. He did leave a prayer, however, 
of highest aspiration, that embodies the 
principles of His faith. Every one at that 
great Convention of Religions at Chicago, 
no matter what his race was or what his 
religious creed was, could unite earnestly in 
that prayer that Jesus left to us. 

“Christ did not leave us a Lord’s creed. 
Now, can it be that the Church of Jesus 
Christ has so far mistaken its ability as to 
attempt to supply such a creed when Christ, 
the head of the Church, went without one? 
Christ gave no authority for the establish- 
ment of creeds. Indeed, in His teachings 
we find authority for no authoritativeness 
in - 4 matter, 

of © are making the mistakes? Surely 
with Christ the matter of faith was of 
supreme importance. It is always easy to 
recognize the true ring of Christ’s princi- 

les. We find no difficulty in stri ing from 

is utterances the drapery paniior to the 
diction of His time, and behind it we find 
the simple truth. 

“ Jesus stood in the same world in which 
we stand to-day, and looked out on about 
the same things we look upon. He was 
confronted, too, with the same problems. 
What did Christ think of the power of the 
universe? He thought it one. He gaw it 
constantly changing its mark in flower, in 
fruit, in all the phases it assumes, yet to 
Him it was always one. True to tradition, 
He saw one nature and one man worship- 
ping one Father.’ Everything to Jesus was 
a force drawing toward one Father. 

“In this force He saw_more than mere 
power. more than law. He saw in it the 
deal of all man’s aspirations, and back of 
all, Divine goodness. He saw in God the 
supreme and eternal character that He 
found mirrored in his own life. 

“Christ saw God as light without one 
trace of darkness. Looking from the mount 

e saw the sun eating up every fog, and 

ving all the atmosphere pure and clear. 
cous put all this mito one name—‘ Our Fa- 

er.’ 


“The next question for us to consider is, 
did Jesus think of man? 
recogni in God the Father, and so 
o He saw nothing 
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terial in them, such as one might gather 
and mix cunningly in crucibies. He saw in 
them a spiritual being, endowed with Djvine 
attributes, and therefore by nature good. 

“ Jesus spoke to us about sin in the won- 
derful parable of the Prodigal Son. In that 
He told all. We are the sinful child re- 
turning to his Father, and receiving his 
Father’s forgiveness. We stand side by side 
with the Father. What matters it if He 
walk on the mountain tops and we in the 
valley, so long as He holds us by the hand. 

‘Jesus saw the only possible destiny, the 
washing out of sin, restoration, and_recon- 
ciliation, and the coming up to God at 
last. In this I have already touched upon 
the other question, What did Christ think 
of man’s destiny? 

“Jesus saw the only possible destiny. 
He saw that being of the Father man could 
not die. His life would be co-existent with 
the life of the Father, being endowed with 
His very being. . 

“I have no doubt Christ struggled with 
these Fags wees: just as thinking men do 
now. e thought it all out, and back of 
everything He saw the Heavenly Father, 
and He has put everything into two words. 
In them He has embraced His entire creed 
‘Our Father.’ 

‘‘How strangely brief this summary is 
when compared to the Thirty-nine Artcles 
of Faith. here isa lump of pure gold con- 
tained in the two words of Jesus that is 
infinitely better than whole barrels of lead. 
Are not, indeed, the two or three chest- 
nuts contained in one chestnut burr far 
better than barrels of empty burrs? 

We ought to simplify our creeds. They 
are always garrulous and reticent about 
nothing, and endeavoring to explain that 
which lies beyond our comprehension. 
Christ’s creed was simple, just as all es- 
sential truths are simple. The very mo- 
ment you touch creeds you must go be- 
yond the essential creed of Jesus. That 
creed meets all our needs. There is no 
energy wasted in ecclesiastical dogmas. 

Cannot you be content with this creed? 


Certainly, faith is beyond and above every- 
thing else.”’ . . r 


, HUMBUG IN CHURCH AND SOCIETY 


Dr. Parkhurst Asks Young Women 
What They Do With Their Time. 


Dr. Parkhurst preached a doctrinal ser- 
mon in the Madisor Square Presbyterian 
Church yesterday morning on giving one- 
self wholly to the Lord. He declared that 
it was not presumably that his church was 
an exception to the rule that there were 
great quantities of humbug in society and 
in the Church. He took for his text Mark i, 


18: ‘“‘ And straightway they foresook their 
nets and followed Him.” He said, in part: 

“I have undertaken to speak this morn- 
ing in all kindness and gentleness of spirit, 
but in the use of words that are as. distinct 
and direct as any that I know how to use 
to the young people among us who are not 
Christians. All churchgoers are not Chris- 
tians, and all.Christians are not church- 
goers. You cannot be a Christian man or 
woman without being what Christ was. 

“I preach a sermon and wonder if it will 
not help to make the Madison Square 


Church popular. Now that is devilish and 
not Christly. There is not an atom of 
Christ in it. The sermon might be as full 
of Gospel facts as the Epistles of St. John 
and yet be Satanic in its whole genius and 


impulse. 

“Christ is our model. He is the Chris- 
tian. Christianity that is different from 
Him is a counterfeit and a mockery. And 
I shall have to say that society, our homes, 
our pulpits, and our pews are full of inex- 
pensive counterfeit. Men and women are 
trying to give themselves in such a way aes 
not to involve the surrender of what they 
are pleased to call theirs. And there are 
great qualities of humbug in society and in 
the Church, and it is not presumable that 
this church is an exception to the rule.’’ 

The doctor said that when a man gave 
up his whole heart, his bonds, buildings, 
and dollars are bound to go along with it. 
We should give up the last shred of our 
brains, he declared, the last drop of blood, 
and the last penny in our purses to the 
cause of Christ. In conclusion he sald: 

“A single illustration more, and that in 
half a dozen sentences addressed in par- 
ticular to the young women of this congre- 

ation and to those of them more particu- 
arly who are in the midst of affiuent, or at 
least of comfortable, circumstances to such 
a degree as to be mistresses of their own 
plans and occupations. This illustration, 
too, is employed, not so much for the sake 
of the class that it is especially addressed 
to, as for the purpose of familiarizing us 
still more intimately with the one principle 
with which our whole matter is underlaid. 
To these young women, then permit me to 
say: ‘What are you doing with your time? 
Except, perhaps, just at this season, during 
the few weeks preceding Easter, your days, 
particularly your afternoons and evenings, 
are crowded, with what? 

“The only intention of this kind of ques- 
tion is to lead your minds to the reflection 
that if your Christianity is of the type of 
Christ’s Christianity, your have surrendered 
all claim go your time and are treating the 
time that is on your hands, not as the chan- 
nel through which you are trying to import 
the largest possible amount of comfort, but 
as the channel through which you are try- 
ing to export the largest possible amount 
of comfort. It is a question, not an indict- 
ment. Little personal knowledge have I of 
what you are doing.”

Seniors of Union Theological Seminary 
Protest Against Homilies to Critics— 
Prof. W. A. Brown Complained Of. 


Senior students of the Union Theological 
Seminary openly rebelled last week against 
the ‘ practice,” or ‘‘ six-minute,’”’ sermon 
rule, and complained of the Rev. William 
A. Brown, Professor of Dogmatics, because 
of his ‘‘ desultory and inefficient teaching.” 

The protest against the sermon rule, and 
the complaint against the professor, were 
made to the Rev. Thomas S8. Hastings, 
President of the Faculty and Professor of 
Sacred Rhetoric, through a committee—J. 
V. Wemple, N. C. Wittemore, and E. N. 
Allen. 

Of the questions at issue Dr. Hastings 
says: 

“Stories in regara to the action of the 
senior students are exaggerated, while 
based on truth. I made no threat to the 
senior class, either openly or. implied. I 
simply asked in a kindly way how I could 
recommend them as preachers if I had 
never heard them preach. I told them that 
it would put me in a painful position, and 
if I should not hear them they would be 
the first seniors whom I had not heard 


during the thirteen years that I have been 
the Dean of the seminary. When in- 
formed the students of the Faculty’s action 
I made no allusion to expulsion, nor did I 
say that graduation would be prevented 
should they neglect to prepare and deliver 
the discourses as. directed. I did say that 
their standing when they graduated might 
be affected. They asked me what I would 
do should they disregard my direction, and 
I simply replied that J would mark them 
as being absent. Instead of there having 
been many protests and objections at differ- 
ent times against the six-minute sermon 
rule, there have been only two during my 
thirteen years’ experience as Dean. 

‘“*‘I am grieved at the attitude the students 
have assumed toward Prof. Brown, as I 
regard him as an able teacher, and an 
estimable man.” 

The protesting and complaining students 
say that the obnoxious sermon rule is that 
they shall deliver short sermons on Biblical 
texts before Dr. Hastfhgs and their class- 
mates. Dr. Hastings and the members of 
the class note what in their opinion is sus- 
ceptible of improvement in vocubulary, 
grouping of words, pronunciation, inflection, 
gestures, logical coherency, and general 
style of delivery, and the student learns of 
these observations as friendly suggestions 
or criticisms. In this way, with forty 
seniors, each would deliver a sermon once 
every eight weeks, and be subject on each 
occasion to amicable censorship. 

Those who object to the system say that 
the practice is degrading to their sacred 
calling, fertile in sreerteaitios for criticism, 
by rivals, and unchristian and devoid of 
proper sactity. They held besides that a 
proper sermon could not be preached within 
the limit of time. 

The rebellion came early last week, when 
Allen and E. J. Abbott, William Arnold, 
George Allan, and Nathan S. Aller were 
directed by Dr. Hastings to preach under 
the rule. They said they h no sermons, 
and Dr. Hastings consented to bring the 
matter before the Faculty. The result was, 
as the seniors understood Dr. Hastings, 
that if no sermons were preached those 
who de from the rule could not be 
recommended after nm to congre-

SEARCH OF A FATHER. By 
Marryat. Illustrated by Henry M.

Uniform with their new issue of Maria 
Edgeworth’s stories the Macmillans publish 
this famous adaptation of the machinery of 
the Spanish picarosa} romance to English 
common life in the beginning of the pres- 
ent century. The period of Marryat’s 
‘‘ Japhet’ is not definitely stated. It was 
written in 1836, but the incidents must be 
imagined to occur before the introduction 
of the railroad and after the establishment 
of the two-penny post, which must have 
been in John Palmer’s time, 1782-1800. Mr. 
Brock’s pictures preserve the eccentric 
fashions of the first twenty years of the 
century. They are drawn with much spirit, 
and are generally serviceable as illustra- 
tions, though Japhet’s remarkable personal 
beauty, of which he says so much, is not 
apparent in his various likenesses, and 
Gen. de Benyon looks too much like a New- 
England whaling Captain. 

Mr. Hannay’s introduction is lucid and 
informing, but is not particularly enthusi- 
astic. He has not taken a brief for Marry- 
at and prepared himself to defend the salt- 
water novelist’s fame in the court of public 
opinion. He evidently does not claim a 
high rank among romancers for his hero.. 
He contends, however, that Marryat would 
have been a writer if he had never been a 
sailor, and in that case would have begun 
to write earlier; but he nevertheless seems 
to assume that the sea stories are vastly 
better. than this romance of the landsmen 
and society. He touches upon the likeness 
between Japhet and his faithful Timothy, 
and “the unchanging Galan and Graicioso of 
Spanish genteel comedy,” ‘‘ Don Juan and 
Sganarelle, Tom Jones and Partridge, Rod- 
erick Random and Strap and many an- 
other hero and ‘ Charles, his friend,’’’ and 
he says a good word for Carbonnell, At- 
kinson, Cophagus, Melchior, and Nattee. 
Of the incidents he remarks: 

They are entertaining to read, but not to 
read about. The critic can do little more 
in such a case than say whether this au- 
thor has been fairly successful in dealing 
with the materials which have been the 
common stock of story-tellers from the day 
of the Greek romances. Marryat has done 
not as yell as some, but better than many. 

And then, after the long-customary com- 
plimentary notice of Aramathea Judd, the 
queer young woman who set up as a 
prophetess and developed a taste for rum, 
who figures in two of the early chapters of 
“ Japhet,” Mr. Hannay lays down his pen. 
His heart was clearly not in his work, at 
least not in “‘ Japhet,” and he did not even 
take the trouble to revise his proofs, so 
that Partridge is printed Partridae, Sgan- 
arelle Snagarelle, and Nattee Netta. This 
is a dispiriting beginning. 

Yet the reading of ‘‘ Japhet in Search of 
a Father,” in this handsome new shape, is 
as pleasing an occupation for the leisure 
hour as we have found in many a day. It 
would be expecting too much to look for a 
renewal of the delight that the book af- 
forded in one’s boyhood. The mature read- 
er is apt to be more critical than usual 
when he reverts to the old stories that 
charmed his youth. But “ Japhet” bears 
the test very well. The interest is well 
sustained, for the movement never flags, at 
least not until the last third of the book, 
when Marryat began slowly to point a 
moral with which to adorn his tale. 

That this was essential cannot be denied. 
Until Page 244, (of the present edition,) 
Japhet is a conceited young scoundrel. His 
success has been prodigious, yet generos- 
ity is his only palpable virtue. He is vain 
and dishonest. He has interested us, but 
we have admired him only for his courage 
and his ready wit. He belongs to the genus 
of unprincipled adventurers. He talks of 
his conscience, but his faith in it is a part 
of his vanity; it seems to the reader an un- 
known quantity. He is proud because he is 
not a blackmailer and that he has wit 
enough to elude the law. When he escapes 
from the cellar in Ireland, with the knowl- 
edge that Fleta is the daughter of Sir Will- 
iam de Clare and heir to his estate, he also 
knows that his own father’s name is de 
Benyon, and that the means are at hand to 
prove his origin. The astute reader can ac- 
count in no other way for the discovery of 
the de Benyon packet among the papers of 
the deceased aunt of Mr. Cophagus. Indeed, 
the sudden announcement of the humble 
little Smithfield apothecary’s relationship 
to the aristocracy is clearly a strong note 
of preparation. 

But Marryat had surely overstepped him- 
self, or else tardily resolved to give a moral 
tone to his book. His hero must have great 
reverses, must suffer poverty and shame, 
and be brought to repentance. Consequent- 
ly, when aJphet returns to London, his best 
friend, Harcourt, who advised him to deny 
the stories current about his supposititious 
great fortune, cuts his acquaintance—the 
amiable Harcourt, who both beforeandafter 
that occurrence is the most sentimentally 
honorableof men. Consequently, Japhet gam- 
bles away his property and is snubbed by 
Windermear and Masterton, the latter of 
whom sneers at him for fancying himself 
related to the de Benyons, when Masterton 
himself suggested the relationship. 

It was, seemingly, a difficult task for 
Marryat to get over the difficulties in his 
way in this intermediate part of his narra- 
tive, but having accomplished it, he soon 
recovered his old swing, and incident fol- 
lows incident in brave succession, while the 
dénouement is ingenious and interesting. 
Japhet’s morals are certainly improved un- 
der the ministrations of the pretty Quaker- 
ess, whose development into the _ best- 
dressed woman in London society is pleas- 
antly described. 

The style is never good, but the narrative 
is always full of spirit. It is amusing to 
note how little attention Marryat paid to 
details. The work must have been done at 
hot speed, for ‘‘ Midshipman Easy,” “‘ The 
Pirate,” and “‘The Three Cutlers” were 
published in the same year as “ Japhet.” 
The carefulreader isnaturally annoyed when 
the gentleman for whom the letter ad- 
dressed to “J. N.’’ was intended turns out 
to be Mr. Estcourt; when Timothy’s ac- 
count of Iiis experiences with the murder- 
ous gypsy is muddled out of all coherency; 
when Gen. de Benyon is named first Will- 
iam and then Edmund; when Bill Ogle be- 
comes Benjamin Ogle in one short page, 
and, worst of all, when the immortal weav- 
er of Athens is called in a chapter heading 
“William Bottom.” But those are all trifles 
that do not greatly mar a sprightly story 
that never was meant to be taken very 
seriously, 


STORY OF A MUSHROOM REPUBLIC 


A MAN OF MARK. By Anthony Hope.

Anthony Hope continues to produce fan- 
ciful and exhilarating narratives with won- 
derful rapidity and well-sustained skill. In 
“A Man of Mark” he is as inventive and 
interesting as he was in “‘ The Indiscretions 
of a Duchess.” The scene is laid in the 
City of Whittingham, at the mouth of the 
Marcus River, "‘on the coast of South 
.America, rather to the north.” Whitting- 
ham is the capital of thé republic of Aure- 
ataland, the territory of which was almost 
as big as Yorkshire. It was founded in 
1871, and its President, except for the few 
days of a political interregnum in 1884, 
from first to last was Marcus W. Whitting- 
ham, a native of Virginia. He is the 
“man of mark,” a shifty, resourceful, de- 
termined, plump, middle-aged adventurer. 

The population comprised renegade Eng- 
lish and Americans, Spaniards, and half- 
rete le, though here 
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and ‘there ordinary intelligence and probity 
were found combined in one individual, as 
in the case of Don Antonio, the Minister of 
Finance; his daughter, little Johnny Carr, 
a stolid young Englishman, who always 
did his duty, and one Jones, a bank clerk. 
But these were but a few grains of wheat. 

“A Man of Mark” is a tale of rascality 
made amusing. Mr. Hope tells his prepos- 
terous yarn with a grave face, and you fol- 
low him seriously. He is very particular 
about details. You learn all about the arch- 
itecture of Whittingham, its streets, its 
distances. You learn, also, the state of its 
finances. It was always bankrupt. 

The youthful hero is Jack Martin, man- 
ager of a branch of an English bank, a fel- 
low with an easy conscience. The heroine 
is “the signorina,’’ otherwise Miss Chris- 
tina Nugent, who had gone there as a mem- 
ber of an operatic troupe from the United 
States, and remained, in company with an 
elderly, dubious, and voiceless aunt. The 
pecuniary relations of President Whitting- 
ham and Mr. Martin soon became peculiar. 
In fact, the President had all the bank’s 
reserve fund locked up in his own safe in 
the ‘‘Golden House,’’ Moreover, the Presi- 
dent wanted to marry ‘the signorina’’; 
so did Mr. Martin, and so, also, did Col. 
McGregor, Commander in Chief of the 
discontented and unpaid army. As for “‘ the 
signorina,”” she was undecided. She was 
not a sentimental girl—by nature. Hence 
the great revolution of 1884, and the excit- 
ing recapture of the Government and “‘ the 
signorina” by Whittingham a few days 
later. 

Mr. Hope is much more entertaining in 
this sort of thing than in his juggernaut 
tale of London social life, or even in his 
“Dolly Dialogues.” It is original, piquant, 
and once in a while, even thrilling. 


BOOKS OF A WEEK 


—No book of late has been more read or 
talked about in Europe than ‘‘ Degenera- 
tion,”” by Max Nordau. Translated from the 
second German edition, it is among the most 
recent publications of D. Appleton & Co. 
The volume is dedicated to Prof. Caesar 
Lombroso. The Italian professor, it may be 
borne in mind, was the first of late years to 
dwell particularly on what he deemed to be 
‘the degenerates.” Max Nordau sees de- 
cadence in literature, music, painting, and 
in everything. The author investigates the 
causes of decline, and particularly such 
psycho-physiological demerits as he believes 
may account for this universal degeneracy. 
Believing that he is the discoverer of a new 
light, the author deems it his duty no longer 
to withhold his book. Lombroso, then, he 


‘takes, as far as conduct goes, as his model, 


for though, as he writes, the Italian pro- 
fessor may have been roundly abused, Max 
Nordau would imitate his smiling serenity, 
‘indifferent to ingratitude, insult, and mis- 
understanding.”’ 


—The Messrs. Dent of London and Mac- 
millan & Co. of New-York have ready in 
their charming series of old English novels 
Defoe’s ‘Robinson Crusoe,” gewhich fills 
three volumes and makes as pretty a set of 
three as one could wish. George A. Aitken 
has edited the work, writing an extended 
preface, which discloses his intimate ac- 
quaintance with the contemporary history 
of the story. We should fancy this might 
prove as popular as any work yet issued in 
a series that embraces ‘‘ Tom Jones” and 
“‘ Pride and Prejudice.” 


—Harper & Brothers publish the fourth 
and last volume of the illustrated edition 
of Green’s ‘‘ Short History of the English 
People.”’ It takes us from the middle of the 
Seventeenth century to the present time, 
thus including for the American reader at 
least the most absorbing and interesting 
period of the history of the Queen’s em- 
pire. Thus copiously illustrated in a schol- 
arly manner, the work possesses great at- 
tractiveness. There is a map in color, and 
comprehensive indexes enable the reader 
readily to find desired information. 

—To Bohn’s Novelists’ Library (Macmil- 
lan) have been added two of Smolilett’s 
famous tales—‘‘ Peregrine Pickle” and 
“Roderick Random,” the former in two 
volumes, the latter in one. Type and paper 
are both good, and the cover, in blue and 
gold, quite pleasing. Cruikshank’s illustra- 
tions are reproduced in both works, 


—Lafcadio Hearn has written another 
book on Japan. Its title is ‘“‘Out of the 
Bast,” and his publishers, Houghton, Mifflin 
& Co., send it forth in covers appropriately 
beautifuL Mr. Hearn’s studies of Japanese 
life and character and his word pictures of 
Japanese scenery are quite unlike anything 
else to be found in the vast and rapidly- 
growing literature relating to this strange, 
lovely land. The excellence of his work is 
absolute, not relative; its charm is as pe- 
culiar as it is potent, and whether or not 
one believes all that Mr. Hearn says makes 
no difference in the pleasure his books give. 
“ Out of the East” is worthy of the author 
who wrote the ‘Glimpses of Unfamiliar 
Japan.” That is commendation sufficiently 
high. 

—A. C. McClurg & Co. of Chicago have 
added St. Pierre’s ‘‘ Paul and Virginia”’ to 
their attractive series called Laurel-Crowned 
Tales, in which are now embraced ‘ Rasse- 
lar,” ‘ Picciola,” ‘‘The Vicar of Wake- 
field,” and other works. This is a new 
translation of the masterpiece, made by 
Melville B. Anderson, who also contributes 
a biographical and critical introduction. 
or every-day use there could not be a bet- 
ter edition. 

—From Houghton, Mifflin & Co. comes 
thus early the year’s revised edition of “A 
Satchel Guide for the Vacation Tourist in 
Europe.” This is the twenty-fourth annual 
edition of the work, so that it has served 
almost a generation of travelers. While 
bringing the work up to its present excel- 
lence year by year, the editor has made 
sixteen trips to Europe, eleven of them hav- 
ing been made within the past twelve years. 


—The Dryburgh edition of the Waverley 
novels (Macmillan) having been completed, 
we have now in the same style of paper, 
printing, and binding Scott's poetical works, 
selected and edited, with an, introduction 
and notes, by Andrew Lang. Mr. Lang’s 
introduction is ‘‘a brief attempt at an esti- 
mate of Scott’s character and genius.”

We understand that the bill favored 
by the City Club and the Council of 
Good Government Clubs provides for the 
alphabetical arrangement known as the 
Massachusetts plan. This would require 
the marking of each name separately in 
all cases, and even if small devices were 
used before each name it would be con- 
fusing. For a person who could not read 
the names of candidates and the designa- 
tions of offices, it seems to us that it 
would be impracticable, and therefore 6f 
doubtful validity in this State, where 
there is no educational qualification for 
the suffrage. 

The Raines bill contains one provision 
for the benefit of illiterate voters which 
seems to us to be dangerous, and not to 
be justified by any Constitutional neces- 
sity. In addition to allowing assistance 
in the voting booth to the physically 
disabled, it provides that any person en- 
titled to vote may at the time of regis- 
tration make oath that he is “ unable to 
write by reason of illiteracy,” and at the 
election he ‘“‘may choose some person to 
enter the booth with him to assist him 
in preparing his ballots.”

write, or who took the chance of swear- 
ing that he could not write, to have some 
one else mark his ballot for him, whether 
in point of fact he wished to vote inde- 
pendently or not. 

It is quite obvious that this would open 
the door to an indefinite amount of cor- 
ruption at the polls. The only plea on 
which it can be defended is that in no 
other way can the illiterate voter be en- 
abled to vote for a candidate whose 
name is not printed on the official ballot. 
By means of a sample ballot previously 
marked he might be able to scatter his 
vote among the candidates whose names 
were printed on the ballot, but it would 
not enable him to vote for others by 
writing names in the blank spaces. Such 
a process would only be throwing his 
vote away, while the provision for it 
would plainly open the way for settling 
it. 

Considering the liberal provision made 
for nominations, not only by parties, but 
by independent bodies of citizens; consid- 
ering that voting for candidates whose 
names were not on the printed official 
ballot would be absolutely futile for any 
legitimate exercise of the right of suf- 
frage, and’ considering the unlikelihood 
of any one desiring to do so for any. jus- 
tifiable reason, whether illiterate or not, 
we do not believe that any such provis- 
ion is necessary to the validity of the 
law. If the maxim “de minimis non 
curat lex” has any application to the 
case, it is certainly not necessary, and it 
is quite certain that while such a provis- 
ion could not serve any good purpose it 
could serve a very bad one,

A NEW CANAL ROUTE. 

The Engineering News publishes a map 
of a new route for an interoceanic canal 
across the Isthmus of Darien, said to 
have been discovered by Mr. Gustavus 
A, Karweise. This route deserves atten- 
tion because of the low cost for which, it 
is asserted, a canal on the line of it can 
be constructed. The rotte is at the 
lower end of the isthmus, the eastern en- 
trance being on the shore of the Gulf of 
Darién, about twerity miles north of the 


Bay. 

According to the description furnished 
by Mr. Karweise, there would be free 
navigation for about eleven miles on the 
western side, up the bay and the Tuyra 
River. The canal proper would follow 
the course of the Javiesa River (a trib- 
utary of the Tuyra) and the Javiesa Val- 
ley, eastward, up to the main ridge of 
the Cordilleras, where a tunnel about two 
miles long would be made. The summit 
of the Cordilleras is 1,180 feet above the 
sea level at that point. From the east- 
ern end of the tunnel the distance to the 
ocean is about five miles, and for half 
of this the Ganal route would coincide 
with the course of the River Tolo. 

There would be two tidal locks, one on 
each side of the tunnel, and the distance 
between them would be 285-8 miles. Mr. 
Karweise’s estimate of cost is $48,000,000, 
of which $11,000,000 is set aside for the 
tunnel, although certain contractors, he 
Says, think this part of the work can be 
done for $8,000,000. He asserts that he 
has been investigating the subject of 
Darien canal routes for the last twenty- 
eight years, and that he has made eight 
instrumental surveys of the line in ques- 
tion. Further examination, he admits, 
would be required before exact estimates 
of cost could be made. Owing to lack of 
additional information, The Engineering 
News publishes the map and Mr. Kar- 
weise’s description with all due reserve, 
merely “for what they are worth,” and 
as a contribution to interoceanic canal 
literature, but the project seems to de- 
Serve examination.

THE CASE OF CAPT. CROSS. 


The effect of the decision of the Gen- 
eral Term in the case of Police Cap- 
tain Cross is to reinstate the dis- 
missed officer and to rebuke the Com- 
missioners who dismissed him without 
cause or for insufficient cause. The 
case against this Captain, as it was de- 
veloped before the Lexow committee, 
was very weak. When the Police Com- 
missioners had done with it, it was very 
much weaker. There can be no doubt, in 
the mina of anybody who has carefully 
followed the investigations by the Lexow 
committee, and the subsequent and con- 
sequent action of the Commissioners, 
that the reinstatement of Capt. Cross 
was absolutely imperative upon the Gen- 
eral Term or upon any other tribunal 
that was bound and competent to do jus- 
tice according to law. 

Of course, everybody in New-York re- 
members how freely it was said last year 
that the Police Commissioners would not 
venture to dismiss Captains who were 
accused before the Lexow committee, 
even on the clearest and strongest evi- 
dence, of having taken ‘bribes. That is 
to say, the Police Commission, being 
part of the ‘‘ system,” and, according to 
the universal belief, particeps criminis 
with the bribe-taking Captains, would 
not dare to dismiss the bribe-taking Cap- 
tains, lest, the bribe-taking Captains 
should “ squeal.” The Times at the time 
pointed out that a middle course was 
possible to the Commissioners. It was 
really not open to them to acquit a Po- 
lice Captain who was arraigned before 
them on evidence taken by the Lexow 
committee, whether the evidence was 
good or bad. It was open to them to 
make a public parade of virtue and a 
private arrangement with vice. They 
might have said to an accused Police 
Captain that, as a man of the world and 
an experienced policeman, he must see 
that, in the existing state of public opin- 
ion, they had no choice but to dismiss 
him, but that they would be careful to 
commit so many errors in the process 
that any court before which the matter 
might subsequently be brought would 
have no choice but to reinstate him. One 
Police Captain whom they dismissed did 


‘not get this “ tip’’ in time. He breathed 


out threatenings and slaughter to the 
evening papers, darkly intimating how 
he was going to expose his judges, but 
the next day he not only avowed that he 
had no doubt that his judges had acted 
conscientiously, and that he must appeal 
to the courts, but denied his own utter- 
ances of the day before. To the expe- 
rienced this was conclusive proof that 
he had been reasoned with in the mean- 
time. Of course, with the best intentions 
all around, arrangements of this nature 
must occasionally miscarry. They did 
actually miscarry in the case of the Cap- 
tain just quoted. In his case the Court 
decided that the errors committed by his 
friendly judges did not suffice to invali- 
date his dismissal; and the Captain is 
still out of the force, with a very fair 
chance of going to Sing Sing. 

But this accident does not invalidate 
what is evidently the rule, and that is 
that the: Police Captains inculpated by 
testimony before the Lexow committee, 
on good or bad testimony, were dis- 
missed by the Police Commisisoners with- 
out regard to the merits of their cases, 
or the law, or the evidence, with the ex- 
pectation that they would be reinstated 
at onee by any court of justice to whom 
these preposterous proceedings were sub- 
mitted for review. The disposition by 
the Police.Commission of cases of alleged 
bribery of policemen leaves the police- 
men morally, and, as it appears from 
the decision of the General Term, legal- 
ly, exactly Where they were before. But 
it does not leave the Police Commission- 
ers who dismissed them without regard 
to law or evidence, in order to appease 
public opinion and save their own skins, 
where they were before. It leaves them 
in a very bad position indeed. The only 
Commissioner who has been appointed 
since the dismissal of Capt. Cross is Mr. 
Andrews. He is also the only Commis- 
sioner appointed by Mayor Strong. He 
is also the only Commissioner in Whom 
the public has the least confidence. The 
other three were ‘in the job” of the col- 
lusive removal of Cross. The Mayor has 
the power of summiarily removing all

ENGLAND AND “THE CONFERENCE.” 

We referred yesterday to the attitude 
of the French Government and _ the 
French press with reference to the bi- 
metallic conference. It was not an atti- 
tude of indifference solely. It was rather 
one of distrust, touched with defiance 
toward England. That country was not 
too politely invited to set an example, 
which might or might not be followed, 
but without which nothing would be 
done. Undoubtedly other nations will 
have the same feeling with regard to 
England, and to Germany as well. Mean- 
while, it is becoming plain that neither 
of these countries has any disposition to 
accept the challenge. 

In the latest number of The Economist 
of London—a paper which has an excel- 
lent title to be regarded as the organ of 
the financial interests of England—the 
following comment is made upon the 
course of Congress: 


“In this action the ‘ silver men’ are much 
‘too previous.’ It is at least problematical 
whether a further conference will be held 
at all, for none of the powers interested are 
anxious to repeat the Brussels fiasco of 
1892. Before calling such a conference to- 
gether, some definite propositions will re- 
quire to be formulated, and at present there 
is no apparent disposition to take the lead. 
Certainly, as we pointed out last week, any 
proposal that has a chance of commending 
itself to France must involve large con- 
cessions by other powers in favor of silver, 
and of such there is no probability. It is 
doubtful, too, whether President Cleveland 
will think it either necessary or judicious to 
act upon the resolution of the committee 
(afterward adopted by Congress) until the 
propositions suggested for the consideration 
of the conference assume something ap- 
proaching a definite shape.’’ 


In one regard The Economist proceeds 
on insufficient Our Con- 
gress has vractically “‘ formulated a defi- 
nite proposition.” It is that all the pow- 
ers shall agree to unlimited coinage of 
silver at a common ratio to gold. But 
of course such a _ proposition makes 
a conference as impracticable as none 
at all. It would be 
ed by England and Germany, and even 
by France. We cannot say what our 
Government may see fit to do in the 
matter, but within the strict construc- 
tion of the declarations of Congress it 
cannot do a@hything that will not be vain 
or that may not be ridiculous, That will 
not affect the views of the confirmed sil- 
ver zealots, but it ought to impress the 
reasonable men of the country.

COMMON SENSE AND STRIKES. 

In the Brooklyn investigation by the 
legislative committee of the general ques- 
tion of strikes, interesting 
points have been brought out. Saturday 
was given over to some extent to what 
may be called expert testimony on the 
subject Mr. Depew 
was invited, but was in North Carolina. 
Judge Gaynor was subpoenaed, but had 
what he considered imperative 
business on hand. As it was, John D. 
Crimmins, the well-known contractor, and 
T. B. Maguire of the General Executive 
Committee of the Knights of Labor gave 
some interesting statements. 

Both of these gentlemen believe in ar- 
bitration. Mr. Maguire believes in com- 
pulsory arbitration and Mr. Crimmins 
believes that that would be better than 
Both agree, however, that volun- 
tary arbitration would be better. Mr. 
Maguire had no practical suggestion as 
to how arbitration not compulsory could 
be brought about. Mr. Crimmins had. 
“JT think,” he said, “ before a strike is 
started a fair hearing should be had. 
Strikes do not spring up in a day. There 
is always a grievance behind them, and 
before one is started there should be a 
hearing. I have found both men and 
masters anxious to avoid a strike, but 
neither wanted to give without an 
outside review of the matter.” As for 
his own experience, which is, of course, 
of the greatest value, Mr. Crimmins 
said: “I maintain that confidential re- 
lations should exist between me and my 
men. My men have been asked to go on 
strike, but before doing so they have 
come to me to learn how I felt about the 
trouble. It has been a great satisfaction 
to me to know that such pleasant rela- 
tions exist.” 

Here, it seems to us, is the gist of the 
whole matter. ‘ Confidential relations ”’ 
—that is, such a condition of things that 
employers and employed have confidence 
in one another—must have this value 
that both parties can make their views, 
wishes, complaints, known to one anoth- 
er before the split has come. ‘They do 
not need to get together. They have only 
to keep together. They do not let a 
grievance go on growing greater and 
more irritating, perhaps unconsciously to 
the party that ean remedy or explain it. 
They attend to it when it arises. It is 
the fire extinguisher as compared to the 
fire engine, just as effective, a great deal 
more prompt, handy, and cheaper, and, 
beyond all, far less destructive. In com- 
parison with such a condition as this 
compulsory arbitration, or municipal 
ownership, or any of the elaborate, diffi- 
cult, and daubtful schemes which are 
more or less discussed by theorists in 
Congress or in the trades unions, are 
clumsy and futile to the point of ridicu- 
lousness. Nor is the condition described 
by Mr. Crimmins in any sense Utopian. 
He says that he has brought it about 
with his own men, and if he can do it 
on the large seale of his business it can 
be done practically on any scale. 

We believe that if in any extensive in- 
dustrial or labor-employing enterprise, 
the executive head—and there is always 
one—would devote himself intelligently, 
patiently, and with the same skill and 
care that he would devote to a purely 
material question of economy, to devising 
and establishing a systematic method of 
securing and maintaining relations of 
confidence with the employés, he could 
do it, And the success, quite apart from 
the moral satisfaction which it. woud 
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mind, would be of great money value. It 
would tend to give stability to what is 
now the most perpléxing factor in large 
operations—that of labor. It would pro- 
mote thé efficiency of the labor employed 
and thus reduce its net cost, while mak- 
ing better wages consistent with the 
same profit. It is to such a practical 
solution of labor troubles that those in- 
terested on either side would do well to 
direct their study. And any experiment 
in that direction would have the immense 
advantage that it would require only 
the co-operation of those concerned.

EXPORTED CARPETS. 

Writing about the effect of American 
competition upon the carpet manufact- 
urers of England, the Yorkshire corre- 
spondent of The Wool and Cotton Re- 
porter says: ‘For them to stand and 
watch the rolling in to our ports of car- 
peting made on your side is to them the 
opposite of pleasure; and one of the re- 
sults already apparent which has come 
about from your competition on English 
soil is a cheapening of the qualities in 
these lines of British-made fabrics.” 

The quality of English Axminsters has 
been cheapened in order that the price 
may be reduced. It has recently been 
reported in England that a prominent 
manufacturer in this State is about to 
put on the market an Axminster which, 
as the result of a series of perfecting ef- 
forts, will be a little better than anything 
of the kind heretofore made. This does 
not tend to improve the condition of the 
English carpet trade, which, in the Kid- 
derminster district, is suffering severely 
by reason of the sale of American ecar- 
pets in English cities. This American 
competition has already caused a great 
reduction in the price of English Ax- 
minster makes, and the effect of this re- 
duction has been to prostrate the Brus- 
sels carpet industry in that country. 

We do not think the American manu- 
facturers will support Judge Lawrence 
hereafter in demanding prohibitory 
tariff duty on carpet wool, nor does it 
seem probable that they will ask Con- 
gress to believe that the present duties 
on English carpets (from 30 to 40 per 
cent.) are not high enough.

MEDICAL AND SURGICAL SIDE OF 
THE JAPANESR WAR. 

The Japanese armies have been ex- 
ceptionally and unexpectedly fortunate 
in the percentage of mortality due to 
the direct effect of engagements or to 
illness or to wounds received in action. 
It was reported while the troops were in 
Corea during the warm months that 
thousands were dying of dysentery, and 
at first these reports were believed, part- 
ly for the reason that this disease had 


for some years been a scourge in Japan. 


In the year 1894 there were in the em- 
pire 154,000 cases and 36.000 deaths. It 
seemed probable, therefore, that the 
mortality from this disease in the army, 
which was exposed to unsanitary influ- 
ences, had been and would be large. But 
those early reports were false. They are 
said to have been prepared to serve Chi- 
nese interests. ‘‘ We know now,” wrote 
the correspondent of The London Times 
in Tokio on Jan. 4, ‘‘ that disease, com- 
bined with the bullets and swords of the 
enemy, cost only 1,300 lives, in two 
armies totaling about 50,000 men and a 
navy of 29 ships. Never before in the 
history of warfare were such results 
achieved with so paltry an expenditure 
of life.” 

It has been suggested that the remark- 
able health of the troops under unfavor- 
able conditions should be attributed to a 
rice diet. Dr. Baelz, a well-known Ger- 
man physician, who has made a careful 
inquiry as to the value of rice as food, 
holds that for men taking exercise no 
other food. is equally sustaining and 
wholesome, although it tends to cause 
dyspepsia in persons leading a sedentary 
life. If he is right, the use of rice may 
account for the fact that the laboring 
classes in Japan have finely developed 
muscles and enjoy excellent health, while 
the upper classes are comparatively frail 
and weak. 

The chief surgeon of the Japanese 
armies has published in a Japanese jour- 
nal an open letter to the friends and rel- 
atives of the soldiers in the field, and his 
reports indicate a surprisingly low rate 
of mortality. ‘‘ Among the wounded who 
were brought under the care of sur- 
geons,” he says, it was “only 4 per cent.” 
It is not surprising, he remarks, that 
there have been many cases of sickness, 
“when we remember how prevalent epi- 
demics—such as dysentery, typhus, &c.— 
were in Corea, and what hardships the 
Japanese suffered, owing to change of 
climate and of diet.” But the mortality 
among the sick was very small, “ only 
about 2.9 per cent.” This is certainly an 
extraordinary record, and we may well 
believe that Surgeon General Ishiguro 
does not exaggerate the excellence of the 
medical service when he says that “ the 
medical attention in the field is as per- 
fect as it can well be.” 

There has been great progress in Japan 
in medicine and especially in military 
surgery during the last few years. The 
Surgeon General points out that in the 
Satsuma civil war the mortality among 
the wounded was 17 per cent., whereas 
in the present campaign it has been less 
than 4 per cent. There are with the 
armies 1,350 medical attendants, of 
whom 380 are surgeons. The Red Cross 
Society has 138 practitioners and nurses 
with the forces in the field and a much 
larger number in attendance upon the 
wounded and sick at the barrack hos- 
pitals in Japan. The largest of these 
barrack hospitals is at Hiroshima, where 
there are 56 surgeons and 501 nurses, to- 
gether with 173 practitioners and nurses 
from the Red Cross Society. Among the 
nurses last mentioned are the Viscount- 
esses Kabayama and Niire and othér rep- 
resentatives of the Japanese nobility. 

The improvement in Japanese surgery, 
medical practice, and general sanitation 
is due largely to the efforts and influence 
of D>. Kitesato and other pupils of the 
in Berlin Dr,

Kitasato—then one of the most eminent 


of Prof, Koch’s students, and now a 
prominent officer of the Japanese Board 
of Health—was associated with Behring 
in those extraordinary researches and 
experiments which culminated in the dis- 
covery and utilization of the diphtheria 
antitoxine. After his return to Japan 
and immediately after the beginning of 
the war, Kitasato investigated, in Chi- 
nese cities, the history and nature of 
“the plague,” and discovered the charac- 
teristic bacillus of this ancient and dead- 
ly malady. The experience of the Japa- 
nese armies with respect to mortality 
shows that those whom Japan sent to 
the greatest medical, surgical, and bac- 
teriological schools of Europe brought 
back with them the teachings and dis- 
coveries and practice of modern sanitary 
and medical science, and that the utili- 
zation of their learning by the Govern- 
ment has yielded results which are ex- 


ceptional and extraordinarily good.

Now that the proposition to consolidate 
the Astor and Lenox Libraries with the 
Tilden Fund has been settled in the best 
possible of ways—ratification of the plan by 
all the parties ‘n direct interest—the grave 
question as to where the great institution 
that will result should be piaced comes to 
the front for the most earnest and serious 
consideration. An injudicious decision in 
this matter would. rob New-York of no in- 
considerable part of the benefits it has rea- 
son to expect from the consolidation. So far, 
only two sites have been suggested, the 
block of land on which the Lenox Library 
now stands and Bryant Park. The latter, 
with the old reservoir removed, would seem 
to be the better of the two. It is cen- 
tral and it is accessible. The city would 
undoubtedly consent to the park’s use for 
such a purpose, particularly as the existing 
open space would be increased rather than 
diminished; Fifth Avenue would be beauti- 
fied at the very point where it most needs 
improvement, and by the sale of the Lenox 
property, if that proves to be feasible, an 
immense sum would be added to the new 
library’s available funds. As regards acces- 
sibility, there is no possible rivalry between 
the two. Perhaps maturer reflection and the 
weighing of arguments that will present 
themselves later may lead to a decision 
against Bryant Park. 3ut until a better 
site is suggested it has a claim to consider- 
ation.

TOWED UP BY THE STEAMSHIP BANAN 


Piata Had a Tough 
South, 


The Schooner La 


Experience in the 


The Nova Scotian schooner La Plata, 
which sailed from Bon-Air Feb. 23, bound 
for Providence, R. IL, arrived at this port 
yesterday in tow of the Steamship Banan 
of the New-York and Puerto Rico Line. A 
equall had dismasted the schooner and she 
was proceeding under jury rig when sighted 
by the Banan on March 15, 250 miles south- 
cast of Sandy Hook. 

Capt. Sloane of the La Plata said that 
after leaving Bon-Air the weather had been 
good until March 11, when it became threat- 
ening. The sea to windward suddenly be- 
came livid from the lashings of a fierce 
squall, and haste was made to shorten sail 
before it struck the schooner. The men 
worked with celerity, but before they could 
accomplish their task a rush of wind had 


caught the sails and the schooner was 
forced over until her lee scuppers were bub- 
bling under water. 

The strain proved too much for the spars, 
and the foremast snapped short off at the 
deck. It carried with it the mainmast, and 
the mizzen topmast followed a moment 
later, leaving the craft a perfect wreck 
aloft. Several of the crew were injured by 
the falling spars, but none was seriously 
hurt. 

The squall lasted three hours, and then 
died away aS suddenly as it had burst. The 
wreckage was cut adrift from the hull; the 
schooner was put under jury rig and pro- 
ceeded on her course. Four days later the 
Banan was sighted. No bargain was made 
for towing or for salvage. 

The La Plata hails from St. John, N. B. 
Her cargo of salt is consigned to J. W. 
Parker & Co., of 66 New Street, this city. 


MAKES PROVISION FOR ITS PASTOR 


Charch of the Annunciation Will En- 
dow Dr. Seabury’s Professorship.

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PROF. E. L. BURGESS CHOSEN 


He Will Teach Natural Science to the 
Students of the New-York 
Normal College. 


Prof. Edward Burgess is to fill the Chair 
of Natura! Science at the Normal College to 
succeed Prof. Edward H. Day, who died in 
Egypt. 

This decision is the result of the deliber:- 
tions of the sub-committee of the Board of 
Education which was appointed two month: 
in- 
dorsed by the Executive Committee. Th: 
sub-committee was composed of Commis 
sioner Charles B. Hubbell, Chairman; Presi- 
dent Thomas Hunter of the Normal Col- 
lege, and Commissioners Henry A. Rogers, 
Thaddeus Moriarty, 1nd Miles M. O’Brien. 

Prof. Burgess was selected out of half a 
dozen men who were specialists, and some 


of whom have national reputations. One 
associated with the Smithsonian ‘institution 
has a reputation that is world wide. 

The field of selection was not limited, and 
in no stage of the consideration of the 
merits of any candidate were either polit- 
ical or personal interests allowed to sway 
the judgment of the sub-co:nmittee. After 
political consideration, the number of avail- 
able candidates was narrowed down to two, 
Prof, Burgess was selected because of his 
marked success in inspiring his pupils with 
a love of natural science, and his skill in 
mapping out the work of teachers. 

Prof. Burgess, who is at present in charge 
of the Department of Natural Science at 
the ‘High School in Washington, was born 
in New-York, and is yet a young man. He 
is a descendant of Chief Justice Sanford 
and was graduated at Hamilton College 
and at the State Normal School. He is a 
Fellow of Johns Hopkins University, and 
was instructor in natural science there. 

He has conducted a Summer school of 
natural science at Martha’s Yineyard, 
which has been largely attended by profes- 
sors and tutors. . The faculty of Wellesley 
and Vassar are among those who have in- 
dorsed him, speaking of him as one of the 
best men in the country for the position 
to which he has heen chosen, which com- 
mands a salary of $4,000 a year. 

It is expected that Prof. Burgess will take 
charge of his denartment in the Normal 
College within a couple of weeks,

ean Church Missionary Society may this 
week decide to turn over the money it can 
dispose of to the General Board of Missions- 
of the Episcopal Church, while, becatise of 
the conditions under which it holds the 
bulk of its trust funds, it will continue to 
exist as a corporation. 

The Church Missionary Society was or- 
ganized thirty-five years ago by opponents 
of the General Board of Missions, who pre- 
ferred the system of voluntary association 
for missionary work. Bishop Burgess of 
Maine opposed the formation of the society 


as a corporation on the ground that any 
organization antagonistic to the General] 
Board invited disaster. 

At first the society prospered, and in one 
year contributions to its resources amounted 
to about $90,000. In 1871 an invitation to 
become an auxiliary of the General Board 
was declined by the society. Six years 
later, after tne question of union between 
the board and the society had been dis- 
cussed by committees appointed’ by both 
organizations, the society became an aux- 
iliary, but “retained its charter, its or- 
ganization, and its independence with re-* 
gard to fields of labor and the administra- 
tion of its funds.” While, therefore, an 
auxiliary, the society has not been respon- 
sible to the board, and the annual submis- 
sion of its accounts to the board has been a 
formality. 

The general and special funds of the so- 
eiety amount to nearly $132,000, and the 
trust funds are $125,000. Nothing has yet 
been decided in regard to the action of the 
board or the missions of the society in 
Mexico, Haiti, South America, &c. 

The shortages alleged to be due to Treas- 
urer Oakley and General Secretary New- 
bold, according to the Rev. A. B. Kinsolv- 
ing, date back over a long period. The

MADRID IN A STATE OF EXCITEMENT 


The Crisis Brought About by the 


tioting of the Troops and 


the Government’s Fail- 
ure to Act, 


WONDON, March 17.—The United Press 


correspondent in Madrid telegraphs late 


this evening that the whole Sagasta Cabinet 
has resigned, and Gen. Martinez de Campos 
has been of 


Madrid. Gen Campos will take command 
of the troops and probably will be the next 
Premier, as there is a general feeling that 
a strong hand in the Government is an im- 
perative necessity just now. 

During the final council of the Sagasta 
Cabinet a committee of officers went to the 
council room and asked for the Premier. 
They demanded that) he suppress the Re- 
sumen, which had published reflections 
upon the courage of the officers’ corps, and 
propose to Parliament severely repressive 
press laws. The Premier declined to make 
any such concessions. He reported the offi- 
cers’ demands to the council, and, after a 
brief discussion, the Ministers decided to 
resign. The upset was due primarily to 
the ill-feeling aroused between the civil 
and military authorities by the military 
raids on the newspaper offices yesterday. 
The present colonial complications also 
added to the’ difficulties of the Ministry. 

Gen. Campos has just ordered back to 
their barracks all the officers who at this 
moment—11:15 P. M.—stand in groups in 
the streets. Officers of the provincial gar- 
risons have begun telegraphing expressions 
of congratulation and sympathy to their 
comrades in the capital. 

In addressing Congress last evening, dur- 
ing the debate on the military excesses, fhe 
Minister of War tried to palliate the con- 
duct of the riotous officers. He accused the 
Spanish press of criticising the army and 
its Generais more severely than was cus- 
tomary with the press of any other country. 
His plea for the rioters caused a consider- 
able disturbance in the Chamber. The re-° 
orters began murmuring when he made 
is first excuses, and gradually increased 
their protests until the President threatened 
to have the press. gallery cleared. The re- 
porters held a hasty consultation, then rose 
and left the House in a body. The editors 
and dircctors of the whole Madrid press met 
an hour later. Many of them are Deputies 
or Senators, and they left their seats in the 
Cortes to attend the meeting. The speakers 
criticised severely the inaction of the Gov- 
ernment during the riots. Some of the 
speeeches we o bitter that no reports of 
them can be puuvlished. 

The Government's failure to interfere with 
the rioting officers was not due, however, 
entirely to disinclination to act. The Min- 
isters and local officials could count only 
upon the police to execute their orders, 
as the civil guard refused to preceed against 
the officers. The city has been in a ferment 
of excitement all day. Crowds filled the 
streets and places of public resort. Such 
a conflict between the army and the civil- 
jians has not been known before since the 
restoration. The progress of events is 
watched with the keenest interest from the 
palace. The Queen Regent was greatly 
affected by the reports of yesterday’s dis- 
order. She has conferred repeatedly with 
Gens. Campos and Sagasta. 

The Times’s correspondent in Madrid is 
inclined to take sides with the officers In 
their campaign against the newspaper men. 
He says: 

“The Madrid editors are culpably lax 
as regards publishing contributions from 
outsiders. They leave almost unlimited 
power in the hands of inexperienced and 
indiscreet reporters. 

“Thousands of officers were present at 
the Military Club in Madrid last night, 
and it is understood that lots were drawn 
to determine who should chailenge ‘ the 
offending journalists.’’

MEXICO AND GUATEMALA, 


Minister Romero Has Heard of No 


Change the Situation. 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—Minister Ro- 
mero said to-night that so far as he had 
been advised there was no change in the 
condition of affairs between Mexico and 
Guatemala—that the situation was just as 
it had been for a month or more, neither 
better nor worse. The Guatemalan special 
commission was still in the City of Mexico, 
and negotiations were progressing for a set- 
tlement of the boundary troubles, but since 
Guatemala’s rejection of the terms proposed 
by Mexico, which was announced at the 
time, nothing definite had been accom- 
plished. Respecting the reports that the 
relations between the two countries were 
more strained just now than at any pre- 
vious time, and that war was believed to be 
imminent, Sefior Romero said that he had 
no information which would justify or con- 
firm these predictions. 

As has been pointed out more than once 
since the outbreak of the troubles between 
Mexico and Guatemala, the interests of the 
creditors of Mexico lie in the preservation 
of peace, for the Government, if forced 
into war, will be compelled to use its rev- 
enues to prosecute that contest, and pay- 
ment of the interest on the public debt will 


be seriously imperiled. This being the case, 
persons who are familiar with the British 
policy under such conditions, do not believe 
that British investors in Mexican securities 
are urging the Government of Mexico to 
proceed to extreme measures with Guate- 
mala to protect the Tehauntepec Railroad 
or any other special interest, 

Moreover, as a matter of fact, the Te- 
hauntepec Interoceanic Railway is neither 
owned nor controlled by British interests. 
it was constructed after several failures by 
United States concessionaires, by the Mexi- 
can Government as a national work, and is 
owned and eontrolled as such. The Mexi- 
cans did not look upon the Guatemalan In- 
teroceanic Railroad as a possible or prob- 
able competitor of the Tehauntepec Road 
under any conditions, as it will be much 
longer, and the grades vastly heavier, so as 
to make the cost of operation and the con- 
sequent rates of transportation more ex- 
pensive. 

In the discussion of the Nicaragua Canal 
bill in the Senate, British hostility to the 
proposed interoceanic railroad in Guatemala 
was urged as one of the reasons why the 
United States should undertake the Nica- 
ragua project, so as to have one line of 
transportation from ocean to ocean under 
its control. Representations were made, it 
is said, to President Cleveland, that the in- 
terests of Americans in the Guatemalan 
road were so great, an’ in case of war with 
Mexico, so likely to be seriously damaged, 
that for a time he contemplated the offer of 
intervention by the United States. But the 
President was led to take another view of 
the question, and the offer of mediation was 
not made.

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THE MISSING SPANISH CRUISER. 


Wreckage That Is Supposed to Have 
Come from the Reina Regente. 


MADRID, March 17.—Much wreckage has 
come ashore near Tarifa in the last thirty- 
six hours. _The supposition is that it came 
from the missing cruiser Reina Regente. 


The Alfanso XII., which was sent out to 
search for the cruiser, has reported from 
Tangier that she has found no trace of her. 
Many steamers passing eastward and west- 
ward through the straits have made simi- 
lar reports. 

The Government does not eredit the re- 
port that the Reina Regente was seen dis- 
abled during the storm. 


JAPANESE MINISTERIAL CHANGES. 


Count Ito Going to Receive the Chi« 
nese Peace Envoys. 


LONDON, March 17.~The Central News 
correspondent in Tokio says that Count 
Matsukata has been appointed Minister of 
Finance, to replace Mr. Watanabe, who 
has been madé Minister of Roads, Railways, 
and Telegraphs. Count Kuroda, whose 
portfolio has been given to Mr. Watanabe, 
has been nafned President of the Privy 
oy nell although remairfing a member of 
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Commander in Chief of all the Japanese 
armies. Premier Count Ito will proceed to 
Simonaseki to-morrow to prepare for the 
reception of the Chinese pay envoys. Mr. 
Mutsu, Minister of Foreign Affairs, is al- 
ready there. 

England will send relief crews to take 
the places of those in the China squadron 
whose time expires this year, but the ves- 
sels will not return. The Admiralty will 
devote £10,000 to refitting six vessels at 
Hongkong. 


CHRISTIANS FN ASIA MINOR, 


The Porte Assures the American Min- 
ister of Their Safety. 


LONDON, March 17.—The Daily Graphic 
has this dispatch from Constantinople: 

“The Porte has sent a note to Mr. Ter- 
rell, the American Minister, assuring him of 
the safety of the Christians in Asia Minor. 
Orders on this subject have been sent to the 
provincial Governors. 

“The Government objects to the presence 
of an Armenian interpreter at the sittings 
of the commission of inquiry, as he would 
enable the foreign delegates to follow the 
testimony too closely. The embassies con- 
cerned have urged the Porte to send to 
Moosh the dragoman attached to the 
French Consulate in Erzeroum. It is be- 
lieved that the Sultan eventually will con- 
sent to do this. Forty Armenians were ar- 
rested here on March 14 because they sub- 
scribed to the fund for the relief of the 
families of the Sassoun victims.” 

ST. PETERSBURG, March 17.—Twenty- 
five Armenian families have arrived here. 
They wish to give up their Turkish citizen- 
ship and be naturalized in Russia. 


GREAT BRITAIN IS ANXIOUS. 


She Wants Assurances that Her Sub- 


jects Are Safe in New-Orleans. 


LONDON, March 17.—Lord Kimberley, 
Secretary of the Foreign Office, answerea 
yesterday the request of the Liverpool 
Chamber of Commerce that Sir Julian 
Pauncefote be instructed by cable to secure 
the protection of British subjects in New- 
Orleans. The shooting of the steamship 
Engineer’s purser during the recent riots 
gave rise to the request. 

Lord Kimberley said that he had com- 
municated with Mr. Gresham, Secretary 
of State, who, on the 15th, had received 
assurances from the Governor of Louisiana 
that the life and property of foreigners 
would be protected, and that the crews of 
foreign steamers were in no danger The 
Governor remarked, Lord Kimberley added, 
that the identity of the Engineer’s purser 
was in doubt when he was shot.

Freiherr won Schorlemer-Alst Dies 


in Muenster. 


BERLIN, March 17.—Fretherr von Schor- 
lemer-Alst died in Muenster to-day. His 
father, grandfather, and wife had been with 
him since last night, when all hope of his 
life was given up. 

He was the leader of the Clericals in the 
Prussian upper house, and was one of the 


most conspicuous Clericals in the Reichstag 
until he broke away from the radical wing 
of his party to support Count Caprivi's 
Army bill.

Free-Silver Party. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., March 17.—The state- 
ment telegraphed here from the East that 
the Populist Party of Minnesota would 
join the Sibley free-silver coinage party is 
vigorously denied by Ignatius Donnelly, 
the parent of the People’s Party of Minne- 
sota. Mr. Donnelly said this evening: 

“The idea of our party deserting the 
principles laid down in the Omaha plat- 
form and consenting to be the tail to an ex- 
clusive free-silver party is almost. too 
silly to be discussed. The silver proposition, 
while well enough in its way, is an es- 
sentially selfish one, so far as the men 
who are most prominent in urging it are 
concerned. They are largely silver mine 
owners, and are seeking for a market for 
their product. The People’s Party has oth- 
er and fully as important plans on hand 
for the amelioration of the.condition of 
mankind. If the silver men are in ear- 
nest in their move, let them join our party. 
We have always favored the free coinage 
of ‘silver, but we have other plans in view 
which we cannot abandon. 

‘Had the silver men stood by our party 
in the last election, we would have carried 
Colorado, Montana, Washington, Idaho, and 
Wyoming, and perhaps other States. In- 
stead of doing this they said that the Repub- 
lican Party in those States were in favor 
of the free coinage of silver, and ‘that, 
therefore, it was good enough for them. 
If that is so, I do not see why the same 
party is not good enough for them still.” 


THE JURY COULD NOT AGREE 


Charged with Falsifying the Returns 
of the Gloucester Gingham Mills, 


CAMDEN, N. J., March 17.—After being 
out since about noon Friday the jury in 
the case of Philip H. Fowler was dis- 
charged at 11 o'clock this morning by Judge 
Vroom, having been unable to agree on a 
verdict.

IN HONOR OF BISMARCK 


Great Preparations Being Made to 
Celebrate His Birihday. 


ALL GERMANY TO PARTICIPATE 


Many Delegations to Visit Friedrichs- 
ruh—A Grand [llumipation by 


Bonfires on the Hills 


and Mountains, 


BERLIN, March 17.—The programme of 
the Bismarck birthday celebration has ex- 
tended so far beyond Apfil 1 that several 
deputations are arranging to be received 
late this month. The festival virtually will 
begin on March 25, when the National-Lib- 


25, 

eral, and Conservative members of the 
Landtag will go in a special train to Fried- 
richsruh. The President of the Landtag 
will present an address, the Prince will 
reply, and then all will have luncheon in 
the castle. The Deputies will return to 
Berlin in the evening. 

The country seems to be most interested 
at present in the progress of the conflict 
in the Reichstag over the question of send- 
ing a birthday deputation to congratulate 
the Prince, The committee of senior mem- 
bers, after three hours’ discussion, decided 
to postpone final action because the Cler- 
icals, Richter Radicals, and South German 
Democrats held aloof. President von Levet- 
zow who, since the reconciliation between 
Friedrichsruh and Potsdam, is again an 
enthusiastic Bismarckian, is anxious that 
all parliamentary parties except the Social- 
Democrats shall unite in congratulating the 
Prince. He continues confidential negotia- 
tions with the party leaders, and appar- 
ently is hopeful of succéss. Probably a 
motion in favor of the demonstration will 
be made in the plenary sitting of the 
Reichstag and will receive such support as 
will warrant the sending of a large dele- 
gation in the Reichstag’s name. 

Eugen Richter, Bismarck’s historic enemy 
in debate, makes this admission in his 
Freisinnige Zeitung: “If the question be 
made a matter of courtesy toward an aged 
Statesman associated with the unification 
of Germany, the Radical Party ought to 
send members to do him homage. How- 
ever, as long as Prince Bismarck, although 
not in office, remains actively hostile to the 
liberal parties, those parties ought to re- 
frain from showing him special honors.” 

The Danziger Zeitung, organ of the Rad- 
ical Unionists, argues that the birthday 
festival is not intended so much as homage 
to the Prince’s personality as to his share 
in founding the German Empire. The editor 
thinks the country takes this view of the 
festival, but he has not found many to 
agree with him, His words, which have 
been quoted widely, have roused the in- 
dignation of the Bismarckian politicians as 
well as the general public, who have not 
thought of dissevering the man from his 
lifework. Whatever the Reichstag may de- 
cide to do, its action will be viewed coldly 
by the Prince. If a deputation go to Fried- 
richsruh, it probably will be received with- 
out distinction. 

The old Chancellor attaches the greatest 
importance to the reception of the students. 
For him their coming will be the event of 
his birthday. He tells his friends that he 
thinks more of the honors from the stu- 
dents than of all the others combined. He 
clings to the ideals cherished in Germany 
in the old days of disunion, when the uni- 
versities were the warmest advoeates of a 
new empire. He believes that among the 
students are to be found the most loyal 
and steadfast friends of the national idea~— 
the men who in after life can be rallied to 
counteract the plots of the disunionists. He 
will address them as the most promising 
class in the nation’s future. 

Three extra telegraph wires have been ‘laid 
from Friedrichsruh to Hamburg, and ten 
extra telegraph clerks will be sent to man 
the Friedrichsruh office. Still the telegraph 
facilities are likely to be far behind the re- 
quirements of business on April 1. 

Gen. Count Waldersee will head the depu- 
tation of corps commanders whom the 
Prince will entertain at dinner on the 2d. 
To ease the strain of the celebration, the 
deputations from the cities will spread 
their demonstrations over several days, 
Munich beginning the series on April 2 


The Prince will limit himself on each oc- 
casion to a brief ceremony indoors, and 
but a few words in acknowledgment of the 
address. 

It is now proposed that birthday bonfires 
be lighted on most of the mountains and 
high hills of Germany, so as to form, as far 
as possible, a chain of beacon lights cover- 
ing the whole country. In the Rhine coun- 
try the people have arranged already to 
light all the high points from the Drachen- 
fels to Ruedesheim. The German Alpine 
Society will light beacons at the most econ- 
spicuous points in the Silesian and Hartz 
Mountains and in the Palatinate. A special 
ceremony will be held on the Kyffhaeuser, 
near Nordhausen, with bands, speeches, 
music, and fireworks, There will be a 
torchlight procession of Thuringian athletes, 
a banquet at the Rathsfelde Castle, and an 
illumination of the mountain with beacon 
lights. The German athletes, known as 
turners, will send to Friedrichsruh a huge 
silver and giit laurel wreath supported by two 
massive pillars, on which will be engraved 
the names of all the athletic societies in 
Germany. 

The authorities of Myslowitz have decided 
to light, on the evening of April 1, a big bon- 
fire at the Three Kmperor Corner, a hill at 
which the Russian, Austrian, and German 
borders meet, and to meet there with the 
peonie to sing ‘‘The Watch in the East 
Mark.” 

The Neueste Nachrichten, the National 
Zeitung, and other ee dailies urge 
the Berlin City Council to reconsider its 
vote against honoring Bismarck. They say 
it will be a national scandal if the capital, 
which in 1866 conferred honorary ecitizen- 
ship upon him, now refuses to join the rest 
of the country in congratulating him. 

An official of the Emperor’s Marine Cab- 
inet told the United Press correspondent 
yesterday that neither Emperor Franz Jo- 
seph nor King Humbert was expected to 
attend the ceremony of opening the North 
Sea and Baltic Canal. He thought that no 
foreign sovereign wou be present. The 
details of the programme will not be fixed 
before the middie of May. The whole line 
of the canal from Kiel to Brunsbuettel will 
be provided with electric lamps, some 950 
in all, with twenty-five candie power each. 
Every sluice will be lighted with 260 lamps 
of twelve candle power each; Brunsbuettel 
Harbor with thirty-four lamps of twenty- 
five candle power each, five of fifty candle 
power each, and twelve of sixty candle 
power éach. 

The impression abroad is that the for- 
elgn naval vessels will steam in procession 
through the canal, but only German war 
ships will take part in this parade. The 
Imperial dispatch boat Hohenzollern will 
go first, with the Woerth, Augusta Victoria, 
and Kaiser Wilhelm II. following her. Upon 
leaving the canal and entering Kiel Bay 
the Emperor will pass eons the line of 
foreign and German war ships lying at 
anchor from Ford Friedrichsruh to Kiel 
City. The immense shed which the rail- 
road authorities are building at Fried- 
richsruh to shelter Bismarck pilgrims will 
be removed later to Kiel to accommodate 
visitors during the naval fétes. 

The report that the Duke of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha—Duke of Edinburgh—will abdicate 
soon in favor of his son is discredited at the 
Berlin Court. Even if the Duke desires to 
give up his duties and return to England, 
the Duchess is too fond of reigning to let 
him go. 

Admiral Prince Henry entertained Wat- 
son, the Scotch yacht designer, at dinner 
in Kiel last week. Dinner was served at the 
Imperial Yacht Club, and afterward Mr. 
Watson and Messrs. Benson and Marshall, 
the two other guests, inspected the Em- 
peror’s new racing yacht, Vineta. Mr. Wat- 
son then came to Berlin to give the Em- 
peror his opinion of the boat. 

The Independent Social Democrats of Ber- 
lin will celebrate to-morrow, with eighteen 
meetings, the anniversary of the Paris Com- 
mune. The police will be well represented 
at every one of the eighteen halls. 

The Grand Prix horse races established 
by the Prince of Thurn and Taxis will be 

run at Regensburg. The entries .will close 
on mee 15. The prize is 7,500 marks and a 
cup. nly three-year-olds may be entered. 

The Koelnische Volks Zeitung says that 
the Czar and Czarina will visit Berlin in 
May, proceed thence to Paris, and return to 
St. Petersburg via Vienna.

AN ANARCHISTIC TABLEAU. 


Scone on a Buffalo Stage Which Made 
an Audience of Socialists Almost 
Wild with Delight. d 


BUFFALO, March 17,—The_ Socialist- 
Labor Party celebrated the anniversary of 
the French Commune last night. The 
speeches were guarded in tone, but the 
Symbolic color of anarchy was everywhere. 
When Erasmus Pellenz of Syracuse, the 
principal speaker, had finished, the climax 
of the evening came. 

The stage curtain was rolled up, and a 
scene was disclosed which made the audi- 
ence yell with delight and approval. The 
tableau was a significant one, and showed 
the sentiments of the majority of those 
present. About fifteen people were on the 
stage. 

The centre figure was a young woman 
representing Liberty. She wore flowing 


robes of white, and had her right arm ex- 
tended on high. In her uplifted hand she 
held a sword of great proportions. 

Clustered around her were a dozen men, 
representing the laboring classes. Every 
one of them held a weapon which was 
capable of deadly execution. One held a 
revolver, and another a hatchet, another a 
slungshot, another a rifle, and several held 
bludgeons of various sizes. 

In front of this array was a man in even- 
ing dress. He represented the capitalist. 
He had a well-feigned look of terror on his 
countenance as he surveyed the scowling 
mob in front of him. The orchestra played 
‘The Marseillaise,”’ and several fierce- 
bearded men in the audience jumped on 
chairs and threw their hats into the air. 
Several of the women became imbued with 
the spirit of the occasion and waved their 
handkerchiefs in the air. 

The curtain was rung up five times, and 
even then the audience did not have enough 
of the tableau. Only when some one in 
the wings burned red fire, and made the 
already vivid scene more vivid, did the 
audience subside. 


A Mild Anarchist Meeting. 


The Anarchists of this city held a mass 
meeting last evening at the Thalia Theatre 
to commemorate the twenty-fourth anniver- 
sary of the Paris Commune. 

Although it was well attended, the wild 
spirit of Anarchy and lawlessness that 
made itself heard at meetings in former 
years was much subdued, even though John 
Most and John H. Edelman spoke. The 
numerous blood-red flags and banners with 
denunciatory inscriptions were also absent. 

Edelman remarked that the best monu- 
ment that Anarchists could raise tod the 
memory of the Paris Commune would be to 
establish a Commune of the world. The 
Paris Commune had failed because the 
Paris politicians did not have the sense pos- 
sessed by their forefathers who demolished 
the Bastile. 

‘What they should have done,” he cried, 
‘was to have gone straight to the Bastile 
of our time, the Bank of France, and have 
rooted it out. Another fatal mistake was 
that as soon as they had got rid of one set 
of rulers they elected another set. Imagine 
such a thing in New-York as Samuel Gom- 
pers, Prof. De Leon the Socialist, and an as- 
sortment of walking delegates sitting and 
squabbling and theorizing, and the victims 
of the sweatshops suffering from starva- 
tion.”’ 


TAKEN FROM THE DICKERMAN 


The Crew Started from Satilla River for 
Louisburg,.C. B., and Reached This 
Port by Way of Hamburg. 


When the crew of the barkentine Alice C. 
Dickerman sailed that vessel from Satilla 
River, Feb. 4, bound for Louisburg, C. B., 
they little thought that they would event- 
ually reach this port, by way of Hamburg. 
That, however, is what they did. 

Capt. George W. Alley and his seven men 
arrived here yesterday on board the Ham- 
burg-American steamship Phoenicia, and 
told of the disaster which had caused him 
to go to Europe. 

The barkentine was three days out from 
port and off Cape Hatteras when storms 
beset her. Then the great blizzard came 
her way, the rigging was iced up, and the 
ship became unmanageable. The cabin was 
flooded by a big sea, and all the stores were 
destroyed, The cargo was shifted by a heavy 
lurch, and a dangerous leak was sprung. 

The pumps were worked incessantly, but 
an examination of the hold, made on Feb. 
9, showed a depth of seven feet of water. 
A bark was sighted during the day, and 
signals of distress by the Dickerman caused 
her to lie to near the distressed vessel. The 
storm was at its height, and it was impos- 
sible to render any assistance then. The 
bark hovered near all day, but during the 
night the vessels became separated. 

The storm was still raging when the next 
dawn came. Shortly after daylight the 
barkentine was flooded by a mighty wave, 
her hatches were smashed in, and the hold 
filled. She was thrown on her beam ends 
by the surge, and for a time was in im- 
minent danger of capsizing. The foretop- 
mast was cut away and the vessel slowly 
righted. 

The weather moderated that night, and on 
the next morning, Feb. 11, the same bark 
which had been seen two days before again 
hove in sight. Seas were still running too 
high to permit an attempt at rescue. Then 
the steamship Sicilia appeared, and laid by 
until a rescue of the crew could be éffect- 
ed. She took the crew on board, and landed 
them at Hamburg. There they were taken 
care of by the United States Consul, who 
arranged for their passage here on board 
the Phoenicia. 

The Dickerman was abandoned in latitude 
88 degrees longitude 71 degrees. She was 
built in Boston in 1883, and was of 475 tong 
register,

NOTHING HEARD

A DETECTIVE’BS STORY TS BE- 
LIEVED TO BE FALSE. 


Presidént Pattison of the Insurance 
Company Has Not Yet Given 
Up Hope. 


The mystery surrounding the disappear- 
ance of John Owen Bache, agent for the 
Central Union Life Insurance Company, 
seems to increase with every added day of 
his &bsence. No reliable information con- 
eerning him has been received from any 
souree, but the officers of the company 
still assert they believe he is alive. 

A man calling himself James Francis 
turned up in Boston a week ago, and told 
D. W. Holway, the Boston agent for the 
company, that he was in possession of all 
the facts of Mr. Bache’s disappearance, and 
could take him to Mr. Bache. He said 
Bache was in Canada, near Detroit, Mich., 
and Mr, Holway gent a representative with 
Fran¢els to Detroit last Wednesday. Francis 
told the agent to meet him the following 
day at Windsor, Canada, promising to pro- 
duce Mr. Bache there, but when the agent 
arrived at Windsor neither Francis nor 
Bache could be found. The agent then re- 
turned to Boston. 

President John M. Pattison of the Cen- 
tral Union Life Insurance Company, who 
came from Cincinnati to look for Mr. Bache, 
was questioned last evening about the case. 
In reply, he wrote the following statement: 

“The statement in reference to the 


Francis matter is substantially correet. If 
knew of this four days ago and thought 
we had a clue, but we ran it down. and 
found there was nothing in it. I believe 
Francis is a fraud and does not know @ny- 
thing of Mr. Bache’s whereabouts. Of 
course, I may be mistaken, but that is my 
opinicn. 

‘“We have not heard a word from Mr. 
Bache, nor any reliable information of him 
since he boarded the train for Boston, and 
the mystery of his disappearance and con- 
tinued absence is as great as ever. As to 
the woman theory, so far as our informa- 
tion goes there is nothing whatever con- 
nected with his disappearance in it. 

“TI concluded Friday that the Francis 
matter was a fraud, and at once wired for 
Mr. Bache’s cousin, W. FF. Bache, who ar- 
rived from Boston yesterday. We shall re- 
new our investigations. No warrant has 
been asked for Mr. Bache’s arrest, and none 
will be asked for by any one. I believe he 
was unnecessarily worrted about his finan- 
cial matters and in a fit of despondency 
has disappeared and is now ill or being 
taken advantage of by some person pre- 
tending to be a friend. Many of his friends 
would gladly aid him to pay the amount 
for which he was sued by the bank. This 
sum, though small, may have seemed large 
to him, as from my investigations I can- 
not find that he ever owed a debt before in 
his life. 

“The amount he owes our company is 
only about one-fourth or one-fifth the value 
of the renewal interest in his business—in 
other words, the company is several times 
secured. We are anxious to find Mr. Bache, 
because we feel certain some misfortune 
has come to him which he only can and 
will explain when he is found. I believe he 
is alive and will be found, and if so he will 
return and pay every dollar he owes the 
bank and the company.” 

Mr. Pattison will return to Cincinnati to- 
day. 

Col. R. J. Haire, counsel for Mr. Bache, 
who went to Boston and met the man 
Francis, expressed the belief that the man 
knew something about Mr. Bache. 

‘I think Mr. Bache was in Boston as 
recently as last Monday,’’ he said, “ and 
that then he was advised by Francis to go 
to Canada. At the same time I was op- 
posed to treating at all with Francis. I 
think Francis had done some detective 
work for Mr. Bache, and that he wormed 
himself into Mr. Bache’s confidence until 
he obtained a power over him, which he has 
since exercised in some way. I think the 
Zoston agent should have watched Francis 
more closely than he did in Detroit.”

Nathan M. Heal. 


Nathan M. Heal died at him home, at 
West New-Brighton, S. I., Saturday. He 
was seventy years old, and was a native of 
Maine. He went to Staten Island: fifty- 
three years ago. He was for ten years

Commissioner 
Cram was at his deathbed. 

Mr. Cram was a widower. He was mar- 
ried in 1898 to Charlotte Winthrop, daugh- 
ter of Edgerton L. Winthrop, who,.died re- 
cently. He was a native of this city, and 
was graduated from Harvard College in 
1873. A daughter, born in January, 1894, 
survives him. | 

Socially, Mr. Cram was well known, and 
he was a member of the Knickerbocker, 
University, and Metropolitan Clubs.

Should Messrs. Cur- 
tis and Kidd decide to join forces with the 
receivers, their action would unite substan- 
tially all the Spirit distilling interests of the 
eountry. 

The receivers announced that on an even- 
ing up of the sales based on the Government 
report for the first ten days under the as- 
sociation on Saturday it was found that the 
receivers had sold nearly 1,000,000 gallons in

“AN OUTRAGE,” SAYS GREENHUT. 


He Is Indignant Over the Opening of 


His Safe in Peoria. 


J. B. Greenhut, President of the Distilling 
and Cattle Feeding Company, was ques- 
tioned last night at the Plaza Hotel regarding 
a report published ch Saturday from Peoria 
giving the particulars of the forcible open- 
ing of his safe and the discovery therein of 
documents of an alleged ‘‘ damaging’”’ nat- 
ure. He said: 

**T received a message on Thursday from 
Receiver McNulta asking me to send the 
combination of the safe, as the receivers 
wanted all the papers of the company. In 
reply I sent this message: 

“ ‘Message received. As far as I know, all 
papers belonging to the company contained 
in safe have been turned over to Mr. Hug- 
gins, except minute book and certificate of 
the company’s charter, of which you have 
copies. I have all my private personal 
papers in the safe, therefore do not care 
to wire combination. Will turn safe over 
to you on my return.’ 

“To this I received no reply. 
was made that any papers 
were missing, otherwise I would have 
sent the combination to my attorney, and 
had him open the safe in the presence of 
the receivers, and let them look for any- 
thing that might be missing. Under the 
circumstances, it was an unmitigated out- 
rage to have the safe opened without 
further advices to me, especially asit was 
with the exvress understanding of the re- 
ceivers that I, as President of the corpora- 
tion, which is still in existence, continued 
to occupy the room and use the desk and 
safe at the main office as heretofore. While 
the private papers contained nothing that 
I need to ashamed of, or which required 
concealment, they are my private property, 
and no one has a legal right to touch or 
meddle with them, without my consent, and 
I propose to hold al! parties personally 
liable for their unlawful action. 

“TI notice by the dispatches that an ‘ im- 
portant document,’ namely, the minute or 
record book of the Directors’ meetings, was 
found in the safe, and that it furnished new 
light on certain contracts, from which I and 
the Directors eee ; 

‘“‘The absurdity of this statement is plain 
from the fact that a full copy of this record 
book was made by the receivers early in 
February, which copy has been in their pos- 
session ever ¢ince, and, furthermore, it was 
with the express understanding of the re- 
ceivers that this record book was left in my 
charge for the use of the Directors. To say 
that the entire proceedings are unwarrant- 
able and contemptible expresses it but 
mildly.”’

‘ AILSA’S STRONG POINTS 


Her Designer Risked Experiment and 
Followed Herreshoff. 


OUTREACHES AND OUTRUNS BRITANNIA 


More Beam, Less Displacement, or 
Less Weight 
sulted in the Fife Cut- 


to Carry Re- 


ter’s Success. 


{From Our Special Correspondent.]} 
GLASGOW, March 9.—The British dy- 
masty has been relying a little too much on 
the old Britannia, which has been beaten 
by William Fife, Jr.’s, new cutter at 
Cannes. Last Spring, when the Britannia 


Was beating everything in the Mediterra- 
nean, and last Summer, when the Britannia 
gave a big lift to monarchical institutions 
by beating the republican Vigilant, she was 
regarded somewhat in the light of a Euro- 
pean champion owned by the Prince of 
Wales, the head of all the European yacht- 
ing aristocracy. But a sudden reverse has 
brought down the stage curtain without 
even the warning of a stage interlude. 

The Britannia was beaten “fair and 
square”’ on a triangular course by Fife’s 
new Ailsa. The course was a short one, al- 
most half the distance usually raced in the 
Clyde and elsewhere in our waters, but 
quite enough to show that the new Ailsa is 
more than a match for the Britannia. The 
course had to be sailed round three times, 
with two sides running and reaching and 
the other-side turning to windward. 

In the first two turns the Britannia led, 
with the Ailsa closing up, to within 38 sec- 
onds. Relying too mutch on the Britannia’s 
reputation for jumping to windward, Capt. 
Carter of the Britannia “‘ punted” his cut- 
ter when on the port or wrong tack. at 
the Ailsa to shove her about and “ blan- 
ket” her. But the Britannia, according to 
navigation laws, was not able to shove a 
vessel on the right tack about, and so, in- 
stead of the Britannia giving the Ailsa a 
“blanket,”’ the Ailsa gave the Britannia a 
“ blanket,”’ and left her all shivering while 
the Ailsa went on her way “ humming.” 

The breeze was not strong and rather fit- 
ful, if one can guess accurately from the 
eccentric accounts cabled to the press here. 
At the same time, there is no blinking the 
fact that the Ailsa is a faster cutter than 
the Britannia all round, and in light weath- 
er would have no trouble in beating the 
Vigilant. The Vigilant in a breeze of wind 
@nd an outside course, it was believed 
here, could “wipe out” the Britannia at 
any time, and for various reasons she 
could‘ do the same thing for the Ailsa. And 
one reason for saying so is that, with her 
tremendous and unruly boom, the Ailsa in 
rough water would prove a poor tool, 

The Britannia has shown herself in bad 
’ weather to be a good all-round cutter, and, 
with her more compact hull, spars, and 
canvas, would most likely prove far too 
able for’the Ailsa. In the meantime the de- 
feat of the Britannia has been a sad blow 
to loyal Scotchmen, who showed their pre- 
judices in the Clyde last Summer by their 
anxiety that the yacht belonging to the 
Prince of Wales should win, no matter 
whether she was the best cutter or not, 

But while the victory of the Ailsa is a 
regret to a certain class of Scotchmen, the 
defeat of the Prince’s cutter must be a dis- 
tinct humiliation to the West End of Lon- 
don and the titled crowd that finds its sol- 
ace in the worship of royalty. 

The Prince of Wales himself will take the 
result with his own admirable composure. 
When his 100-ton Formosa was beaten in 
1880 by the Clyde-built and Paisley-owned 
100-ton Vanduara seventeen times running, 
the Prince never lost his temper, although 
some of his titled “hangers-on” did. To 
those who had an opportunity of seeing the 
Prince of Waies when he stepped ashore 
out of his beaten cutter Britannia they 
would see the same bland smile and hear 
the same affable laugh which have given 
him a superior place among all the Euro- 
pean Princes. 

The smile of the Prince of Wales is really 
recognized as one of the biggest diplomatic 
cards that plays a réle in European politics. 

All that can be made out of the defeat of 
the Britannia is that Fife’s Ailsa is faster 
reaching and running than the Britannia, 
and that in going to windward in moderate 
weather she can apparently hold more than 
her own. That she is more than a match 
for the Vigilant is quite certain, if the issue 
of this trial match may be depended on. 

It was too suddenly assumed that Fife 
would hold on by Watson’s Britannia as 
the safe model to go by, but Fife wisely, it 
appears, risked a successful experiment and 
followed Herreshoff. With extra beam, 
moderate draught, and bigger, if lower, can- 
vas, Fife has outdone Herreshoff, and until 
the Ailsa is or co direction of prog- 
ress is in favor of am, shallow displace- 
ment, less lead, longer mainsail boom, less 
lower mast, and less hoist—in fact,. less 
weight to carry, less obstruction to getting 
through the sea, and less leverage over- 
head. 

Common sense, it might have been be- 
lieved, would have pointed all this out half 
@ century since, but we are slow to learn. 
The Americans from the earliest seem to 
-~have understood what our yacht designers 
are only now finding out—that water is not 
a compressible body, and that every ton of 
water displaced has to be raised to the sur- 
face to permit the hull of any vessel get- 
ting along. A yacht with thirty or forty 
tons of displacement has to walt till the 
thirty or forty tons displaced is raised to 
the surface before she can force a passage. 
And measurement rules have all along been 
framed to ignore this most palpable fact. 

Finally, our repeated defeats in contests 
for the America’s Cup have opened our eyes 
and knocked it into the heads of yacht 
builders here that a shallow hull and small 
displacement is the correct thing. But the 
merit rests with Mr. Watson that to keep 
a@ shallow displacement yacht with any 
amount of beam on her feet in a breeze a 
centreboard was not good enough. He dis- 
covered that a centreboard was good enough 
for lateral resistance, but it was not good 
enough to carry seventy or eighty tons of 
fead at the bottom of it to keep the yacht 
on her feet. And firm in his conviction, he 
hhas put both our designers and your de- 
signers right. It is a big triumph for Mr. 

atson, but no man wears his honors more 
meekly, and he will only smile if his own 
conviction leads to such improvement in 
speed as may end in the challenger he is 
now build‘ng being beaten by American de- 
ia who have so far adopted his opin- 
on. 

Some results of the Ailsa’s success will 
mo doubt be embodied in the new Valkyrie, 
and these will probably show in some more 
beam, perhaps 25 feet; some more boom, 
say 100 feet, and a little less hoist of the 
mainsail, with an extra-large topsail for fine 
weather. To counterbalance the big main- 
gail it is quite likely that Mr. Watson will 
follow the hint given by the America in 


1851 by giving the new Valkyrie a boom 
staysail instead of an ordinary staysail and 


jib 


To cut up canvas into small sails is an 
= fashion, and with a big boom stay- 
gail the short bowsprit of the present day 
would be utilized in a much more useful 
way than by carrying a small jib. That 
the new Valkyrie will have a more power- 
ful bow than Mr. Watson has yet designed 
is very certain, but his new cutter will not 
cut away so much under water as the 
Vigilant was or as the Ailsa is. To shove 
his eechts to windward has always been 
Mr. Watseon’s aim, and he has been always 
successful in this point of vantage.

ATHLETICS AT COLUMBIA. 


The ’Varsity Crew Doing Excellent 


Work—Baseball Prospects. 


The Columbia ’Varsity crew put in excellent 

work last week under the guidance of Coach 
Peet. At present the coach is paying most atten- 
tion to forming straight backs and to rigid- 
ity at full reach. As was expected, the men who 
are novices in rowing demand considerable atten- 
tion. Most of the men show an increase of 
weight of from one to three pounds. The 
weights of the crew are now as follows: Press- 
prich, 150%, bow; Schneider, 180, No. 2; Prentice, 
172, No. 3; Hobay, 176%, No. 4; Fish, 178, No. 5; 
Carter, 188%, No. 6; MacGregor, 174, No. 7; 
Pierrepont, 154%, stroke; Norton, 164; Longacre, 
16414. 
Other men who are candiates for the crew are 
Mills, 155; Irving, 154; Fitzgerald, 150, and Put- 
nam, 165. The average weight of the first eight 
is 172 pounds. 

The crew will occupy Macy Villa, the new 
training quarters, early this week. The men 
have expressed themselves as delighted with the 
appointments of the college. During the past week 
Superintendent Darling has been busy in fitting 
up the place for the reception of the crew. 

Several of the Harlem rowing clubs have been 
negotiating for the purchase of the boathouse, 
for a number of these lost their houses in the 
recent fire on the river front. An offer of about 
$5,000 has been made, and it.is very probable 
that it will be accepted if suitable arrangements 
can be made allowing Columbia to use the boat- 
house until the Ist of July on days when it is 
too rough to row on the Hudson. If these ne- 
gotiations are brought to a satisfactory con- 
clusion the Rowing Committee will immediately 
hire a boathouse on the Hudson, and will also 
make a contract for the speedy erection of a 
new house for the permanent use of the crews. 
It is the present intention to build a house with 
plenty of room for the accommodation of the 
shells and with large comfortable dressing rooms. 
It will be one story high, similar to the house at 
New-London, but yet more substantially and ex- 
pensively built. ; 

Although the question of a suitable course for 
the triangular race has not yet been decided 
Officially, it is believed ——- rowing circles 
that there is a tacit understanding between the 
authorities that the Hudson River will be the 
scene of the race. As soon as the ice breaks u 
in the Hudson Messrs. Hastings of Cornell, 
Hunter of the University of Pennsylvania, and 
Richards of Columbia will examine the river at 
Newburg and Poughkeepsie and will select a 
desirable location for the race. 

The Fencing Club has challenged the Harvard 
Fencing Club to a tournament to be held at the 
Raquet Club early in April. 

The baseball season will be opened on March 
27 with a game at Princeton. The candidates 
for the team are parcticing dally on the campus 
and at Columbia Oval, William's Bridge. 

The New-Manhattan Athletic Club ts very de- 
sirous to rent Columbia’s grounds at William's 
Bridge. The club offers to keep the grounds in 
good condition for the rest of the year if Co- 
lumbia will allow them the exclusive use of the 
grounds after the college season closes in June. 
It is quite probable that the offer will be ac- 
cepted. Fred Stone, the trainer of the track 
athletic team, has been engaged by the New 
Manhattan Athletic Club. 

It cost the freshmen $2,800 to put their crew 
upon the water last June.

TO TEST A NEW SHELL. 


Harvard Oarsmen Interested in a Boat 


Expected Not to Settle at Reach. 


CAMBRIDGE, March 17.—The Harvard ’Var- 
sity crew had a three days’ rest last week 
preparatory to beginning work on the river. Dur- 
ing this time the men exercised by pulling chest 
weights and taking long walks. The attempt to 
get on the water, however, was not very suc- 
cessful. On Thursday the crew was out only 
fifteen minutes, when Watson found fault with 
the rigging of the barge, and on Friday a snow- 
storm spoiled the work. The dozen men in the 
squad went to the training table on Friday. 

Considerable interest has been aroused by the 
curious lines of a shell that Davey is building. 
It is nominally intended for the sophomores, but 
it is more than suspected that the ’Varsity will 
test it thoroughly and perhaps adopt it. 

The new shell was drawn by Bryant, the yacht 
designer, after Watson’s ideas. From the bow to 
the middle it ia but slightly fuller than an or- 
dinary shell. Abaft of the midship section, how- 
ever, the lines are as full as a working boat and 
end in a square stern. The craft, is has been said, 


** looks as though it had been built by the mile 
and cut off to suit the purchaser.’’ 

When 
eight men slide back at the reach the stern of 
a common shell settles in the water, and dr 
Hence the necessity of slowing on the slide. The 
overhanging stern of the new craft will barely 
touch the water when the men are forward, and 
is expected not to settle at the reach. 7 

The length over all is 53 feet, rather more 
than usual. The beam, amidship, is 23 inches, 
and the depth 8% inches. Then, instead of 
tapering down to nothing at the stern, it re- 
tains most of the fulness, the stern itself being 
10 inches wide.

Catholic Churches. 


GREAT CROWD IN THE CATHEDRAL 


Archbishop Corrigan Celebrates Pon- 
tificad Mass and Father Henry 
Van Rensselaer Delivers 


a Panegyric. 


St. Patrick’s Day was celebrated with 
special services in many of the Roman 
Catholic churchés yesterday. 

The ceremonies in St. Patrick's Cathedral 
were most impressive. Pontifical high 
mass was sung at 11 A. M., when the 


church was so crowded that another per- 
son could not find room. 

The Sixty-ninth Battalion, in uniform and 
with side arms only, attended mass in a 
body. An abundance of flowers and plants 
about the altar indicated the unusual im- 
portance of the day. 

Archbishop Corrigan celebrated the mass, 
Tie assistant priest was the Rev. W. J. B. 
Daly. The deacons of honor were the 
Itevs. Joseph McMahon and Ferenti. The 
Rev. Patrick Daly was the deacon of the 
mass, and the Rev. T. F. Murphy was sub- 
deacon. The deacon of the cross was the 
Kev. A. Bowe, and the Revs. James N. 
Connelly and Henry T. Newey acted as 
masters of ceremonies. The Rev. Henry 
Van Rensselaer, S. J., pronounced a pane- 
éyric on St. Patrick. 

The music was Weber’s mass in E fiat. 
There was a double quartet in the choir, 
and sixty surpliced boys rendered the Gre- 
gorian music. 

The Rey. Father Van Rennselaer took as 
his text “The Providence of God,” and de- 
scribed the love and care of Almighty God 
for His children in sending such a man as 
St. Patrick to lead the people into the 
blessed light of the Gospel. 

“In him,” said the preacher, “was com- 
bined all the noble qualities of the soul; he 
Was charitable and gave with an abundant 
hand from the means he possessed to the 
poor and needy. He loved his fellow-men, 
and with utmost solicitude sought to direct 
them in a manner that would give greatest 
peace and happiness. 

“When St. Patrick went to Ireland he 
found the people worshipping fire. These 
people were fierce and warlike, yet such 
Was the sweetness of disposition in this 
holy man that he was unharmed while 
preaching against the false gods of the 
people. And as St. Patrick spread the light 
of the Gospel to the Irish people, so through 
the wonderful providence of God the Gospel 
truth has since been spread by the ple 
of Ireland to many a benighted people to 
whom the doctrine of Christ was un- 
known.” 

High mass was celebrated in the old St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, in Mott Street, at 11 
A. M. The Rev. Father Murphy was the 
celebrant, the assisting priests being the 
Rev. Fathers O’Erien and Julius. The ser- 
mon was preached by the Rev. Father 
Kearney, the pastor. His subject was “ St. 
Patrick,”” to whom the pastor paid an elo- 
quent tribute. He passed in review the life 
of the saint from the hour in which he was 
carried off in his youth from the Brittany 
coast and sald into slavery to Milo, an An- 
trim chief, who condemned him to herd 
Swine on the unsheltered side of Slaines 
Hill, until he returned to the land of his 
captivity with a mission from Pope Celes- 
tine and kindled the Easter fire in view of 
the Irish King and his Druids at Tara, in 
royal Meath. 

He told the story of the youth’s dream 
while in Milo’s service, which enabled him 
tc find a vessel by which he made good 
his escape; of the vision in after years when 
he had taken holy orders in which he saw 
the children of Ireland with outstretched 
hands, beseeching him to come to them. 
This he took as an indication of a Divine 
call, and he never rested until he had 
again set foot on Irish soil in Down, not far 
from the scene of his captivity, and began 
the labors which had borne such fruit for 
the cause of Christ. 

Other s#ints, the preacher said, had done 

reat work, but St. Patrick’s mission had 
een more bountiful. During his life in Ire- 
land he brought the women together in 
holy communities, and the men also, and 
while Europe was still for the greater part 
pagan Ireland became known in a few years 
as the Island of Saimts and scholars. The 
work of St. Patrick was lasting work, and 
his children carried the faith which he 
brought them to every quarter of the globe. 
In the early days the sons and daughters of 
St. Patrick carried Christianity into Ger- 
many and all Northern Europe, and in 
those later times they carried the banner 
of Christ from pee to pole. 

The Sisters of Mercy, the Ursulines, the 
Presentation Nuns, belonged to Ireland, 
and in every sisterhood the world over, in 
every home for the afflicted and the young, 
there, giving succor and hope, were to be 
found the daughters of St. Patrick. And 
the sun rose upon no land in which there 
Was not to be found a son of St. Patrick a 
priest at the altar of God. Neither perse- 
cution nor famine, neither fire nor drought 
nor the bribes of the world’s wealth could 
en the light of faith which St. Pat- 
rick had placed in the hearts of the Irish 
people. On this day, e festival of their 
great saint, they should kneel before God 
and give Him thanks for the mercies and 
the glory He had bestowed upon their race.

Brooklyn Hibermians to Have a Pa- 
rade andi Then Dine. 


St. Patrick’s Day will be celebrated to- 
day in Brooklyn with considerable cere- 
mony.

The parade will start at the fountain at 2 
o’clock this afternoon.

A DENVER WAN SHOT AND KILLED 


The Husband Whom He Had Wronged 
Deliberately Murdered Him, and 
Says He Thinks He Did Right. 


DENVER, Col., March 17.—George R. 
Kroning, a clerk in the Auditor’s office of 
the Denver and Rio Grande Railway, was 
shot this afternoon by William R. Peck, at 
Room 628, Equitable Building, and died two 
hours later. Peck up to two years ago was 
City Passenger Agent of the Rock Island 
Road. 

Kroning’s wife obtained a divorce from 
him several weeks ago, and in her suit 
named as co-respondent a woman named 
*“* Marie,” who, it is said, is Mrs. Peck, wife 
of the man who did the shooting. 

Peck rushed into Police Headquarters this 
evening and excitedly informed the officers 
in charge that he had just shot Kroning. 
He said he did not know whether he had 
killed him or not, but he had emptied’ the 
six chambers of his revolver into his body. 
Only three bullets struck oe one en- 
tering his abdomen, one his left lung, and 
the other his left temple. 

Peck refused at first to believe his 
wife guilty as charged in Mrs. Kroning’s 
complaint, but in the course of the trial 
Mrs. Kroning’s attorney introduced a letter 
written by Mrs. Peck to Kroning telling 
him that she would place a a in the 
parlor window if the coast was clear, and 
if there was no light there he would know 
that her husband was at home. 

Mrs. Peck is a beautiful woman of the 
brunette type, and has been active in church 
work. Kroning and his family were regular 
attendants at St. John’s Cathedral. 

To a detective to-night Peck handed a 
newspaper account of the divorce trial 
when asked the cause of tho shooting, and 
said it was the evidence therein detailed 
that led him to avenge the wrong done him, 
and that he thought he was amply justified 
in his action. 


SURE THE MEN ARE BURGLARS 


SUTTON AND JOUNSON WILL HAVE 
TO ANSWEK TWO CHARGES. 


A Sledge Hammer Found in Johnson’s 
House Identified by Its Owner—Both 
Seen in and Around Banks. 


Police Inspector MacKellar, who is in 
charge of the Brooklyn detective squad, is 
positive that he has woven a strong web of 
circumstantial evidence around Frank Sut- 
ton and Charles Johnson, the alleged safe 
burglars arrested Saturday morning. 

When the arrest became known at Police 
Headquarters it created some commotion. 

After the publication of the fact of the 
arrests several persons called at headquar- 
ters. One was James Wenck, a blacksmith, 
of 113 Lexington Avenue. 

He identified the sledge hammer found in 
the cellar of Johnson’s house as his prop- 
erty. It was stolen Friday night and it was 
that night that the safe in the oil store of 
Peper Brothers at 417 De Kalb Avenue was 
opened. This store is only four short 
blocks from the blacksmith’s shop. : 

Inspector MacKellar kept up his work on 
the case and was rewarded in another way. 
Among the tools found in Johnson’s house 
Was a triangular-shaped instrument with 
beveled edges and containing three screw 
bolts. 

This instrument, when placed over the 
combination knob on a safe is held in po- 
sition until the bolts are screwed up. Then 
as the bolts.are screwed tighter, and tighter, 
something is compelled to give, and that 
something is the combination knob, With 
this out of the way, the doors are thrown 
back and the safe is at the pleasure of the 
burglars, 

But in working the screw bolts they are 
bound to make some mark on the paint of 
the safe. Inspector MacKellar ascertained 
that the paint had been scratched off the 
safe in the DeKalb Avenue store and the 
triangular instrument was placed over the 
a where the knob was, and the screw 

olts fitted the marks to a nicety. This, 
Inspector MacKellar says, is the best possi- 
ble evidence that Johnson and utton 
cracked the safe. Taking this and the 
identification of the sledge hammer into con- 
sideration, the police claim that the evi- 
dence connects Johnson, at least, with the 
DeKalb Avenue case. 

The two men have been seen hanging 
around the Union Bamk at Fifth Avenue 
and Union Street, B lyn, for a week, ana 
they were also seen in the Germania Sav- 
ings Bank, in Fulton Street, opposite the 
City Hall. The police are positive that 
they meant to rob both these banks. 

The men were arraigned before Police 
Justice Walsh in the Adams Street Police 
Court, Brooklyn, yesterday morning. They 
were face to face with each other for the 
first time since their arrest, yet neither rec- 
ognized the other. After Justice Walsh had 
committed them to jail, Detective Reynolds 
accused Johnson of having committed the 


safe burglary on De Kalb Avenue. 
Johnson smiled and said: ‘“ You don’t say 


“Yes, Sir, I do, and the sledgehammer 
found in your cellar has been identified as 
the one stolen from the Lexington Avenue 
blacksmith’s shop,”’ said Reynolds, 

“You detectives are very expert,’ said 
Johnson. ‘‘I suppose you will now claim 
that I am a Wurgiar,’’ and then he laughed 
as if it was a, huge joke.

The men will again be arraigned before 
Justice Walsh this morning upon the 
charges of carrying burglars’ tools and bur- 
glary in breaking into the blacksmith’s 
shop and stealing the sledgehammer.

SMITHS MOTHERAN-LAW 


Had Him Arrested and then ‘Tried to 
Get Him Free Again. 


HE STOLE HIS BRIDE, HER CHILD 


Brought Here from Buffalo—Mother- 
in-Law Changed Her Mind and 
Wanted to Keep Him 
from Jersey City. 


Jasper T. Smith, twenty-six years old, of 
125 Grand Street, Jersey City, an advertis- 
ing agent and a fugitive from justice, was 
arraigned in the Yorkville Court yesterday 
by Detective Doyle of Jersey City and 
Policeman Kelly of the Twenty-third Sub- 
Precinct, this city. Smith is a bright, keen- 


witted fellow, whose experiences have af- 
forded interesting topics of conversation 
and contemplation in his native city. 

Smith was attentive, during the Winter 
of 1893-4, to Lizzie Freely, who is only fif- 
teen years old, the daughter of a wealthy 
widow, Margaret Freely, the owner of a 
line of tugboats and barges, with an office 
at 1 Broadway. 

The girl had another suitor, Charles C. 
Buckley, a wealthy real estate broker. 

Smith went to New-Haven in September 
of last year, and the young girl joined him. 
Mrs, Freely, on learning that Smith had in- 
duced her daughter to leave home, lodged 
information, charging him with abduction. 
She also made a charge of larceny, claim- 
ing that Smith had taken a valuable ring 
that had belonged to her husband, and was 
in the daughter’s custody. Smith was ar- 
rested and held in $3,000 bail. 

Miss Freely’s other suitor, Mr. Buckley, 
showed his magnanimity by furnishing this 
bail. He and nearly everybody else were 
surprised when Smith and Lizzie announced 
that they were man and wife, that-they had 
been married in due and proper form the 
preceding January. Mrs, Freely doubted 
this statement, and insisted that the couple 
should be married in her presence, and it 
was done, 

Smith’s case was called in the Court of 
Quarter Sessions, Jersey City, last Tues- 
day, he having been indicted by the Grand 
Jury. No defendant responded. Then Mr. 
Buckley realized that his ostensible act of 
philanthropy bade fair to cost him $3,000. 


The court, however, gave the bondsman an 
extension of time. 

A detective kept close watch over Mrs. 
Smith, and it was not many hours before 
he had the satisfaction of learning that she 
had boarded a train for Buffalo. He noti- 
fied the Buffalo police to meet the young 
wife, whose description, with that of her 
husband, accompanied the instructions, and 
if need be follow her. Mrs. Smith was met 
by her husband, who was promptly arrested. 

Smith waived extradition proceedings and 
was brought here Saturday. He was ac- 
companied by his wife. 

The prisoner seemed in good spirits, for 
it had been given out that the Public Pros- 
ecutor of Hudson County, N. J., had de- 
clared that in the event of the complain- 
ant’s non-appearance the case would fall 
through, there being no statute against a 
man’s “‘abducting’’ his own wife, and 
the larceny complaint was inconsequential. 

The party reached the Grand Central 
Station at 10:15 o’clock Saturday night. 
As they emerged into the lobby adjoining 
the street Mrs. Freely greeted her daughter 
effusively, spoke cordially to Smith, and 
said she had a carriage waiting. On reach- 
ing the vehicle the party entered, and the 
detective followed. . 

‘““What business have you here?” 
Mrs. Freely, flaring up. 

“All the business in the world,” replied 
the detective. ‘“‘This man is in my cus- 
oe and I propose to see that he is safely 
landed in Jersey City.”’ 

‘But I pay tor this carriage,’ retorted 
es irate woman, “and you cannot ride 

ere.”’ 

“I’m willing to pay for the space I oc- 
cupy,” was the reply, “if that is what 
— you, and I shall ride here if Smith 

oes.”’ 

At this Mrs. Freely screamed: ‘“ This 
man-is my daughter’s husband, and he 
will not go to Jersey City to be locked up. 
Where is your authority to take him into 
another State? You’ve no right to do it 
until you are legally empowered,” and she 
ordered the driver to go ahead. 

The detective knew that the woman had 
the best of the argument, and he deter- 
mined to have the matter settled then and 
there, especially as his prisoner showed a 
disposition to make a dash for liberty. 

The detective jumped from the carriage, 
ordered the driver to halt, and called for 
assistance. A policeman forced his wa 
through the crowd that had congregated, 
and to him the detective briefly explained 
the situation. All this time the mother of 
Mrs. Smith was ress J with all her 
might. The wife was sobbing hysterically 
and clinging to her husband as if to prevent 
him from being taken away. 

The policeman said the matter had better 
be taken into the police court for disposi- 
tion, and ordered the cabman to drive 
around into Vanderbilt Avenue. Smith was 
locked up for the night. 

Mrs. Freely ultimately left the station, 
vowing that she would have her son-in-law 
out in spite of the police. 

An hour before the opening of Yorkville 
Court yesterday the woman and her ne 
ter were in the spectators’ seats, waiting 
for Smith’s case to be called. 

While waiting Mrs. Freely consulted with 
an attorney, and, it is peohens, was ad- 
vised to make no objection, as she would 
not prevent the ultimate return of the pris- 
oner. Just before Police Justice Ryan went 
on the bench the woman hurriedly left the 
court room. 

Smith, on being arraigned, readily con- 
sented to go to Jersey City, and Police Jus- 
tice Ryan committed him to the custody of 
the detective. The two men, on leaving 
court, were joined by Bondsman Buckley. 
Smith’s case will be called in Jersey City 
this morning.

CLOSE WATCH ON POOLROOMS~ 


Police Not Affected as to Their Actions 
by the Decision Given by Jus- 
tice Ingraham. 


The release of Robert Kenny, manager of 
Joseph Serransky’s poolroom, 81 Mott 
Street, on habeas corpus by Justice Ingra- 
ham, Friday, after Kenny had been arrested 
for violation of the Sunday law, made no 
difference in the action of the police with 
regard to the poolrooms yesterday. De- 
tective were kept watching the poolrooms as 
usual, and all over the city, wherever any 
one could be found open, the manager was 
promptly arrested, 

In most cases, however, the poolroom 
keepers were cautious, and despite Justice 
Ingraham’s decision that “ playing billiards 
is not one of the acts prohibited on Sun- 
day unless played in a public place,” 
either kept their places closed entirely or 
ran them with closely-guarded doors. 

Capt. Berghold of the Elizabeth Street 
Police Station, in whose precinct Sérran- 
sky’s poolroom is, and whose men arrested 
Kenny, said that in spite of the decision he 


was having Serransky’s place watched, and 
if it were opened the manager and the play- 
ers would be arrested. 

‘“* Judge Ingraham’s decision doesn’t affect 
the case,’’ he said. ‘‘ Of course, it is no of- 
fense to play billiards in a private house or 
to gamble, so far as that goes, on Sunday 
or any other day, if the public is not admit- 
ted, but no one can hold that a poolroom on 
the window of which is displayed the sign, 
‘Pool at 24% Cents the Cue,’ is anything but 
a public place. And if any such place is 
opened in this precinct on Sunday, it will 
be raided for violation of the Sunday law.” 

Similar statements were made at the Mul- 
berry Street, Mercer Street, and Fifth Street 
Stations. ‘ 

Twenty-eight men and boys, some of them 
colored, were arrested yesterday afternoon 
at 1 Roosevelt Street, which is also 183 and 
185 Park Row. They were locked up at the 
Oak Street Station. 

Policemen surrounded the place, in which 
were over thirty-five men and boys playing 
pool. As soon as the officers entered a rush 
was made for the three doors by the fright- 
ened inmates, who did not stop to get their 
coats and hats. Finding the exits cut off, 
several of the men jumped through the 
windows. In this way several made their 
escape. Great excitement prevailed on the 
street, where over 1,000 persons gathered to 
see the wholesale arrest.

Absdie Sinman, two years old, of 231 ‘Til- 
lary Street, Brooklyn, was taken to the 
Cumberland Street Hospital yesterday, suf- 
fering with compression of the brain, caused 
by falling out of her mother’s arms when 
the latter was brutally assaulted by John 
Dailey, an ex-baseball player.

After the close of the harness racing 
campaign last year, it was announced that 
@ number of the champion performers 
would be taken to California for the Winter. 
This idea was inspired by the unprecedentd 
success of Monroe Salisbury, who in his 


bluff way disclaimed any personal credit 
for what the horses in his string had done. 
“TIT am only a youngster in this racing 
business,”’ he would say in reply to compli-° 
ments from his fellow-tourists of the big 
circuits, “‘and am not as smart as you 
Eastern people, but I have a better place 
to keep my stock ‘and to get it ready for 
long journeys and hard work.” 

It would be too expensive an undertaking 
for the average owner or trainer to make 
the trip over the mountains merely to give 
his fliers the benefit of the mild ‘climate 
and invigorating air of the sunny slope, 
but both Hamlin, the Buffalo breeder, and 
McHenry, the clever reinsman from Illinois, 
had an additional incentive for atcompany- 
ing Salisbury to the Pacific coast last Fall. 
They had entered into a sort of partner- 
ship with him for special exhibitions of 
their record-breakers in this city and at 
Philadelphia during November, and, while 
the scheme proved profitless, it suggested a 
similar tour in California. 

At the last moment McHenry decided to 
draw out of the combination, doubtless be- 
cause he did not deem it advisable to keep 
John R. Gentry in training. This would 
leave him without any record-breaker such 
as the other two men could furnish, and 
he took his stable back to his home, at 
Freeport, instead of going to Los Angeles 
as he had first intended. This turned out 
to be a wise afterthought in more ways 
than one, for the unfavorable weather 
which had interfered with Salisbury’s plans 
from the time he left Boston, in October, 
till he was forced to relinquish the pro- 
jected field day at Fleetwood Park pur- 


sued him across the continent. On the few 
occasions when they were able to dodge 
the raindrops there were large crowds to 
see the horses that had done the most of 
the record-breaking of last year. But from 
a business standpoint the Salisbury-Ham- 
lin tour through California was a failure.

The addition of Joe Patchen to the troup 
of celebrities that left this State last No- 
vember and made the ineffectual attempt to 
star through California during the rainy 
season helped matters considerably. The 
fame of the sturdy black pacer who had 
forced Robert J. to step the three fastest 
heats on record at Indianapolis preceded 

im there, and the contest at Fresno, in 
which he finally triumphed over the un- 
beaten champion of .1894, furnished the 


most brilliant bit of sport that occurred 
during this unlucky midwinter campaign. 

Having some important stud engagements 
to fill at home, Joe Patchen, with his train- 
er, Jack Curry, started from Sacramento 
last Tuesday and Will remain at Chebanse, 
Ill., during the breeding season. Col. John 
G. Taylor, the turfman in question, has evi- 
dently an abiding faith in the untiring abil- 
ity of his pacer, for he stands ready to 
match him against Robert J., John R. Gen- 
try, or anything else in training for a series 
of six contests. He stipulates that the first 
of these be decided at Detroit during the 
second week of the Grand Circuit, and 
doubtless intends that the others take place 
at Cleveland, Buffalo, Rochester, and New- 
York. 

Joe Patchen is in some respects the most 
wonderful horse on the turf, and if he can 
come off conqueror against all rivals close 
upon the heels of a stud season and a cam- 
paign that began last July and ended only 
a few days ago, he must be accounted a 
veritable marvel, whose capacity for all 
sorts of endurance is unlimited. The chal- 
lenge issued by the owner of this iron 
horse fixes the amount at $2,500 for each 
race, which practically means that the as- 
sociations on whose tracks the battles are 
to be fought will pay that sum to secure 
what ought to make the best paying attrac- 
tion of the speed carnival along the line of 
the great lakes and at the metropolis itself.

As Robert J. has been kept in race form 
during his stay in California, and is now 
seven years old, it can scarcely be expected 
that the little gelding will be able to carry 
everything before him as he did last sea- 
son. Champions do not last nowadays and 
as they did when Flora Temple and Gold- 
smith Maid were on the turf, and it is even 
predicted‘ that Al®x will meet her match this 
year. 

Great things are expected of Fantasy, 
whose trip to the Pacific coast is said to 


have benefited: her more than any other 
member of the Hamlin stable that was 
taken over the Rockies. Though she re- 
duced her record to 2:06 last season Fantasy 
Was a disappointment in 1894. She had 
ulled the mark for three-year-olds down to 
708% with such apparent ease that every- 
body expected Bhe would sweep away the 
record of 2:05144, which Directum had made 
the top notch for four-year-olds. Her fail- 
ure to do this was a sore disappointment to 
©. J. Hamlin, who had expressed confidence 
in the big filly’s ability to trot in 2:05 before 
the close of the season, Those who saw 
Fantasy at the National Horse Show last 
November could not fail to note that she 
was low in flesh. Geers said at Louis- 
ville a few weeks before that the mare 
was “off,” which in training parlance 
means that Fantasy was not eating enough 
to keep her strong and enable her to carry 
her lightning stride. She was advértised 
to appear at several points of the Southern 
Circuit, but did not start, because she was 
not in shape to do herself credit. The Cali- 
fornia air seems to have reorganized Fan- 
tasy and if the flesh can be art on her long 
body when she begins to take fast work 
the pride of the Village Farm should get 
retty close to the two-minute notch in her 
ve-year-old form. She will be brought to 
Terre Haute early in gt along with Rob- 
ert J., Hal Pointer, and ightingale, and a 
fresh batch from Buffalo will also be sent 
there°*for Geers to put on edge for the Sum- 
mer tournament.

CANNON AND THE UTAH SITUATION 


His Actions Were Such as to Give the Cue to 
People of His Church — The Con- 
stitutional Convention. 


To the Editor of The New-York Times: 

The publications in your paper regarding 
the position of George Q. Cannon in the 
political field here have occasioned much 
comment. To some extent you are right 
and to some extent you are wrong. In the 
matter of open partisanship Mr. Cannon is 
guiltless, I sincerely believe, as I know He 
refused to take any prominent part in thé 
recent campaign. He has also refused to 
assert or to deny that he was a Democrat. 
What Mr. Cannon is to be much blamed for, 
however, is that he knows the nature and 
the tendency of the people of his own 
unique faith, the great peculiarity of which 
is that it tends, to say the least, to make 
the weaker and more ignorant members of 
the Mormon Church believe that all the acts 
of their President and his counselors are 
inspired and directed by the Lord. Know- 
ing this, as Mr. Cannon did, why was he 
guilty of the indiscretion, if he really want- 
ed to be non-partisan, of going to the polls 


at exactly the same time as the President 
of the Mormon Church, and at an early 
hour in the day, when information of his 
supposed vote could be sent all over the 
Territory before the polls closed, and why 
did he deliberately, in the presence of nu- 
merous members of the Republican Party, 
of his own Church, and of the Democratic 
Party, refuse a Democratic ticket offered 
him by a Democratic worker, but accept 
a Republican ticket from his son, who was 
an active Republican canvasser, having 
nothing but Republican tickets to offer to 
his father? 

Knowing his people as well as Mr. Cannon 
does, he knew that that action alone was 
sufficient to give them the cue as to his 
sympathies, and not only that—he must 
have known that it was enough to influence 
the weak and ignorant voters of his own 
religious faith, if the circumstance was 
communicated, and what act of a Mormon 
President or his counselor is not communi- 
cated? If he had been so free of guile, so 
innocent and well disposed, so non-partisan 
and fair as he now seeks to make us be- 
lieve he is, why was he not politic enough 
to accept both a Republican and a Démo- 
cratic ticket, from which no inference could 
have been drawn that he had a special 
leaning toward either side? Yet no one 
here would for an instant, say Mr.. Cannon 
was not well versed in the wiles and guiles 
of this world, his own letter to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

The truth is, the Democrats and the 
Republicans of the East have been weil 
humbugged by the representations of a 
horde of office seekers with which this 
Territory is saddled, and it serves the 
country right when it allowed such men 
so thoroughly to humbug it. 

The ‘special conference of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints, assisted 
by the other Christian denominations and 
a good seasoning of hypocrites of any and 
every faith, has convened in thijs+city for 
the purpose of framing a Constitution for 
the new State, and it is disgusting to think 
that a Democratic President should have 
been so grossly deceived as to be the means 
of calling what is practically a special con- 
ference of the Mormon Church. 

The collection of Constitution makers, 
their general apparent unfitness, except in 
very few'instances, for the work they are 
called upon to perform, shall be the subject 
of later communications, but, in the mean- 
time, let us hope that they will at least 
have sense enough to copy the Constitution 
of some other State and not afflict us with 
the political abortion we are likely to have 
if we are obliged to accept the result of the 
combined ignorance of the great majority. 

Six times have we held Constitutional 
Conventions in Utah; six times have we 
been refused admission into the Union, 
says John Henry Smith, and, as he is a be- 
liever in the Bible as well as the Book of 
Mormon, let us hope the President of the 
United States will remember the sacred 
number of seven, and when this convention 
has adjourned he will supplement John 
Henry Smith’s remarks with the. words: 
“Aye, seven times even seven times shall 
ye be refused admission to the Union.’’

ALDERMAN JAHN GETS WHAT HE WANTS 


New-York and New-Jersey Telephone 
Company to be Investigated. 


Mayor Schieren of Brooklyn has allowed 
Alderman Jahn’s resolution for an investi- 
gation by a special Aldermanic cofnmittee 
of the New-York and New-Jersey Telephone 
Company to become a law. @ 

President Wallace of the Board of Alder- 
men has appointed Aldermen Walsh, Leich, 
Vollmer, Dunne, and Colson members of the 
committee. 

The resolution called for an investigation 
to ascertain by what authority the com- 
pany is using the streets of the city, and 
what steps are necessary to be taken to 
secure to the city a revenue for the valu- 
able franchise. 

The Aldermen for fifteen months have 
been attacking the telephone company, 
and at the same time have been doing all 


in their power to assist the New-York and 
Eastern Telegraph and Telephone Company 
to get an entering wedge in the city. 

The New-York and New-Jersey Tele- 
phone Company, however, it is said, will 
not recognize the special committee, as it 
obtained its charter and franchise by an 
act of the Legislature. 

The Aldermen granted a franchise to the 
New-York and Eastern Telegraph and Tel- 
ephone Company to operate in Brooklyn, 
hut the Subway Commission refused to 
grant the necessary permission to open 
streets and to lay wires, and has taken the 
case to the Court of Appeals to strengthen 
its argument that the new company had 
no standing in Brooklyn, having been in- 
corporated under the laws of New-Jersey. 

Alderman Jahn, who has frequently at- 
tacked the New-York and New-Jersey Tel- 
ephone Company, is backed by the New- 

ork and Eastern Company, in which Sam- 
uel H. Mildenberg of the Third Ward, who 
was defeated in his candidacy for the City 
Clerkship, has a large interest.

She Saves a Sister Actress from Possible 
Death and Receives Severe 
Injuries Herself. 


Pauline Hall did a brave thing on Friday 
night at the Boston Museum, saving a sisier 
actress from what might have proved a 
fatal accident. She received injuries her- 
self much more severe than those of the 
friend whom she rescued. 

After the second act of ‘‘ Dorcas,’’ Mabel 
Florence, one of the company, started for 
herdressing room, whichis the same occu- 
pied by Miss Hall. In order to reach it Miss 
Florence had to pass over a trap, against the 
edge of -which stood a large collection of 
heavy scenery. For some unexplained rea- 
son the trap was not secured, and, as Miss 
Florence stepped on it, it opened. Miss 
Hall was just behind her, and, as Miss 
Florence began her fall to the cellar, some 
thirty-five feet below the stage, Miss Hall 
grasped her by the shoulder and dress, and 
held her suspended above the chasm, while 
she called loudly for help. 

The scenery, disturbed by the _ shock, 
came tumbling about the two women, and 
Miss Hall was completely buried under 
the heavy weight. She did not release her 
hold of Miss Florence, however, who fran- 
tically clutched at her arm. 

Finally help arrived in the persons of 
stage Hands who had heard her?cries, and 


the two actresses were rescued from their 
perilous position. Miss Florence had faint- 
ed by this time; and Miss Heil was on the 
point of following suit. 

The stage ,hands pushed the scenery 
aside, and then it was found that Miss Hall 
had received an ugly scalp wound from the 
jagged edges of the scenery. A doctor was 


‘hastily summoned, and he had to take two 


stitches in Miss Hall’s scalp before she could 
go on the stage, which she did in the third 
act, and finished the performance. The 
only other injuries she sustained were a 
number of bad bruises, and the strain on 
her muscles in holding Miss Florence until 
relief came. Miss Florence herself received 
no injuries, except the shock resulting 
froin the accident.

DEBATE ON PROPERTY FRANCHISE 


Casino to be Built—Dickinson Prize— 
} Geological Outing—Cameraand 
Whist Clubs—Founding 
of Alma Mater. 


PRINCETON, N. J., March 17.—The pre- 
liminary contest in debate to decide Prince- 
ton’s representatives in the intercollegiate 
debate with. Harvard, at Princeton, March 
27, was held the past week. 

There were three speakers from the Amer- 


ican Whig Society and as many more from 
the Cliosophic Society. The question dis- 
cussed was the same as that chosen for the 
final contest with Harvard, viz.: 


“Resolved, That, if it were possible, a 
yeasonable property qualification for the ex- 
‘ercise of the. municipal franchise in the 
United States would be desirable.” 


The debaters: on the affirmative were Ed- 
ward W. Hamilton, ’96, of New-York City; 
Howard E. White, ’95, of New-York City, 
and Joseph W. Park, ’95, of Mississippi, 
(Whigs.) The negative was supported by 
Willis H. Butler, ’95, of New-York City; A. 
N. Easton, '96, of New-Jersey, and W. F. 
Doty, ’96, of Washington, D. C., (Clios.) 

The judges, the Rev. Dr. Purves of Prince- 
ton Theological Seminary and Profs. Winans 
and Daniels of the: college, gave the ap- 
pointments to Willis H. Butler, Howard 
E. White, and Joseph W. Park, and decided 
that the last two men should speak in the 
rebuttal, as only two rebuttal speeches are 
allowed, according. to the rules adopted by 
the two universities. 

The committees are now in correspond- 
ence, with the view of agreeing upon a board 
of judges. It is agreed that no judge shall 
be a graduate of either college. 

The committee having in charge the in- 
vestigation of the advisability and cost of 
erecting a casino in Princeton for the use 
of the university reports that for a number 
of years the need of a suitable hall for hold- 
ing dances has been greatly felt at Prince- 
ton. The only eligible place at present is 
the gymnasium, which is old and unsuited 
in many ways for a well-appointed dance. 
With all its inconveniences, the committees 
are greatiy handicapped in their efforts to 
give creditable dances. 

The Dramatic Association, the committee 
says, gives its performances in University 
Hall, which is altogether too small for the 
purpose and is without the necessary facili- 
ties. As for facilities for indoor tennis, 
there are none. It is the purpose of the 
committee to erect a» building which will 
satisfy these three wants and also be a suit- 
able hall for glee club concerts. 

The cost of the building will be about $13,- 
000, of which over $7,000 has already been 
raised. Work will be begun as soon as $10,- 
000 is secured. <A strenuous effort is being 
made by the committee to erect the build- 
ing this Spring. This statement is signed 
by John W. Garrett, ’95; R. D. Hatch, ’95;

Pierson, ’95; Edward Munn, ‘V5; D. ). 
Brown, ’95, and C. L. Hamilton, ’95, left 
New-York City June 16 for Chadron, Neb., 
arriving there on the 20th. They were there 
joined by Prof. Haicher of the geological 
department, who had gone out in March 
to make preparations for the trip. From 
Chadron the party went on horseback to the 
Bad Lands of Dakota. Passing through 
the Pine Ridge Agency of the Ogalalla In- 
dians on the third day, they pitched camp 
on the banks of the White River, in the Bad 
Lands, three miles from where the excavat- 
ing was to be carried on. 

Many type specimens, some exceedingly 
rare, were found here, among them com- 
plete skeletons of animals hitherto known 
by a few bones only. July 1 the party 
started for the Yellowstone Park. On the 
way visits were made to Hot Springs, the 
Wind Cave, Fort Mead, Deadwood, the sil- 
ver mines at Lead City, Pumpkin Buttes, 
where some excellent antelope hunting, was 
had, and many other places, and the park 
was reached Aug. 1, much difficulty having 
been experienced in getting the wagons 
through the Shoshone Mountains. Twelve 
days were passed in the Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park, visits being made to the Mam- 
moth Hot Springs, Geyser Basins, Yellow- 
stone Lake, and Grand Cafion. Aug. 29 
found them at Fort Custer, whence they 
went by rail. 

The trip-was the most successful yet 
attempted, both from a scientific stand- 
point in the number of specimens secured 
and in the pleasure and profit afforded the 
members of the party. A total distance of 
over 5,000 miles was traveled, of which 
nearly 1,200 was on horseback. 

The students of the college have organized 
a Camera Club, with A. B. Jones, ’96, Presi- 
dent; W. McLean, ’96, Secretary, and H. E. 
Mattison, ’97, Treasurer. The object of the 
organization is to form a club for the in- 
terchange of negatives among its members, 
and to promote amateur photography in the 
cdéllege generally. Work will be exchanged 
with other college camera clubs, and it is 
hoped that an exhibition of photographs 
may be held. 

Another newly organized club is the Whist 
Club, an outgrowth of the old ’95 Whist 
Club. The following officers have been 
elected: President—W. I. Seymour, ’95; Vice 
President—W. McLean, '96; Treasurer—E. 
Stewart, ’°95; Secretary—S. W. Miller, ’96. 
An open duplicate whist tournament will 
be held the present year.

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YALE COLLEGE HAS MANY NEEDS 


Most Urgent Is Money—Views of 
Many Distinguished Sons. 


NEW-HAVEN, Conn., March 17.—The 
Yale News has asked some of the distin- 
guished sons of Yale University what is the 
greatest need of the university to-day, and 
the replies are interesting. 

Hugh A. Bayne, 92, writes that what 
Yale needs more than anything else is 
money. D. C. Gilman, the President of 
Johns Hopkins College and a graduate from 
Yale in the class of 52, says that the great- 
est need of Yale ig a large, unrestricted 
fund. With that secured, he adds, all other 
wants would be supplied. Walter Camp, 
the great football coach and a graduate in 
30, explains that the ‘truth of the 
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that Yale gets along pretty well, her suf- 
fering being mainly that common to pov- 
erty. 

David J. Brewer, ’56, of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, wrote that he 
was not sufficiently informed to give an 
opinion about the greatest need of Yale at 
this period. George A. Adee, ’67, the ad- 
mirer of the athletic department of Yale 
and one of the ardent adherents of all the 
Yale athletes, stated that ‘“‘ substantial gifts 
and annual subscriptions to the general 
fund to meet the growing cost of tuition, 
&c., of the constantly and rapidly increas- 
ing numbers of students’”’ was the greatest 
need of the university at present. Edmund 
Clarence Stedman, ’53, declares without 


hesitation that what the university wants 
‘“‘is a general income sufficiently large to 
pay her loyal professors and instructors 
wages at least equal to the cost of living, 
sufficient to protect them from. constant 
anxiety and overwork.”’ He further adds: 
‘While this is the greatest need, a mani- 
fest want in the organization of the Faculty 
is that of a larger force of instructors in 
the analysis, literature, and utilization of 
the English language.”’ 

What John A. Porter of Hartford, Yale 
78, said will astonish some of the men who 
have been out of Yale for a number of 
years. Hé made this statement: ‘In my 
judgment the greatest problem to be met at 
Yale for years to come is the financial one. 
Professors are nowadays underpaid, stu- 
dents are not properly housed and fed, and 
development along many new lines has 
been prevented—all* because of a lack of 
funds. Yale is generally supposed to be a 
rich college, yet in reality is a poor one. 
If it had not been for the extraordinary in- 
crease in undergraduate attendance during 
the past few years the institution could not 
have kept its head above water in competi- 
tion with much better endowed and more 
progressive rivals. 

“The present system of government at 
Yale is obsolete, undemocratic, and hamper- 
ing in many respects. It is begging the 
question to point to the growth of the uni- 
versity—resulting from other causes—as a 
proof of the success of the system. In oth- 
er words, the great business interests of the 
college should be managed by business men, 
men of affairs, and not by clergymen. I 
have no word of disrespect for these gen- 
tlemen. In their proper place and sphere 
they are a valuable adjunct to the manage- 
ment of the university. In their hands can 
most properly be left the religious policy 
and even to a large extent the educational 
system. But when it comes to putting up 
buildings, raising funds, the buying of real 
estate, and a thousand other matters which 
might be named, it is a matter of common 
sense and prudence that really_representa- 
tive men should be in charge. If not really 
representative, they do not inspire the con- 
fidence or command the influence necessary 
to the solution of what is at best an uphill 
task.”’

OLD ENGLISH PLAY AT HARVARD 


Spectators, All Is to

be in Elizabethan 


CAMBRIDGE, March 
are complete for the production of the 
English play in Sanders ‘Theatre next 
Wednesday. The posters for the play read 
as follows: 

“Revival of Epicone; or, The Silent 
Woman. Written by Benjamin Jonson, M. 
A. First acted in the year 1609 by the 
King’s Majesty’s Servants, with the allow- 
ance of the Master of the Revels. Now to 
be acted under the direction of the Depart- 
ment of English of Harvard University by 
pupils of the American Academy of the 
Dramatic Arts, (Mr. Franklin H. Sargent, 
President,) with antique music newly or- 
chestrated, in Sanders Theatre at 2 and 
8 P. M. Wednesday, March 20, 

“This play is to be presented with a 
careful reproduction of the stage setting 
and the accessories of the Elizabethan 
Theatre. The text has been specially pre- 
pared for the occasion.” 


The stage of the theatre has been ex- 
tended over the orchestra, so that the au- 
dience may enjoy the ancient privilege of 
sitting on the stage itself. In this respect, 
however, it has been found necessary to 
depart from the old custom which made 
an invidious distinction inthecaseof women. 

Mr. Baker, who is the leading spirit in 
the organization of the entertainment, has 
been looking for something appropriate in 
the way of programmes. Search is being 
made in the British Museum and other col- 


lections for the’ original bill, but it seems 
likely that programmes were unknown at 
that time. 

A number of Harvard men will represent 
the fops and gallants among the Eliza- 
bethan spectators, who indulged in smok- 
ing and gambling between the acts. The 
following men have been chosen:

Besides these, there will be scattered 
among the spectators on the stage orange 
girls, market women, and ladies in boxes, 
making in all a typical group. 

As a preliminary to the play, Mr. Baker 
delivered a lecture on the production of 
an Elizabethan play. He described the pub- 
lic and the private theatres, with their ar- 
chitecture and arrangements, their primi- 
tive scenery, and poor accommodations. 
Sanders Theatre is being arranged as 
nearly as possible like the Swan, a famous 
public theatre. a 


COLUMBIA UNIVERSITY NEWS. 


17.—Preparations 


Excitement Over the Withdrawal of 
a Play by Its Authors. 


Seldom has the student body of Columbia 
been stirred as it has been by the announce- 
ment that the new comic operetta, ‘‘ The 
Buccaneers,” was not to be produced be- 
cause the authors, Messrs. Carryl and Mur- 
chison, had withdrawn the play. The sub- 


‘ject has been the sole topic of conversa- 


tion on the campus, in the fraternity hall, 
and at any time where Columbia men 
chanced to meet. The college papers bristle 
with articles about the matter, and the 
tone of the majority of them indicates that 
many of the students side with the au- 
thors. At all event, the managers of the 
Musical Socfety have definitely announced 
that no play will be produced this year, 
and urge that measures be taken for a 
piece next year. This final decision has 
caused much bad feeling throughout. the 
various departments of the university, and 
far-seeing ones think that the trouble may 
cause a. rupture in the. Musical Society. 

At a meeting last Thursday afternoon H. 
Bedinger Mitchell, H. H. Armstead, Theak- 
ston De Coppet, Joseph L, Fearing, and C. 
H. Fulton were elected by the members of 
the sophomore class of the School of Mines 
to represent the class on the Board of 
Editors of The Columbian, the college an- 
nual, The meeting was an exciting one 
from the start, it being but the climax of 
three weeks of canvassing, wire-pulling, 
and electioneering. The positions were high- 
ly coveted, and the candidates were many. 

Musical organizations in a medical col- 
lege are very rare.

Stevens Institute Students Busy Pre- 
paring Subjects. 


HOBOKEN, March 17.—This week will 
mark the final closing of all outside inter- 
ests and the concentration of the student 
body of Stevens on the preparation of sub- 
jects for Easter examinations. The rigor of 
the almost purely technical course pur- 
sued at this institution necessitates special 
efforts to finish the mass of notebook and 
plate work which accumulates during the 
term, the accomplishment of which is most 
essential to insure further association with 
the institute.

Many of 
these theses are already under way, 
despite the early date, and the assumption 
is warranted that the scientific productions 
of the class of ’95 will be of exceptional 
excellence and value. 

Denton 
and Geyer for a week have been devoted 
to the successful issue of the senior in- 
spection trip, and that they were rewarded 
by cheir efforts is amply proved by the ex- 
pressions of satisfaction from the students, 
who returned last Saturday, after having 
visited the Baldwin Locomotive Works, 
Cramps’ Shipyards, the Artificial Ice Plant 
of Philadelphia, the coal mines of Coxe 
Brothers at Drifton, Penn., the locomotive 
shops and laboratories of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad at Altoona, the Carnegie Steel 
Works, the Westinghouse Electric Com- 
pany’s shops, the Westinghouse Air-Brake 
Company’s shops, the National Tube Works, 
and the Pittsburg Water Works. The trip 
occupied the whole of last week and was 
highly satisfactory in all details. 

A special meeting of the Engineering So- 
ciety was recently called to act upon a 
proposition by a New-York publishing con- 
cern to print in book form the papers of 
the society for each year, without cost.

RELIGION FOR CHILDREN 


Prof. Adler Pleads for. Liberty for 
Them in the Matter of Choice. 


A RIGHT TO CHOOSE THEIR OWN FAITH 


They Should Never Be Taught Any 
Doctrine Which They May Be 
Led to Reject Later on— 


~—Filial Reverence. 


“There is a destined revival of religious 
interest,” said Prof. Felix Adler, in his 
lecture on “The Religious Training of 
Children”? before the Society for Ethical 
Culture at Carnegie Music Hall yesterday 
morning. ‘ The signs of it are apparent in 


French literature, as well as in recent pro- 
ductions from the press of Germany, Eng- 
land and America. You do not have to seek 
far for the causes of this revival. Among 
them may be mentioned the disenchant- 
ment following the pursuit, of pleasure and 
the failure of physical science to produce 
any practical substitute for the faith of the 
past. Agnosticism itself, by emphasizing 
the unknowable, has awakened a new cu- 
riosity in the unknowable. Another cause 
is the postponement of the social millen- 
nium. Babel, the German Socialist, says 
that Socialism will make religion superfiu- 
ous, because there will be no need in a be- 
lief in heaven when the earth is so soon to 
be turned into a perfect paradise. 

“One may wonder at the optimism 
which believes such a consummation near 
at hand, and at the spiritual blindness 
which supposes that if the enjoyment of 
material goods were universal the chief 
sources of discomfort would be eliminated, 
whereas, in truth, this contempt springs 
far more from internal sources than from 
external sources. It is due largely to sor- 
row and bereavement and disappointment 
with one’s self, and the difficulty of ac- 
commodating one’s life to that of others. 
The age in which we live is marked by a 
desire for faith, coupled with a compe- 
tency and potency to attain it. 

“‘In such an age, how shall we plan the 
religious training of the young? I believe 
that children should never be taught any 
doctrine which they may be led to reject 
later on. I believe it is possible to separate 
moral from religious instruction, and that 


without prejudice to the latter. I believe 
that one of the rights of children, which 
the world should learn to respect, is the 
right of religious freedom, the right to 
choose their own religious faith. 

“At the same time, I believe that it is 
possible and proper to develop the religious 
feelings of children at a very early age, 
without teaching them any specific relig- 
ious doctrines. Now, we find that the 
earliest religion of mankind was that of 
nature, or what may be also called the ‘* re- 
ligion of wonder,’ and in a like manner the 
religious feelings of children should be di- 
rected toward what is wonderful and mys- 
terious in nature. Especially useful in this 
direction is the growth of plants. The 
child’s first lessons in religion should be 
conned in that great picture book which 
nature puts on every field with the flowers 
for pictures. 

“Again, the phenomena of storms will 
awaken feelings of the sublime. All the 
ancient religions were storm-centred. Their 
chief god was the god of storm. Especially 
the aspect of the nightly heavens excite sole 
emn feelings of the mystery of things. -He 
who walks through life without a sense of 
this mystery is but a poor, shriveled being. 
We should early direct the attention of 
children to a wonder of the heavens. If the 
first stage of religion is nature worship, the 
second stage is what may be called father 
worship. The first stage is marked by won- 
der, the second by reverence. There are 
two alds 4 which we should cultivate ree 
ligious feelings in the young. Teaching rev- 
erence to parents is the best means of in- 
culeating reverence toward the higher 
power. All the best educators of the day 
agree that spiritual culture rests for its 
foundation on filial reverence. The parent 
of this age is the true priest. The child 
should, of course, not adore its own father 
or mother, but the higher moral law which 
they are, so far as it is concerned, the em- 
bodiment. 

“IT should not introduce the conception 
too early. Those who care most for the God 
idea should be especially reluctant in treat- 
ing it with too great familiarity and in 
speaking of it too early to children. To the 
young child the God becomes a fetish, and 
the evil effect of the degraded ideas to 
which the word God attaches in the child’s 
mind is, in most cases, never obliterated 
entirely. 

‘““ When a boy or girl reaches the age of 
understanding I should teach the religious 
doctrine, but not dogmatically. I should 
open up the pages of Scripture, especially 
both Testaments, but not ignore the other 
great religions. I should try to make the 
pupil enter sympathetically and under- 
standingly into the religious thought of the 
age, so that the pupil might separate that 
which is false from what is true—the per- 
ennial from the perishable. 

“The theory has hitherto prevailed that 
whatever religious teaching was good for 
adults was good for children. This I re- 
gard as a serious mistake. The theory hag 
also prevailed that a parent should impress 
his own religious belief on his offspring, and 
that the sooner this was done the better. 

“I am touched with the helplessness of 
children. They cannot resist the influences 
we bring to bear upon them, for they are 
like clay in the potter’s hands. Is jt, then, 
fair that we should abuse the advantage we 
possess over them to force upon them ideas 
which they might reject if they were old 
enough and independent enough to do so? 

“IT plead for the religious liberty of the 
young, for the freedom of choice in matters 
of faith. The law of duty we can impose, 
because on that all men agree, at least ag 
to its essential requirements, and he who 
lays hold of that grasps the one thing 
needful, for it is incontestible that religion 
adds gladness, peace, and serenity. to hu- 
man life, but not all men are sugceptible to 
its influences. 

“The religious, like the musical, talent, 
is latent in all men, and is capable or hig 
development in the few. But whether we 
have the talent or not, whether we under- 
stand the obligations of morality, we can 
all understand, and he who honestly tries 
to live up to the laws shall be secure in 
shade or shine.”’ 


EIGHT NEWSBOYS WHO RAN AWAY 


They Did Not Like a Life of Work on 
an Industrial Farm. 


Eight newsboys were found asleep in the 
cabs of engines in the New-York “Sentral 
roundhouse, One Hundred and Forty- 
ninth Street and Fourth Avenue, yesterday 
morning. They were arrested and locked 
up in the Morrisania. Police Station. They 
had run away from the industrial farm at 
Kensico, which ig managed by the Brace 
Newsboys’ Lodging House, 9 Duane Street, 
this city. 

When arraigned before Police Justice 
Martin, in the Morrisania Police Court, 
yesterday, the boys told doleful 


tales of their cruel treatment at 
the farm. They said they were 
sent to the farm last Friday from the 
Newsboys’ Lodging House, and were com- 
pelied, thinly clad as they were, with rag- 
ged shoes on their feet, to shovel snow. 
Their recital touched the heart of the Jus- 
tice, and he discharged them and gave them 
a dollar to divide among them. They hur- 
ried down to the Newsboys’ Lodging House 
but admittance was refused to them, and 
they spent Justice Martin’s dollar in getting 
acco: ations in Park Row lodging 


houses. 

Rudolph Heig, Superintendent of the 
Newsboys’ Lodging House, said: ‘“ The 
boys were scallawags. They tell fairy tales 
about their treatment at the farm. We 
picked them off the street and sent them 
to the farm to test them to see if they 
would work. They ran away from work

Trade returns indicate that the general 
business of the country is improving, slow- 
ly, it is’ true, but still improving. Bank 
clearings tell the story plainly, and railway 
earnings, although still poor enough, help 
to confirm it. The iron trade shows 40 per 
cent. more business than at this time last 
year, although for the moment it is slight- 
ly less active than a week ago. Prices for 
agricultural products are all materially 
higher and the markets have shown much 
animation. 

Progress is also being made in restoring 
many of the great bankrupt railway prop- 
erties to solvency. Last week the rehabili- 
tation of the Atchison property became as- 
sured through the underwriting of the plan 
for taking the main stem of the system out 
of bankruptcy. When this is well under 
way the requirements of the subsidiary com- 
panies—the Atlantic and Pacific, the St. 
Louis and San Francisco, and the Colorado 
Midland-——will be attended to. The reorgani- 
zation of the New-York and New-England 
has been practically completed, final meas- 
ures for restoring the property to its own- 
ers not being far away. Wonderful prog- 
ress, considering the surroundings, has 
been made toward the rehabilitation of the 
Distilling and Cattle Feeding Company, 
thanks to the energy of Messrs. Hartshorne, 
Waterbury, Bache, and the other members 
of the Reorganization Committee, and to 
the untiring activity of Mr. S. M. Rice, the 
mainspring of the whole movement, which 
has resulted in the ousting of the dishonest 
management. The committee has the sup- 
port of a majority of the stockholders 
pledged to it in writing, and when the Man- 
hattan Trust Company’s certificates of de- 
posit are listed, as they will be probably 
this week, the vast majority of the stock 
will be deposited under the plan. Steps 
to take the property out of the hands of 
the court will not be unduly delayed. Other 
companies, the affairs of which are await- 
ing adjustment, are the Union Pacific, the 
Northern Pacific, and the Reading. The first 
named must wait Congressional action; Nor- 
thern Pacific is still in the throes of litiga- 
tion, but eventually will be placed on its 
feet, and Reading—well, its prospects seem 
blue, indeed. Eighteen months ago the 
stock and security holders might have saved 
the property if they had been willing to 
listen to advice. But by some fatuity which 
it is difficult for reasonable folk to compre- 
hend they placed themselves in the hands 
of the people who had wrecked the prop- 
erty, and since then its value has been more 
than cut in halves. Everything that was pre- 
dicted as likely to happen unless a change 
of management was made has come to 
pass, and the security holders have only 
themselves to thank for the deplorable con- 
dition in which they are to-day.. The an- 
nouncement made by the receivers last 
week, apparently in all seriousness, that 
they were going to oppose foreclosure is 
worthy of opera bouffe. When better times 
come the property will be placed on its feet 
again, but it will never be prosperous until 
the deathlike grip which certain well-known 
influences keep on its vitals has been re- 
laxed; and it will not be relaxed until the 
security holders awalsen to the proper ap- 
preciation of their rights. 

The better tone and the improvement 
which now appears to be dawning are due 
in no small degree to the magnificent man- 
ner in which the Belmont-Morgan syndicate 
has carried on its work. Not only has the 
gold exodus been checked, but the com- 
munity has become convinced that it will 
not be permitted to resume, notwithstand- 
ing the high rates of foreign exchange. 
The money market shows signs of hardening, 
and the reduction of the reserve held by the 
banks is pointed to as further evidence of 
improving business, although the operations 
of the syndicate probably have had con- 
siderable to do with the decrease of the re- 
serve.
